But few signa of diaaifeotiou occurred in thia divinuu in the 
early daye of the gi'ueral revolt. In hie narrative 
of evouta the fci«'<‘relary to the Government of Bengal *j^*^2J* 
wiTb almost invanahly aide to give the happy asenr' airuiiM. 
aiioo that “ the public }>eaoe has icmained nndia- 
turlMxl in this 'district and the tributary Maballa.*' 80 
undisturbtsl did that jieaco continue that, aa related,* tlie 
Govcrnuu-tit were ilde to direct that the Madras tioope there 
l<j<satcd should niendi to a ttart <if the country whore their 
awu'ioe would In' moro'UBefuJ. The SipAhia of that array had 
rcsistwl tl?e suggestions made to them liy some maloontents 
that it would he to thedy advantage to take the law into their 
own hands, as Enro{>oan troops were coming to disarm them 
au«l theu to march tliem hundreds of miiee away, and had 
Mutiuiied faithful to their salt. A slight yariation from the 
mstouiary favourable report took plaoe in Euvember lt<§7, by 
the meiiUcm of the fact that tlie Ihijah of Bamnughitl was 
apprehensive of an outbreak aiuongpt the Dhamahs, one of the 
^Ksriginal trilies of the division. But under the infinence of 
events which occumsl at no great distance Aram the aoene 
of appreheudod divafTectioB amnt period, notaldy the 

defeat of tlie rclicls b}’ Miyor Kngimb at Ofaatr4,t in ChutiA 
KAgpdr, the Gharnahs c-hanf^ their mitids, and did not 
venture to dihturh the puidto peace. Kor albsr this period was 
there sny suggiwt ion of distiirmnce in the provinoe of Or^ 
m>o that which may have lieun oouasionally uatined Ify peasing 
Ixsliis of Aigitivo Hipahia. It will be assn in the ooniwe of the 
narrative that this coinmntive tranquilhfy in his own distriot 
had the efieotof tnipelung Mr. Oookbura, the oommissioner, to 
work with untiring eit4<rgy and suuossa for the nuuntsnanoe or 
restoration uf order in districts which were not so fortnnata. 

From the division of OitsA we juraoeed to that of BardwAn, 
This division is bounded on the East 1^ this river Hii|^ to 
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ibe north by the SaBt4lParganebei to the west by Chutl&Nimilrv 
and to the sooth by Orls&. Its princip^^l inhabi- 
tants are Hindus of all castes with a proportion Of 
SfuhaxnmadanH. The languages spoken are BengtiH and Hindu* 
it4nf. The division, which is also called the di vihion of western 
Bengal, is subdivided into five dietiets, viz., liardw^n, BdnkurA, 
Birbhum, Hfigli and Haurah, and ^Midnapur: to this hist per- 
itained, in 1867, the wait stations of Tanibik and HijJL The 
nhief station of the division is BardMiln. in 1H67 the office^ 
etatiuned in this divisit/u were the Commissioner, Mr. W. H* 
BUiott ; four judges, Mr. J. H. Vonng, Mr. P. Taylor, Mr* 
H. T. Bay icy, and Mr. (J*. i*. Ley^-ester; the magistrates, Mr. 
11 . B. Lawford, Mr. A. J. Elliott, Mr. J. J. Grey, and Mr* 
Q* Bright; the oolleciors, Mr. P. IJ, iScbaleli and Mr. W. II 
Broadhurst ; the deputy collector. Mr. 11. t^ihiikos. 

The division of Bardwau was fortunate in imving no history 
during the time of the gnat Mutiny It had, no 
vmMtmm doubt, its alarms and its cK^sionnl episcxies of 
interest. Thus it was at Haurali that, »« n'counted 
in the second volume,* Kcill astonisltcd the station* 
maator by foroihly dotaining the tmin till his tnK>p8 should 
reach the right hank of the rivor. It was from Chuisurah, iu^ 
the Htigii district, that the Highlanders marched to ilii:»urtn till 
Barrackpiir bii^;ade. But there was ito outbreak. Tin* fate of 
the Bard wan division was hnkiHl wdth that of the Pri^idcnojr» 
and the fate of both depended on the turn affairs shouM take m 
Calcutta, at Bau‘ackpur,at Jalpalguri, in the two B) hats, and ill 
eastern Bengal. ' 

The division next to that of Bardwiu is (‘ailed the Prew* 
dency division. It opmprisee the capital, Calcutta, and the 
twenty-four Pargenahs, Kadia, J-.^sor, and the *Sutidarl«in,t e 
marshy district south of the twtoity-fonr juirganahs, intersected 
by many branches of the Ganges and rivers such hk the Mai 
fhe Eapa^lak, the Mollinchii, the Marjata, and the llaiinghatl* 
It is annecjessary to name all the officers, civil and military, of 
this division. Those upon whom lay the greatest weight of 
»esp<msibility, and who oontribtried the must to ensure tl# 
safety of the capital, will be mentioned in the fidlowiiig pages*

In 1B57 lio wm yet new to 
IiQ^a, and he dealt with the sudden emergency on the advice of 
the offioiak he had iuhentcd from hia predecessor ; jbenee hie 
early mi«tak«"s. It is not too much to affirm that on. every one 
of tne points on which ha diffieri^ from the non«official coni'^ 
munity ho wt%>!ig, and the membera of the non^fficial 
ccmmimity wiin\ rigid. I need only mentiim (1) the first 
refusal to at cepi the offer of the European community to form a 
volunteer corps ; (2 ) the niowneas in dealing with the mutiny 
at Barhkmpur, ana the mode of dealing withjt; (d) the delay 
in depriving the native‘*troop« at Barrackpiir of Ineir artu»-*-a 
delay which caused the memorable panic of the 1 4th of June, 
a panic which did not reach the membera of tlie mercantile 
t^mmunity nor the European midenia of Calcutta generally, 
but which dfove many of the bi^y^placed officials to take 
refhge or to send their families to two r^ge on board the shine 
lying in the river, and thousands of Eurasiaps to scour in tenor 
tme plain leading to Fori William^ Of tliis I was an eyo*^ 
witness.* The fourth matter in which^the mercantile coinnni^

To the general feebleneHs and inoapacnty of the cotineeHom 
and of the Govemor^General there were 

exceptions. To one of these, Mr. J, P, Grant, I have 
made a|>eci?d reference in the third volume. Mr. Grant 
waaa man oricmarkable ability. He pointed out tols^rd Canning 
in ^guroua words the danget a i»f the situation. To hi» penetrating 
glance, Mr. Beadou’'B line of six hundred milea was all “ mesm- 
Sdne.” He wa« CMmstantlv urging action, and action in the right 
directiim. Had Mr, Grant s aovioe been followed matters would 
have progressed far more satisfactorily. But Mr Grant wa« not a 
Siddicr: and there were two srddicrs in tbf| Huprcmie Council, 
Sir .John Low and Sir Patrick Grant, TTie latter ha<l come up 
on siKHikl iiall fr<»m Madnis, Vasianse, from hia previouai a<^{uaint*> 
ance with the Bengal Army, of which he had been Adjutant^ 
General, he was ti> pof»e«#i the knowledge requisite to 

enable the GovemRicnt to deal successfully with the situatiem. 
it was but natural then th,iit on military mat tors Lc*rd Oanuing 
shfuild preft^r the advice of this exporionoed soldlW to tha 
couiiHcls of his civilian namesake. Of the prooeetl- 
ingK of Sir .Patrick Grant in Occulta two stand 
n^veaUd. Thci*6 are, in fact, no mhers of moment* 

On reading what Uiohj two pr«»oee<ling» were, one is tempted to 
imjniic w^hethcr, to obtain such advioe as be gave, it was worth 
iht* trouble and the expense to scad for Sir P. Grant from Madras. 
Tlie first of theao refers U> hw reasons for not taking the field 
in ; * the second to hla thrusting on the shoulders of 

Getu*ral Lloyd the resfH»nsibility of disanwing or of not dis- 
arming the Sijp/ihiB at l>4ndpiir.f It may be urged that Sir 
Patrick knew General Lloyd, and that a cammander-mndhief m

1 can fancy somosof my readers ei;claimmg in w^ords similar 
to those employed by Sir tfohn Kaye when the 
evidonco in favour uf the Goremnu nt waa too weak 
for him to er press an nnexfdained approval of its 
policy : “ It i« so easy to 1)^ wise after the eveni.'’’^ 
Put my contention m that Mr. j^laekinlay and the 
mercantile oomm unity were w^iso at th»t time. They pressed 
the {mlicy* now adautted to bo the right fKdioy* anon Lord 
Canning and Sir Patrick Grant. I’hcir vision* at liwst was 
clear.

I A few days later, the 4th June, a soldier of the Sikh naticm 
a%gested in txmveimiioii with the Town* Major, a 
mmn of wtrengthening the resonit^ea of the firoverti- ksikfe 
meat at whicii the fertile mind v»f Cavcaagh f*agerly 
caught. The Sikh ropivaentod that there were in hi» regiment 
quartered at HmruokpCir akmt a hundred of his countiymen 
tmtmmmelle<l b^^^ the religious prejudices of theHindus, rmidv to 
go anywhere and do au> thing, and that they would ho ghid to 
Ik^ iucoi-poratfd in a diKtinet ct!»rp». Gavenagh brought the 
matter to tlie notice of l^»rd Canning, and, a little later, the 
suggestion of the Bikh soldier beeatne an aiwmplished fact 
Tlu Sikhs were carefully taken from all the moments at 
Bfirraokpur, fortned into a sepamte liody, and eiiijn(»ye<l with 
1 xeelkni effecu in guarding the important post of B4niganj, th^ 
tlioii terminus of the rmlway.

Canning and hm advuw^rs, Gavuiiagb was directi«i to 
n'plaee tlmtiatire guards at the Tr^fiasury, the Bank, 
are! the Mint, by Etirojiean details. Cavenagh ***'*^*‘*^ 
oforied out the insiraotiems which he !%eiroi4 <m this head 
with nnnarka hie toot and dieoretiuii. In this way, one great 
danger was averted. 

Uegartiing the farautioii ©f the Volunteer Corps, or m H was 
oalle^, the Vidiinteer Guards, which rendered such 
cfhidewt service in Calcutta, and, there nan l»e no STaSX. 
doubt, averted many dangi^ 0<ivenagfa was con- 
snlkd by the Oovernor4Ietteitd cm the Uih of June, The klea 
had presented iliinlf fiponpineoipuily to ttm Euit^peans in Calontta 
some time before, and hpA \mu received by the Qoveiti|soiit 
with a r^usal which was remrdedi and I think Justly regaipded, 
m insultmg* They were Imd by the SmeMry toGknreaapmik 
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in words which iiawS Ijeen often^ quoted in » the preoedinf, 
Toliimesi and which cannot he referred to too often^ conolttsiw 
as they are of the blindness of the GoTomtneitt even so late a# 
the 25th of May, that ** everything is quiet within six hundred 
miles of the capital. The mischief caused by a passing and 
groundless panic has already been arrested , and there is every 
recion to hope that in the coarse of a few days tranquillitv and 
cozihdenoe will bo restored throughont the Tresidency. In 
conclusion, the Home Secretary oonlemptunusly tt>ld the amli* 
cants that if they felt any alarm they might apply to the Com 
missioner of Police, who, it transpircil, had receivoil otde»| 
supjily them with clubs. ^ * 

But the interval InUween the 25th of May and tlie 11th ^ 
June had, by the latter date, brought tha intelligence of the] 
members of the Government of India to the le\el which thi^ 
intellect of the mercantile oomtuunity had paeheil on tho^ 
former date. On the llth of June, Lord Canning Muii for the-

It is ill possible to leave the Calcutta Tolunteor GHoMirdiil

They were men of ail classes; men in the dfil serriueip

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Goveramenl, bound to stay in Calcutta; metcbants, traders, 
tradesmen, clerks; Englishmen, Scotchmen, Irish- 
men, Frenchmen, Germans, all bound together by the u* ** 

determination to proseive the position of the Euro- 
pean in the country of his temporary adoption, in 
times of extraordinary danger. The best fellowship ruled 
amongst all nationalities and all professions. The regiment 
attained a very high jiroficiency in drill. Seen on parade the 
men earned and deserved admiration. Every man gave his heart 
.to the service ; and the result was in all respects most satis- 
factory. To the Government, until the reinforcements arrived, 
4 nd even later, the Volunteer Guards were a tower of strength. 

A few lines as to some cif the men who composed the corps. 
The commandant of the cavalry was t’olonel 
Montagu Turnbull, a sphuidid specimen of a cavalry 
officer." He belonged to the old Ihuigal cavalry, 
and, at tht) time, held the appointment of Government Agent 
for Army Clothing.

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yonng members of the Civil Servioe, some of whom^bave sinoa 
risen to distinction. There was the merchant, Fred. Good- 
enough, bearing a name illnstrions both in the army and the 
navy. There were the Americans, Wilmer and 
Tnckerman, both trusty soldiere and boon oom- 
v^ Ernst- panions ; the German, Von Emsthansen, one of the 
noblest and best of men ; the Under-Secretary in the 
Foreign Office, Eobert Simson ; the Solicitor, Henry 
Berners, one of the most popular men of his day ; the 
barristers, Biohard Doyne and Arthur Macpherson; the Ad«> 
vocate-General, William Bitchie, conspicuous on his big black 
horse ; his companions in the cavalry, the merchants, Silbum 
and George Brown, and many others whose names are difficult 
to recall, but who did their duty manfully and well. These 
men never forgot that, in the strictest sense of the term, they 
were volunteers ; volunteers for the maintenance of peace and 
order when the staff of authority had broken in the hands of 
the Government which wielded it ; nor, on their side, will the 
community of Calcutta, of which they were the noble repre- 
sentatives, ever fail to remember with pride the great services 
which their forerunners voluntarily rendered during an unpre- 
cedented crisis. 

It may be profitable here to record the opinion as to the 
formation of the Volunteer Guards of the officer who, more 
than' any other individual in Calcutta, was instrumental, by 
counsel and by action, in maintaining public order in Calcutta 
during the early days of the mutiny. After the first offer of 
their services,” writes Sir Orfeur Cavenagb, “ and 
the refusal to accept it, they ceitainly had little 
confidence in the Government, which they believed^ 
and believed rightly, had failed in the first instance 
to recognize the extent of the danger with which our empire in 
the East was threatened. Hence, pievious to the formation of 
the volunteer corps, there can be little doubt than an anxious 
feeling existed, a feeling that was not at all unnatural, con- 
sidering that the European garrison in the fort, which oonsisted 
of onty one weak regiment, would l ave been utterly un^le, in 
the event of an' outbreak, to afford adequate protection to the 
scattered inhabitants of a large town «... From the instantt 
however, that the corps was embodied, this feeling completely 
disappeared. They felt that arrangements had been made to 
ntiliM their courage and energy, and confidence was restored,’* 
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Indeed, so relieved was Major Cavenagh, who, be it remem* 
bercd, was responsible, under Lord Cannpg, for the public 
security, that very shortly after the formation of the corps he 
was able to spare four hundred English soldiers to be sent to 
the Upper Provinces, and this, despite the fact that the anniver-* 
saiy of the Miiharrain, a Muhammadan festival, attended, even 
in peaceful times, with danger, was close at hand. 

On the 13th of June, the day immediately preceding that 
known as panic Sunday,*' Cavenagh discovered an 
intri^ie hatched by a spy, acting professedly on the 
par^f the King of Oudh, then residing at Garden 
Iteach, a suburb of Calcutta, and the mutinous 
Sip4his. lie had the spy imprisoned. That same night he 
received information from General Ileai'sey, commanding at 
Barrackp^r, to the effect that there was every' piobabiliiy of an 
immediate rising of the tro<jp8 at that station ; further, a 
despatch from the Military Secrotaiy, directing him to issue 
orders for the march of a tving of the 37th Regiment, just 
arrived from Ceylon, to Qox’s bungalow ♦ ; to despatch steamers 
to Sririrapur to bring over the 7Bth Highlanders from Chin- 
surah ; to despatch tents to Barrack piir for their aocommodation, 
and, if possible, to send some cavalry to patrol the BaiTackpdr 
iXMid. These orders were received some time after midnight. 

The Town-Major, notwithstanding the largeness of tha 
irequirements and the lateness of the hour, was 
equal to the occasion, and carried out to the letter June!*** 
the instructions he received. The last order was 
that which tried him the most, for he had no cavalry at his 
disposal except the volunteers who had been embodied but twu 
da)g before, and who, although one troop of them had received 
their arms, had not had a single day’s drill. To the captain of 
that txoop, however, Cavenagh applied in his difficulty. The 
ieaptsin responded with alacrity, summoned his men, wha 
replied with (Mpial zeal, and these men performed with energy 
the difty required of them. 

Then followed “ panic Sunday,” and the day^ following the 
arrest of the King of Oudh. These events have been so fuUy'^ 
described in a previous volume f that it is not necessary to

I will only mention that the spy who 
had been disoovered tampering with the Sip^is, and whom 
Cavenagh had imprisoned, escaped in a mysterious manner. 

Throughout the month of July reports were very prevalent in 
Calcutta as to an intended rising on the occasion of 
Apprafao^ the ’id.* Itwouldseem as though the panic had spread 
to the Muhammadans, for we find Cavenagh relating 
how a Muhammadan in a respectable position asked . 
an officer to afford him shelter in the fort during the festival, 
on the plea ** that, owing to his well-known English jpro- 
divities, he was sure to become one of the first victims of his 
co-religionists in the event of an outbreak.” That some mis<^ 
chief was intended was clear. Cavenagh relates the arrest of 
three Muhammadans who were believed to be actively engaged 
in the conspiracy, and the skill which the principal of them 
displayed in parrying inconvenient questions, and in shaping 
bis replies so as to ascertain exactly how much the Government 
did know. “ It was clear,” he adds, ** from the expression of 
his countenance, that a great internal struggle was taking 
place between his fears and his feeling of honour and fidelity 
to his companions.” Eventually the latter feeling prevailed, 
for he revealed nothing. 

An incident during the same month proved that though at 
this period (July 1857) the fortunes of the British 
appeared to be very low, all the Sipihis were not 
traitors. Two native plotters, who had endeavoured 
to seduce some men on guard in Calcutta from their allegiance 
— the one by revealing a plot which he had actually arranged, 
but which subsequenUy failed in execution, for blowing up a 
river-steamer laden with ammunition for the upper provinces ; 
the other, who tried, by inducements of higher pay, to bring 

1 actually saw. What I aaw Dr. Motiat atao aaw and reoarded. Mv house 
was in Chauringhi, fadog the Maidau. Standing at my gate, I and others 
aaw the Muhian covered with fugitives, making their way, some on fo<^ some 
in carriages of sorts, towards the fort. It was a sight never to be fin^tten. 
Cavenagh states that on his return home he found his quarters tn the fort 
btsteged by a crowd of persons ** seeking shelter in the fort, and full of 
rumottis of the wont description,*’ but otherwise noted nothing particular. 
It ia evident fmm his nanative that he aaa not on tlie Chauringhi aide of the

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the Sip&his to declare for the King of DehU — ^were apprehended 
By the Sip^hia to whom they had addreseed themaelTea, and 
handed by them to Jnstioe. 

Up to the 20th of the month (July) a guard of Sipihia had 
been on duty at GbTemment House, the residence 
of the Governor-General. That the representative 
of British authority in India should, at such a crisis, 
l>e at the mercy, practically, of a guard of native 
troops, appeared to the Town-Major to be fraught with danger. 
The subject was a delicate one on which to address Lord 
Canning, for the lofty courage of that nobleman had alwa^ 
discountenanced any * arrangement having for its object tne 
safety of his own person. Cavenagh, therefore, solicited and 
obtained the intervention of Mr. Halliday and Sir Patrick 
Grant. The intervention produced the desired effect, and from 
tiie 1st August a European guard was detailed for nigh^ duty 
at Government House. 

But there was another guard equally liable to suspicion, 
some of the soldiers of which attended daily at 
Government House, and accompanied the Governor- 
^neral on all his movements out of doors. This 
was the body-guard, a regiment formed mainly of Muham- 
madans, well armed and well mounted. On the 4th August 
Lord Canning spoke to Cavenagh as to the advisability of 
disarming these men, and Cavenagh, with his usual alacrity, 
took the matter in hand, engaging to report how it could best 
be carried out. But tlien a curious circumstance occurred. 
I will relate it in Cavenagh's own words. “ As the Baliganj^ 
lines’* ^ the location of the body-guard} *‘were a little beyond 
the limits of my ordinary rides, and 1 thought it advisable to 
study the ground before moving down with troops in the dark- 
ness of the night, the next morning I rode to the lines, and after, 
conversing with the native officers, and taking the opportunity 
of scanning the locality, so as to enable me to decide on the 

S lan^to be pursued in toe event of my receiving the order to 
ifiarm the corps, I proceeded onwards as if merely taking my 
usual morning exercise. Previous to returning to the fort, 
however, 1 called at the residence of the commanding officer, 
which was npwards of a mile from the lines, to mention to him 
the subject of my conversation with Lord Canning, when he 
stated tmt the native officers had been with him iust before mj 
arrival, and recommended that the corps dmld be disarmed. 
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and he believed that the work was then being cabled oi^ 
This aotually proved to be the case. As I had to visit soine 
barracks in another quai ter of the town, to ascertain whether 
the wants of some troops that had been landed that morning 
had been provided for, it was late when I reached my quarters, 
where I found an urgent summons awaiting me to proceed to 
Government House. The troopers of the body-guard on duty had 
made their appe.nranco without their arms, and the 
d^amtbem- Govemor-Gcneial was naturally under the impres- 
sion that I had taken it upon myself to anticipate 
his orders ; but when I explained that the men had voluntarily 
given up their arms, and despatched them under an escort to 
the arsenal, where they had been received just as I was leaving 
the fort, he was much pleased, being evidently glad to have 
been relieved of the responsibility of having to decide the 
question.” It is clear from this circumstance, and from the 
splendid conduct of sections of the native regiments at Lakhndo, 
that there were many men in those regiments who had not 
been contaminated, and wdiose direst fear was lest their com- 
rades, who had been seduced, should cdmpromiso them. About 
this time another Sipuhi proved his loyalty by handing over to 
justice a man who had tempted him by showing him a ball of 
wax, in which was concealed a letter, offering a large reward 
to any one who would blow up one of the luagaziiies in Port 
William. It was designed to throw this to the Sipahis within 
the fort. 

As affairs took a turn for the better in Bihar and the upper 
provinces generally, so did the anxiety regarding Calcutta 
diminish. The festival of the ’fd j^assed off without disturb- 
ance. In the middle of August Sir Colin Camf>bell arrived in 
^ Calcutta, and, shortly after, reinforcements began to pour in. 
• TbeYiM/- Prior to this Lord Canning had sanctioned the 
mAorjr foimation of a Yeomanry Corps, that is, of a body 
Cavalry. Cavalry f4»rmed of Europeans w’ho Ciurod to serve 

temporarily and to proceed north-westward on duty, wherever 
they should be sent. There hapi>en6d to arrive at the moment 
from England Major J. P. Biebardson, oommandant of the 
8th Irregular Cavalry, then quartered at Bar61i. Bichardson, 
as strong and brave as a lion, had rendered splendid 
service in the siege of Mult4n, and was just the 
man for the Yeomanrv Cavalry. Him, then, Ziord 
Canning selected to command it. Under ms orders the regiment 
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rendered most tieefdl Kervioos in the Gor4khptir and Azatngarh 
distriots. In addition to, or rather, nnconnect^ with this 
regiment, ('Javenagh had been engaged in enlisting stray, or 
unemployed Europeans, chiefly sailors, for the public 
service. These were formed into sections, and SalST***^**^ 
despatched to isolated civil stations which would 
have been otherwise unprotected. There they were found 
most useful. 

Major Cavenagh continued to render excellent service 
throughout the troubled period. But the crucial 
epodh had passed away when the reinforcements 
arrived. During the earlier eight months of the 
year the fate of Calcutta had practically depended 
upon his zeal, energy, and good sense. It was not 
possible that any man should perforin the duties devolving 
upon him with greater tact and greater success. Cavenagh 
was a singularly unobtrusive mm. Ho never pushed himself 
forward. He did his duty quietly and most thoroughly. In 
the crowd of officers who thronged Government House on State 
occasions, he was noticeable first by the fact that, in conse- 
quence of the loss of his leg at Maharajpur, he had to use a 
walking-stick; secondly, by his unvarying calmness and com- 
posure, Even wdien, as it subMjquently transpired, the most 
serious danger threatened Calcutta, a danger of which Cavenagh 
held the key, no one could have surmised from his face and 
manner that the town ran the smallest risk. WUen others 
were fussy, he was always calm, always cool, always self- 
possessed. No one af»preciated those sterling <)nalities more 
than Lord (’anning. His confidence in Cavenagh grew till it 
became rooted. He said little at the time, but he never forgot 
what Cavenagh had done ; and when, two years afterwards, a 
vacancy occurred in the Government of the Straits Settlements, 
he selected to fill the post the man whose quick insight and calm 
courage had been the mam cause that Calcutta passed safely 
throu|;h the fiery trial of 1857. 

Another officer, to whose tact and energy Calcutta was 
greatly indebted during the satne period, was Mr. 

Samuel Wauchope, of the Civil Service, Goiiimis- 
sioner of Police. Wauchope was — alas! that I 
should be obliged to write in the past tense — admirably con- 
stituted to carry on successfully the duties of his ofiice in trying 
times. He had already rendei^ splendid service by clearing 
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liower Beng<d of dAkaits (robbers). To a oharming manner he 
united the most wonderful tact; a coolness that was proof 
against surprise, however sudden ; a reticence, when reticenoe 
was necessary, ihat no provocation could disturb ; and a very 
lovable disposition. He, too, was unobtrusive, careful of the 
feelings of others, the soul of honour, a gentleman of the 
highest stamp. His office made him acquainted with many 
episodes of life in Calcutta ; but he kept his own counsel, was 
always cool, never ruffled, reporting what ho had to report* 
oalmly, and carrying out his orders with tact and discretion. 
This calmness, whi<m was not assumed, for it was natural to 
the man, was a main cause of his strength and influence. He 
was to be seen every morning, riding alone or attended by a 
police-orderly, in the worst parts of the town, issuing his orders 
as if no danger were abroad, and often staying to see that they 
were carried out. If he did not come so prominently before 
the Governor-General as did Cavenagh, it was because the 
latter served immediately under the Governor-General, whereas 
Wauchope owed allegiance to the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Bengal. But it was well indeed for Calcutta that her police 
arrangements were directed by a man so calm, so cool, 
possessing so brave a heart, and nerves that no danger could 
affect. Courteous to all, he was intimate only with a few. 
But 1 do not think he had an enemy in the world. For his 
services he obtained the Companionship of the Bath. 

Where all did their duty nobly and thoioughly it may seem 
invidious to mention two only by name. But to 
their ^ould be to give a list of all. There was 

neither flinching nor panic in the European oom- 
munity in tho^e days of trial and suspense. That there pre* 
vailed a deep feeling of divsatisfaction with the Government is 
most true. But that feeling rather spurred on the members of 
the European community to assist the Government when itr 
admitted that such assistance would be acoeptable. In this 
endeavour it is hard to say that there was a firot. Mr. dDaniel 
Mackinlay, a merchant of great energy and determination, 
spoke indeed the voice of the community, but its other membm 
were, in earnestness and in devotion to duty, in the same lhae 
with him. Among the officers and members of the Civil Service 
there wm apparent the same resolute bearing, the same desire 
to contribute to the utmost extent to the safety of the State* 

In prominently mentioning, then, Major Oavenagli. mid Ifpr, 
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Wavohope, 1 have mentioned the two men whose pomtums 
gbY6 them opportunities which no one else etijOTed. 

They were the pivots, more especially was llajor ^v«ij^«nd 
Oavenagh the pivot, upon which the machine of mtS** 
British powef in Calcutta turned. Had either F*^<»*** 
given way, the machine would have broken. 

The Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, Mr. Frederick Halliday, 
lived at Alipiir, one of the suburbs of Calcutta. auifci* 

' I have described his character in a preceding volume.* 

Mr. Halliday theoretically ruled over the eleven divisions 
whieh form^ Bengal, as Bengal was then constituted. But 
in the trying times of 1857, supervision was often impossible. 
Events happened so suddenly, so unexpectedly, that the Com* 
missioner of the division, the magistrate of a district, had 
seldom time to refer for instructions. He had to act as he 
judged best, on the spur of the moment. The Lieutenant- 
^ Governor's duty was, therefore, mainly confined to the expres- 
sion of approval or disapproval of an act after it had been 
accomplisaed, and in compiling a weekly report of the state of 
affairs U| the several divisions for the supreme government 
His own initiative action in western Bih4r has been already 
recorded and commented upon. That in eastern Bengal wiU 
be nitrated in tius chapter* 

Of the twenty*four pargemahs, it is only necossary to state 
that they comprise the sub-divisions Diamond 
Harbour, Alipfir, Damdamah, B4r«at BisorhAt Bar- Th* 
raokpfir, Sitkhlra, and Bamfpdr. llieir history in 
1857 lA closely connected with that of Calcutta. The 
judge here was Mr. Latour ; Mr. F. A. Lushington was the 
collector ; and Mr. Hamilton Ferguson the magistrate. 

The same remark applies verjr much to Kadiif the second 
district in the Presidency division: there Mr. K. 

SL Skinner was the judm: Mr. H. C. Halkett 
the oolleetor ; Mr. F. R Cockerell the magistrate. With an 
areiiiof 3,400 square miles, and a population of 1,800,000, the 
Kadi^ district is watered by the BhAgirathi river; by tbe main 
str^m of the Ganges, o^led PadmA, and its o&hoots, the 
Jalanghi, the MatabhangA; and the branches, Bhairah^ Ichar 
mAt^ Chum^ Gorai, and PangAsi or KumAr. Its prindpsl 
station is Erishnagarh on the JidanghL The other statimis are

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Nadi4 and Santlpi&r, both on the Bh&glrathf. Not far from 
Pantfpdr is the field of Paldsf, historically known as Plassey. ’ 
The third district of the Presidency division is Jessor, called 
by the natives Jashahar. lliere, Mr. P. L. Bean- 
fort was the judge ; Mr. P. C. Powle; the collector, 
Mr, P. B. Lane, the deputy collector. Its stations are Jessor, 
on the Bhairab Nadf ; il^uinA, and Bdgherhat. Its tranquillity 
was not essentially disturbed during the events of 1857. 

We come now to the fourth division in the Lieutenant- 
Grovemorship of Bengal, the division known as 
imsMhf. It comprised the districts Murshiddbdd, 

Diiidjpfir, Maldd, RdjsbdhI, Rangpur, Baguri, and Pabn4. The 
commissioner was Mr. F. Gouldsbury ; the judg^, Mr. D. J. 
Money, Mr. K, H. Rupell ; the collectors Mr. W, T. Taylor, Mr. 
A. G. Macdonald, Mr. E. E. Woodcock, and Mr. A. Pigon . The 
ma^strate, Mr. E. W. Malony, accompanied by four eomradeSi 
did good service by disarming some thirty Najibs (military polioe) 
attached to his districti and others whose names I have been 
unable to ascertain. 

Murshidabad, the capital of Bengal' when Clive landed on 
the banks of the Hugh to retrieve the fortunes of the British, 
was still the residence of the descendant of the Mir Jafar whom 
that great soldier had placed on the Masnad. Immediately 
south of it is Edsimbdzir, well kijpwn in the earlier history 
of the East India Company; and five miles below it, on the 
left bank of the Bhdgfrathi, is the civil station of Barh4mpur. 
Barhdmpfir, it will be recollected, was the scene of the mutiny 
of the 19th regiment of native infantry, the regiment which 
gave the first overt example to their comrades throughout 
India. But when that regiment was marched to Barrackpdr, 
all danger of disturbances in Barbimptir seemed to vanish. 
The Nawab-Nazim was loyal, and, besides, his power had bSen so 
completely shorn that he was incapable of renderiug permanent 
injury. Thenceforth, tEongh there might be occasional uneasiness, 
eaus^ mainly by mutinying Sawars or disbanded Sipahis, tihere 
was no permanent danger. The same may be said of (be other sii 
districts which went to form the division. 

Adjoining the division of Bfiyshahi, and, apparently, in 1857, 
under the orders of the same commissioner, is the division ik 
, Koch Bihar, comprising the mountainons district of 
ja^dgan. ^strict of . Jalpaigurl. Koeli 
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Bjhir is a trilmtaiy state, the mler of which in 1857 was a 
minor, tinder the guardian^ip of the British. 

At Jalpaignri * were the 73rd Native In&ntiy, and two troops 
of irregular cavalry, the whole commanded by Colonel Sherer. 
The ireports ot the j8engal Government show that the conductof 
the men of the 73rd and of the cavalry had long spread, and oon^ 
tinned to spread, uneasiness, and often more than uneasiness, 
^ in the surrounding districts. How Colonel Sfaerer managed to 
* keep men of arms under restraint has been already 

told4 to the official and non-official residents of Ddijiling, 
and%f the Bajshahl division, the fact that the 73rd remained 
armed at Jalpaigurf throughout the most tiying period of the 
mptiny, was always a source of danger, 'ioie Sipahis of the 
73rd were not more trustworthy than their comrades who rose 
at Allahdbdd and Mirath ; and I cannot for a moment doubt but 
that if they had had the same opportunities as had 
jthe regiments stationed at those places, they would 
I* have gone over, ba^ and bagi^ge, to the rebels. 1 
disouMd this question with Sir Geoxge Shelter, who commanded 
them, tong aim the passions caused by the events of 1857 had 
iuhsid^ Hts idea was that the native troops did not rise, 
first, ^^use he had checked the incipient attempt by an act 
of vigour which overawetl them ; secondly, and to a greater 
0ximt perhaps, lieoause the^ felt themselves isolated at Jalpai* 
guri. They had no dear conception, till it was too late, of 
*^hat was going on in the outer world, whilst the fact that 
at all the stations within easy distance, the British were hold- 
ing their own, seemed to indicate that even were they to rise, 
their prospect of escape at a season when the country below 
them was p^tly inundated, were by no moans assured. It is 
mo^^than likely that, isolate<l as they were> they did not hear 
of me events at E4nhp4r, Lakhnao, Dehli, and Mirath, until 
the deeds there perpetrated had avenged. The merit 
of maintaining them quiet is, however, undoubteilly due, in the 
fi:mt Instance, to Sir O^rge Sherer. Had he contented himself 
udth obeying literally the order he received from divisional 
headl^uai^rs to dismiss from the servioe the proved ringleaders 
of an intended rebellion, ho would simply have spread the

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infeetion of xoTolt tibrongliotit the district. Whereas, hy 
missing them from the mnzsles of loaded guns ” * he stamp^ 
it out. Still» the fact that a native regiment and two troops of 
irr^olar cavalry remained, armed, at Jalpaiguri, during the 
most critical period of the mutiny, was a source of weakness and 
alaim to tibe districts I have mentioned. This feeling became 
more accentuated, and the danger became real indeed when the 
fugitive mutineers fn>m DhAkah and ChitnagAon entered the 
district. In a previous voltime I have narrated the resolute and' 
successful manner in which Sherer met this new emergencv. 

The next division to be mentioned is DhAkah, with its 
districts, DhAkah, FaridpAr, BAkirganj, Maiman- 
singh, Silhat, and EachhAr : the commissioner was 
Mr. C. T. Davidson ; the judges, Mr. J. K S. Lillie, Mr« E. S. 
Pearson, Mr. W. T. Walter, 1&. P. B. Kemp, and Mr. A. G. 
Shawe ; the collectors, Mr. B. C. Raikes, Mr. F. Radcliffe, Mr. 
F. A. B. Glover, and Mr. B. H. Cooper ; the deputy collector. 
Hr. B. B. Chapman ; the ma^trates, Mr. H. A. K. Alexander, 
Mr. £. C. Craster, ^Ir. C. E. Lane, and Mr. T. P« Larkins. The 
superintendent of EachhAr was Major G. Vemer. The principal 
station of this division was also called DhAkah, and there were 
stationed two companies of the 73rd Native Infantry — the rai- 
ment, the bulk of which was at Jalpaiguri, commands by Shmer 
— and a detail of artilleiy. To afford some sort of proteotion to 
British interests in that quarter, the Government had, with a wise 
prevision, despatched thither, in August, eighty-five saitons of 
the Indian navy, commanded by the first-lieutenant of the 
* Punjaub,’ Lieutenant T. E.' Lewis, a most excellent officer. 
The position of the 73rd Native Infantry, with the bulk of its 
men armed, at Jalpai^ri, and two oompanies armed at DhAkah, 
had caused great anxiety to the Lieutenant-Governor of BengaL 
But, whilst be hoped ^at the reasons mentioned in the pre- 
ceding page would stave off an outbreak at Jalpaijpiri, he was/ 
very nervous as to the consequences which woum probably 
follow a successful outbreak, or even an evasion, at DhAkah. 
The SipAhis at DhAkah would probably, in suoh oa^ make 
tbeir way to Jalpaimri. Once tibat th^ were there, it would 
be no longer possiUe even for Sherer to retain his men within 
bounds. If they were to break out, tbe worst oonsequenoee 
were to be feared. The stations of Purnii, Eisbangaiy, and 
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Kuea&rptbr : the fertile dietriots of Tirhut ; would lie et the 
nieroy ot the mutinied Sip4his. The gmteet danger was 
thus to be apprehended from Dh4kah ; and it behoved Mr. Hal* 
liday to take measures which would be the most likely to 
boiffie the inroad which a suooeesiul outbreak, or a successful 
evasion at Dhdkah, would be certain to provoke from Jalpai* 
gurf. In tiiis view Mr. HaUiday obtainM the permission of 
the (Government of India to enlist from 200 to 250 sailors. 
These he proposed to station mostly at Purnii, in the Bbigal* 
piir division, which lay on the route the Sip4his must take, 
should ^ey break away from Jalpaigurf.* 

The principal native landowner at Dhikah was a gentle- 
man of good lineage, who spoke and wrote Eng- 
lish well, and whose f^mpathies were entirely 
with the British. His name was | Khw4ja Abdul 
Oani. On the 23rd of October, this gentleman brought to the 
notice of the commissioner that a feeling of alarm prevailed 
among the native community of the place in consequence of 
the rumours in circulation, that the two companies of the 
73rd Native Infantry tftationed there were dis^tisfied, and 
that they had told people living near the lines that a battle 
would shortly be fought between themselves and the English 
sailors, and had advised them therefore to remove their families, 
llie Khw4ja added that, in his opinion, there was a simple 
remedy for the existing state of things ; and that remedy con- 
sisted in removing the twooumpanies back to their headquarters, 
that was, to Jalf>aiguri. He concluded : We all feel perfect 
confidence in the protection afibrded by the sailors under 
Lieutenant Lewis, and satisfied that if these Sipahis were once 
removed, the wh<»le native community would feel extremely 
grateful to the Govcnimcnt,ttnd le able to pursue their ^everal 
avocations in peace and quietness. This order would, also, no 
doubt, give pleasure to the Sipahis themselves, as they have 
ulways expressed a groat wish to leave this.*’ 

In^forwarding the Khw^4j4*s letter to the Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor, the oommissioner of the division, Mr. David- 
son, stated that the removal of the Sipdhis woulti l>e 
hailed with delight by both the native and the Euro- 
pean community, but, with a prescience which betukened the

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pOfiBeBBion of the large views of a statesman, he added, thei^ 
was a matter of very great mportanoe in connection with the 
proposal, and that was, the effect which the return of the de- 
tachment to JaJpaignrf would have on the headquarters of the 
regiment stationed there. “ On that point,” wrote Mr. David- 
son, ** I am unable to offer an opinion.” 

The despatch of the two companies to Jalpaigurl was of 
course, not to be thought of for an instant. But the 
possibility that they might make their way thither 
brought clearly to the mind of Mr. llalliday the 
danger which such action would cause. Then nothing cdlild 
prevent the 73rd from mutinying. They would hre^ away 
from Jalpaigurl. Their natuial rouhs he recognized, would 
take them by way of Kishauganj to Purnia. Slumld they 
reach that place unopposed great distister must follow ; for, as 
I have said, not only would that station and Kihhanganj be oi^en 
to pillage, but Muzaffarjmr. and the rich district of Tirlitit 
would be liable to devastation. It was for this reason that he 
asked and obtained the |>ermi8sion from the supreme govern- 
ment above referred to, to enlist a U>dy of from 200 to 250 
sailors to serve at Purnia, Dmajpur, and Kungphr. 

The event proved that the situation had l)een correctly 
gauged by Mr. Halliday. But the precautions, wise 
^ wero, had they been the only pre<‘autions 
* taken, would have l>een iusuOicient. Towards the 
end of Noveml>er, the conduct of the Sipahis at 
Dhikah l»ecaine so threatening, that Lewis, on the 22nd, 
attempted to disarm them. How, instead of disarming them 
all, he drove the bulk of them from the station, in the dreaded 
direction of Jolpaigurl ; how, after running many dangers 
from the splendid exertions of George Yule, of Richard- 
son, and others, the rebels finally escaped into north-eastern 
On^ only to fall there by the bullet and the sword, has 
been told at length in a preceding volume.* In that volume 
an attempt has Ix^eu made to render due justice to the gallant 
men, civilians, and soldiers, whose untiring exertions saved 
central Bengal and eastern Bihir from plunder and murder. 

The remaining districts which went to form the division of 
Dhdkah were Faridpur,f Bakirganj, Maimansingh, Silhat, and

wan a civil station. It would not appm that the 
public order was disturbed there during 1867, a 
proof, among many others, the pewle of eastern 

at aU events, were not disafi^ted. The same remark 
applies to Bakirganj and its chief civil station, Baris41; to 
Maimansingh and the station of the same name ; and to Kachhir* 
Silhat was not only quiet in itself, but, as related in the fourth 
volume, ♦ the chief civil officer there contributed, by means of 
the loyal Silhat Light Infantry, to the pursuit and ultimate 
destruction of the re^ls. 

The seventh division in Bengal is Chitrag&on, having the 
dis^cts Chitragion, Noikhalf, Tiparah, and Hill 
Tiparah. At the station of Chitragaon was a detach- 
ment of the 34th regiment Native Infantry, the same regiment 
which, at Barraokpur, on the 24th of March, had allowed Manghal 
P4ndi t to assault his officer, and which had subsequently been 
disbanded. It had long b^n understood at Chitrag4on, that 
the detachment was animated by the sentiments which had 
marked the companies at headquarters. But little surprise, then, 
was felt when, on the^lBth of November/* the detachment 
mutinied, plundered the treasuiy, released the prisoners from 
the gaol, burned down their owrn lines, fired the magazine, and 
then left the station, carrying with them three elephants, the 
proper^ of the State, ana the bulk of the treasure they had 

lootecf/’ Their sub^quont action, and the pursuit and ulti- 
mate destruction of these men, has been described in an earlier 
volume.}: The manner in which the other portions of this 
division were affected by the action of the rebel Sipahis has been 
narrated in the same chapter. 

We now come to As4m, in 1857 the eighth division under 
the Lieutenant-Oovemor of BengaL As4m oomprised 
the districts of Ooalp4ri, writh a chief station of the 
same name, situated on the left bank of the Brihmaputra, 
opposite to its jnnctiou with the Man4s ; of Edmrup, with its 
chief station Qauhatti, on the Brdhmaputra; of Durang, with 
its chief town, Tezpur ; of Naugion, with its chief station of 
the same name ; of Sil^gar, lilewise with a chief station of

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ihe same name ; of Lakkhimpiir« witk a town also so osHcmI as 
its oapital ; of the G4ro hills ; of the Khasi4 and Jaintii hills ; 
and of the N4g& hills. Asam was then a oommissionership, 
under the direct orders of the Governor-General. The oommh^ 
inoner and govemor-generars agent was Colonel F. Jenkins. 
It would seem, from the reports of the Gk)vemment of India, 
that peace in these districts was not disturbed in 1857. The 
inhabitants, that is to say, displayed no sympathy with the 
mutineers. As a measure of precaution, however, the Govern- 
ment despatched thitheif in August a body of sailors l>eIon^Dg« 
to the Indian navy, and, doubtless, the effect produced by Aeir 
presence was most salutaiy. These men, and their comedos 
under Lieutenant Lewis, had a further opportunity, in the 
early part of 1869, of showing, in a campaign against the Abdr 
hillmen, their dash and their efficiency. I shall refer to this 
expedition in a later page of this volume. 

The ninth division of the territories under the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, is the division of western Bih&r, 
commonly called, after its capital, ’the division of 
Patn4. Of this division, wifh its important districts, 
Patna, Gaya, Shdhabad (with its station, Arab), S4rau, Cham- 
paran, and Tirhut, I have written at great length in the pre- 
ceding volumes.* It is not too much b) say, that western Bih4r 
was, with the exception of the Presidency division, the most 
important division under the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 
It was in touch with the revolted North-West ; with Oudh ; with 
Nip41. Its population consisted of a hai dy race, inured to toil, 
and who, in the early days of English rule, had made excellent 
soldiers. Considerable tracts of territory were held by large 
landowners, men of ancient lineage and large influence. The 
city of Patn4 had always played a great part in the affairs 
of the province. At the time it was the headquarters of the 
dangerous sect of the Wah4bfs, whose policy of subverting the 
overlordship of the British had been, ana continued to be, 
extremely active. A great disaster in western Bih4r in the^ 
early days of 1857, any time, that is, before the end of August, 
would, if energetically followed up, have been fatal f4r the 
moment to British interests in Calcutta. Had, for instance, the 
rebel Sipahis taken Arab, the entire province would have risem 
Run war Singh, who cared little for DehU, but who had wrong^

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deeply felt, to avenge in Calontta, would, there can be no donbi, 
have directed the x^n masses towards the capitaL 
There was nothing to stop his progress. There were, 
in eastern Bih4r, and at Barrackpdr, native regiments 
who would have joined him. He was one of the few of the 
rebel leaders who had the instincts of a real general. It is 
difficult to see how, under such circumstances, Calcutta could 
, l^ve escap^. That it did escape, was due, primarilv, to three 
’ men : to William Tayler,* for maintaining order throughout 
western Bih4r until reinforcements could reach 
Cal^tta ; to Mr. Vickers Boyle, for his prescienc^ 
in preparing, victualling, and «itoring with ammuni* Bengal, 
tion, a house in which the residents of Aiah could 
find refuge and defence; to Vincent Eyro, for his relief of the 
Arab garrison — a relief attempted on his own intuition, on his 
own responsibility, with a force oonsiderably smaller than the 
force which had previonsly failed. That other men most 
gallantly assisted is most true; but except for the action of the 
three men mentioned, all the g^lantxy in the world would have 
been ineffectual to save the territories under the rule of Mr. 
Halliday from a convulsion infinitely more dangerous, and 
fraught with greater permanent misfortune for British India, 
than either the seizure of Dehli or the rising of Oudh. The 
survivors of the bearers of those names may be assured that to 
them, and not to the tardily acting Government which they 
served, histoxy, and posterity instructed by history, will attri* 
bute the saving of the province of Bengal from a disaster, 
which, though it would ultimately have been retrieved, would 
have dealt a blow at British domination in India, the effects of 
which would have been felt even in the times yet to oome. 

The sister-division, that which divides the province of Bihdr, 
is called eastern Bihar, though, in ordinary parlance, 

4t, too, has taken the name of its capital and chief 
district under English rule, the name of Bhigulpiir. Eastern

In the da 3 rs of Muham- 
madan rule, that is, in the period anterior to 1757, the district 
of Pdmi4 and the Sant41 Parganahs were not included in the 
province of Bihar. In 1857 me Commissioner was Mr. George 
rule. • 

What Mr. Yule was, and the great services Mr. Yule rendered, 
I have alreadv described.* In an earlier page of 
chapter I have shown how the Lieutenant- 
n^ooni- Governor of Bengal, dreading lest the mutinously- 
disposed troops stationed at Db&kah should get out 
of hand, quit that station, and make their way towards 
Eishanganj, P5mia, and Tirhut, had (October 27) applied to 
the supreme Government for permission to enlist sailors to 
defend those places from an ugly rush; and how, having 
obtained that sanction, he enlisted and despatched those sailors 
to the places Indicated. With respect to the action of the 
Sip4his at Dhakah, the prevision of Mr. Halliday was amply 
justified. They did break out ; they did escape ; and they di<l 
make their way towards the places he had indicated. But 
those sailors h^ not reached Purnid when Mr. Yule heard, 
towards the end of November, that the rebel Sipahis were on 
their way thither. How he at once marched on Purnia, how 
he, by his prompt action, saved Eishanganj, has been told in 
some detail in the fourth volume.* The same volume has also 
recorded the difficulties caused to Yule at an earlier period by 
the revolt of the 5th Irregular Cavalry at and around Bhagal« 
pur, and by the rebellion in ChuUa Na^p6r. His vigorous^ 
ener^, nobly supported as he was by the civilians and planters 
of his division, by a small detachment of the 5th Fus^iers ; 
later, by a small body of Europeans and Gurkha from Darjiling 
under Captain Curzon, and, a little later still, by the Volunteer 
Cavalry under Major Sichardson, completely ** oountei^ ** the 
initial blow dealt by the mutinoua SipAhis from Chitrag^on 
and Dhikah. 

The hilly division called Chutii N4gpiir, occupies a long

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stretch of land along the south face of Bih4r, the west face of 
33engal proper, the northern face of C)riB4, and the 
eoath-eastem feoe of the central provinces. It com- 
prises several petty states which had had their day of 
mdependence, ana whose rulers generally were glad to try to 
profit from the existing turmoil. As a consequence, the reW- 
Kon throughout this division was almost general. The acting 
Commissioner, Captain Dalton, was a man of vigour 
and intelligence. lie was ably seconded by the officers pSw? 
servi^ under him, Captains Davies and Oakes, by 
deta^^ents of Rattray’s Sikhs, and by other officers whose 
regiments had mutinied. The R4jah of Rimgarh, a petty 
cmef whose domains were situate in the Ilazaribagh distnot, 
displayed also a loyalty that was proof against temptation. 
Yet tno difficulties Dalton had to encounter were enormous. 
How, by the aid, somedmos of the Madras troops, some- 
times of detachments of European troops moving along, and 
momentarily diverted from the grand trunk — a ronA which the 
mudneers often thr6atened.and sometimes invaded — he sometim^ 
staved off, and sometimes retrieved, disasters, has been told in 
the fourth volume.^ The incidents were sometimes almost 
tragic, the position always difficult, often dangerous; the 
perseverance and energy of our countrymen unsurpassed. 
Amongst thc»8e who specially distinguished themselves, in 
addidou to those alrvady mentioned, were Lieutenant Graham, 
lieutenant Earle, of Rattray’s Sikhs; Lieutenant Stanton, of 
the Engineers ; Major Simpson ; OKjlonel Forster, commanding 
the 8faekaw4ti battalion ; very m)©ciaUy, Mr. C^kburn, of the 
Civil Service, Commissioner of Katak ; Mr. Lushington, Com- 
missioner of Singbhum, and the militaiy offic*er8 mondoned in 
the pages referi^ to. Few officers were engaged in work 
more harassing. Throughout the disturbances in 
Qie north-west — indeed, to the very end of 1858 — SSoSSJS* 
Ghud4 Kagpur continued to l>e the weakest point in 
the vei^ centre of Mr, Beadon’s famous lino ot six hundred miles 
This line was at any moment liable to be pierced. It often 
was pierced ; and, by reason of the continued turmoil in ChutiA 
Nigpiir, the danger in traversing it was always considerable.

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broadly, six in number. There was Oalontta, dangerously neat 
to Bax^kpiir, yet resting praotioally on the base by whioh 
TiMiiriiieipai reinforcements necessary to meet the rebellion 
must arriye. Oaloutta was safe, then, if she could 
avert insurrection till the middle of Au^st. How 
nehrly she approached the dangerous point ; in January 
when, but for the precautions taken by Cavenagh, Fort William 
would have been seized, and the garrison massacred ; in March, 
when the timely change of day for the fSte to Maharajah SindhiA 
again averted an outbreak which would in all probability have 
led to a similar result ; on any day in June up to the fourteenth, 
when the disarming of the troops of the Barrackp6r brigade 
prevented a demonstration, always till then possible, and the 
consequences of. which might have been fatal: again, when 
Dunbar’s detachment was beaten back from Arab, and the 
military aut^rities at Danapiir, thoroughly cowed, were in* 
trendung toemselves at that station ; once again, when the 
mutineers/^mm Dh&kah and Chitrag&on broke from their 
stations, 4nd poured into eastern Bibar. The other points of 
"danger^ ^ve l^n sufficiently indicated. They were western, 
and, a little later eastern, Bihar; Jalpaiguri, saved by the 
splendid audacity of Sherer ; and Dh&kah and Cbiiragion, in 
eastern Bengal. There was danger, though not so near a 
danger, from Chutid N&gpdr, which, like western Bibdr, 
remained, long after the other places had been secured, a 
festering sore. Times had changed since the Mughuls adminis- 
tered the affairs of their empire foom Agra or from Dehli. Then, 
it was all-important that the successful claimant to the throne 
Tbe Import- maintain himself in the heart of EKndustdn ; 

m mpon^ secure the possession of those two central and 

*•”«•** important cities. Then, Bengal counted for little. 
She was a dependent province, governed by a viceroy. From 
her unwarlike people no recruits were drawn. The possessioir 
of her fertile plains, though desirable, was not vital to the 
cause of the ruler of Hindustan. She was the very last on the 
list of the provinces it was advisable for him to acquire. But, 
in 1857, Bengal possessed an importance infinitely greater. 
She held the gate by passing throug^h which British interests 
were to be saved. Tlmt gate was Calcutta. For some time, 
then, Calcutta was the most important point in India. Dehli 
might be taken, the province of Oudh might rise in revolt ; 
the provinces nearer, those of eastern and western Bihir, of 
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eastern Bengal; the stations of JalnaignH and Barraokpdr 
might be in flames, but so long as Calontta was held, hope-^ 
hope amonnting to certainty— of ultimate success still remained* 
How the watchfulness of Orfeur Cavenagh, in the Tery front 
line, and of Wauchope, in the second, saved Chdcutta from the 
dangers within the Mar4th& ditch which encompassed her ; how 
those threatening from Jalpaiguri were averted by Sherer, and 
those from Barraokpiir by the formation of the Yolunteers, and 
*the insistance of the non-official European inhabitants of the 
town: how William Tayler, Vincent Eyre, Vicars Boyle and 
his heroic comrades at Arab crushed the danger threatening 
from western Bihar ; how George Yule thrust the rebels from 
the eastern division of that province, has been told in these 
volumes. Thenceforward Calcutta was safe. Warfare con- 
tinued, indeed, in western Bihir and Chutii N&gpflr, but it 
was not warfare of a nature threatening to Paloutta. The 
capital had been saved, and, in January, 1858, Lord Canning 
was able to quit it for the scenes near to which rebellion was 
still combating for victoiy. Thither I propose to follow him. 
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CHAPTEB n. 

THE TERRITORIES UNT»ER THE LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR OF TUB 
NORTH-WhSTERN PROVINCES. " 

THE BANArAS division. 

The Nortli'West^ni Froviucesrcooived the name of the “ Notth- 
West/’ not ImuiHso they formed tlie aetual north- 
^^orth- boundary of British India, but becauscL when 

the Bengal rrosidency was divided in 1833, they 
constituted the north-western jHirtion of that Prosidiyjcy. At 
that time the Paiijab and Oudh were still indeiiendent. But 
after the conquest of the Panjab in 1849-50 the territories 
between Bihar and Dehll retained the name which bad 
been bestowed upon them in previous times, though, strictly 
speaking, that name was no longer applicable. The territory 
still officially retains the designation of the “North-West 
Provinces.” 

In 1857, the several divisions of the North-West were classi- 
fied as follows. There were the Bandras divisiont 
comprising, besides the city which gave it its name, 
the districts of Mint4pdr, Jannpur, Gorakhpur, 
Gha/ipur, and Azamgarh ; the Allahabiid division, with the 
districts, Allahabad, Fathpiir, Kauhpur, Bandab, and Ilamipfir ; 
the Agra division, containing the districts, Agra, Mathur&,| 
Mainpuri, Ittiwah; the Bareli di^4sion, comprising the districts, 
Bar^i, Sltahjahaiifiur, Muradalaid, Bijniitir, and Bud^oi^; the 
Mirath division, with the districts Miratb, Muz.afi^miagar, 
Sah4r4npiir, Br>landshahr, Dehra Ihin, and Aligarh ; the Dehli 
division, comprising the imperial city, and the districts, Gurgion, 
HisAr, Paniput, and Kohtak. I prop^ now to relate the events 
which occurred in these several divisions and districts, eiioept 
so far as they may have been told in the previous volumes* m 
the order in which 1 have placed theim 
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To begin, tben, with the Banirae diTiaicm* The Oommia- 
eitoer was Mr. H. C. Tucker, the judge was Mr. 

Trederick Gubbins, the magistrate and oollector was 
Mr. F. M. Lind, his deputy or assistant, Archibald 
Pollock: another assistant was Mr. Jenkinson. There were 
others in subordinate positions, but, at this distance of time, it 
is difficult to ascertain the names of those who were temporaxily 
located in a great station. 

* The district of Ban4ras has an area of 908 SQuare miles, and 
a population of, in round numbers, 900,000. It is 
bounded to the north by Ghidpur and JaunpSr; 
to the west and south by Mirz^piir ; and to the east aSLnJT 
by the Sh&h4b4d district of western Bihdr. Its chief 
towns are Banaras and Kamnagar, the latter the residence of the 
Hajah, about two miles above Banaras. The population of the 
city is of a very fluctuating character. Being a holy city, the 
he^quarters of Hinduism, it attracts, at certain seasons, 
pilgnms from all parts of the country. A population, then, 
which normally might be reckoned at about 200,000, was often 
considerably higher. * 

In the second volume of this history, Sir John Kaye has 
given a glowii^ description of the character of the Commis- 
sioner, Ifc. H. 0. Tucker. Mr. Tucker was, in every 
sense of the term, a good man, but his nature was but 
ill-adapted to d^ with a crisis such as that which 
was coming upon Ban&ras in the early days of 1857. Beadera 
who will refer to that chapter,^ will And that even his panegyrist 
is constrained to avow that Mr. TuckeFs policv was a poUcy of 
absolute inaction. He would have met death as calmly and 
heroically as the most gallant soldier that ever lived, but he 
would not, by any act of his, have given even the appearance of 

J revoking an attack. Fortunately the other civilians, Messrs. 

Nubbins, Lind, Pollock, and Jenkinson, were men of a different 
type, fully impressed with the necessity of doing aU that men 
could do to meet, and, by precautionary measures, by measures 
involving, it might he, the taking of an offensive attitude, of 
averting the dangers which threatened the Englishmen and the 
Englishwomen who were piwctically to be defended by their 
exertions, or lost by their suptneness. The defence of the dty 
and the civil station passed, then, really into their ana,

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by the measures they took, and which are fully recorded in the 
chapter referred to in a footnote, they saved it till the airival of 
General Neill relieved them fiom their mofi»t pressing danger. 

It is no part of my scheme to describe again scenes which 
have been narrated at length in other parts of this history. 
But I wish to record a few words regarding the noble men to 
whose determination and firmness Ban^ras was saved from 
pillage, and the Europeans living thei'e from slaughter, in 1857. 

Prominent among these is Mr. Frederick Guhbius. ' 
It was my good fortune to know Mr. Gubbins well. 

I was with him on the occasion referr<*d to by^Sir 
John Kaye,* when “ by a grand display of energy in a local 
crisis,” he acquired “an immense ascendancy over the minds of 
the people.” It was indeed an occasion which not every man 
would have met so calmly and so decidedly. The people of 
Bandras, angered by the enforcement of a rt^gulation which was 
not pleasing to them, had risen upon Mr, Gubbms whilst ho wtvs 
visiting the city unattended, save by an orderly — had driven 
him from it with stones and briekhath, and had then shut their 
sh^ps defiantly, declaring they should* not be re-opened until 
the obnoxious regulations were repealed. Mr. Gubbins, who 
ivas then magistrate, gave them forty-eight bouts for considera- 
tion, made meanwhile his plans, and then entering the city 
attended by one or two friends and some native orderlies, went 
from shop to shop, directing the owner, as he stopped before 
each, to take down the shutters. The hr>ur8 given for reflection 
had done something ; the calm and n wdute manner of the 
magistrate did the rest. The shopket pers ol>eyed his orders. 
They recognised in Mr. Gubbins a man whom tliuy must obey, 
and thenceforth they obeyed him. 

I have never known a biaver man than Mr. Gubbins. For 
nearly four jearti I was in the habit of seeing him daily, and I 
never knew him flinch from any duty or from any responsibility. | 
His manner was the calmly resolute manner of the man who 
knows what his duty is, and does it without pomp or bk*eter. 
He would have made a splendid soldier. Ills self-possession 
never deserted him. He could think and reason clearly when 
all around him might have lost their beads. He was never at 
fault. He always did well what he felt he could do at ail. 

Fitly associated with Mr. Gubbins was the magistrate, Mr,

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Jenkinsoiif who was riding, noticed that some rebels located in 
the vicinity were about to take the opportunity of dischar^lig 
their guns at the inmates of the carriage. With characteristic 
gallantry he dashed forward and interposed his person between 
the carriage and the assassins. Fortunately the aim taken ^ 
not prove true. In other ways he render^ yeoman’s sei^ce, 
maintaining ^e communications with Allah^b^, and raising 
levies to repress the revolted Bajpdts in the Asamgarh and 
Jannpiir districts. If Gubbins and Lind were the heads who* 
planned and directed all the operations, Pollock and Jenkinson 
were the hands to carry out their suggestions and orders. 
Never were there two more willing and able coadjutors. They 
were noble specimens of their service and of their oonntrymen. 
Of the four who contributed so much to the safety of the 
Ban&ras division. Pollock, as I have said, has gone to his last 
home. Frederick Gubbins, made a Companion of the Bath for 
his services, lives in a foreign land. Lind died in 1887. Jen- 
kinson, afW an honourable service in India, retired. He was 
subsequently employed as police under-secretary in Ireland, and 
for the good services he rendered was ihsde a iLught-Commander 
of the Bath. He still lives. 

Jt happened that a great scarcity of food came, in 1857, to 
mmcuiturn ^ difficulties of the situation. But no diffi- 

bowaar. ' cultios were too great for the noble-hearted men 

moonted. 'w’bose names I have mentioned. How Mossm. 

Gubbins and Lind took measures to meet all emergencies ; how 
they constantly patrolled the streets, and exercised their 
induenoe with the dealers in grain to procure an abatement in 
prices ; how they persuaded the Commimioner to authorise the 
sale of grain to the Sipabis at a price lower than that prevailing 
in the markets, the Government l>eariug the loss caused by the 
difference, has been told in the second volume. It has been 
told also how, the Mint, a central building, was fixed upon aa 
the place to which all the residents should resort in the event 
of an outbreak ; how it was to a certain extent fortified^ and 
placed under an Euro|>ean guard. The watchful 
Messrs. Gubbins and Lind did not stop there. 
iiiHutcdby Lof)king at the events which had happened at 
G^iniand that no place of refuge oonld be 

secure which aid not actually touch the r^er. They 
pressed, then, upon the military authorities the advisability of 
fortifying the high ground on the bank of the river, et ilia 
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point ^here the ferry crosses to the opposite hank during the 
Ttfiny season— and where the bridge of boats was fixed daring the 
drier periods of the year — the point known as B4jgh4t. To 
assist them, and lighten the financial bardeh of such a work,* 
they offered the labour of the convicts in the gaols« The 
sanction of the Government was obtained, though not until 
much pressure had been exercised, to the scheme, and in a veiy 
short time there was seen standing on the site of an old Hindu 
* castle, and commanding the approaches to Banaras by river and 
by land, a fortification irreppilar but strong, quite capable of 
maintaining the point, now l)ecome the most important point, 
in the line between Calcutta and Al]ah&l>ad. 

Prominent amongst the other members of the oommunity of 
Bandras w^ho rendered splendid service during those ^ 

troublous times, was Siirat Singh, a Sikh gentleman ^ “ 

of good family, who was detained by the Government at 
Banaras on political grounds. 8nrat Singh, though exiled from 
his own country, was loyal and more than loyal t<» the nation 
which had annexetl that country. He had imbibed a very great 
admiration for the chiAracter of Mr, Glibbins. Quiet and 
unostentatious in manner, he had been supplied by nature witk 
a calm resolution which made him e<|ual to any emergency. 
howe%w pressing. Prior to the outbreak of the mutiny of the' 
native troops in the eanttmment adjoining the city, he had 
shown his g'^^lwill by the exercise of his influence with those 
of his own countrymen, who formed one of the regiments there 
located, and in calm and judicious counsel. At length the day 
came when ho was to be tried. On the 4th of June, the attempt 
made to disarm the Sipahis culminated in mutiny.* The 
oiviliaiis and the other nun-oomlmtants knew that the crisis 
was ujx»u them, and they liad assembled to await its result on 
the roof of the Treasury over w^hich there was then a guard 
fOomposiHl only of Sikhs. Amongst them Avas Surat Singh, calm 
and cheerful as it was hia wont to be. He had been standing 
by t!i| aide of Mr, Gubbins. Suddenly he left him. Almost 
immediately after he had left, the sound of firing from tim 
direction of cantonments proved that the game had begun in 
earnest. The sound had scarcely reaoh^ Uie ears of the 
assembled party, when Siirat Singh returned bearing in hie 
hand a double-barrelled gun. The firing still continued* A 
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few minutes later, and it was annotmoed that the Sikh guard 
over the Treasury had received information that their oouni^* 
men were being slaughtered, and that they were diralaying 
symptoms whioh might possibly terminate in action. Immedi- 
ately Siirat Singh went amongst them. He had in his hand 
the life of the Englishmen on the roof. One hostile exhortation 
from him, and the massacre would have commenced. But he 
spoke wo]^s of a diderent bearing, fie found the Sikhs indeed 
excited, questioning one another whether the hour had not’ 
arrived when they should take advantage of their position. 
But Siirat Singh quickly calmed them, fie pointed out to 
that the conflict then proceeding in the cantonment must have 
been unpremeditated, or the Europeans on the roof would not 
have placed themselves in their power ; that he was quite sure 
of the good faith of the English, and that he intended to stand 
by them. These and similar arguments had the effect of 
coming the apprehensions of the guard, and the danger was 
st^ed. 

The good services of Siirat Singh did not stop there. After 
the mutiny had been suppressed in thd manner aeseribed in the 
seoond volume, he took up his abode in the house of Mr. Gubbins^ 
and, in those thousand and one ways, in whioh a loyal native 
can, in times of suspicion amongst his own countrymen, render 
nnequalled service to the paramount power, gave himself, heart 
and soul, to the cause of order. After the suppression of the 
mutiny, the Government bestowed upon him a title and a reward. 

Another loyal native of Banaras was tbe B4o, Devnariin 
Singh, fie was loyal from the first whisper of dis- 
affection, and placed all his influence, which was 
great, at the dispo.sal of the Government. After the 
disbanding of the native troops, ho, too, came to live in Mr. 
Gubbins's house, and aided greatly in the task, still a difficult 
one, of maintaining order in tbe city. I say, still a difficulty 
one, because, although immediate danger from the Sipihia on 
the spot had passed away, the districts around Ban&ra% were 
surging with revolt. For a ve^ long time afterwards, 
Azamgarh, Jaunpiir, and western Bibdr, continued to be over- 
run with rebels, and at one time tbe city of Ban4ras itself was 
in very great danger.* Under such circumstances, the aid 
rendered by B4o ^vnardin Singh was invaluable. He was 
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Apeoi^y nseftil in ptoonrinff trnstwortby agents wlio ferteted 
out tlie oonnsels of tUe rebeb ; watched the moTements of die* 
affected men within the city, and the intrigues of the land- 
owners without, and thus gave Mr. Gnbbins the information 
upon which he was able to act with vigour and success. To 
the very last he was a tower of strength. 

In a less marked manner, but not less sincerely, did the £4jah 
of Baniras cast in his lot with the British who had 
•established his family in the position he had in- 
herited. He was constitutionairy a timid man, but 
hict^cart was in the right place, and he never for a moment 
flinched from the loyal course he laid down for himself from the 
first moment. Pandit Gokal Ghand, a Brahman of 
the highest caste and possessing considerable in- 
fluenoe, rendered excellent service by the support he 
gave to the British cause. 

Of the Englishmei^ some indigo planters, some traders, who 
lived at Ban4ras or in its vicinity, were many who 
behaved with seal and daring. Of these not one 
was more prominmt tUhn Mr. F. C. Chanman, an 
indigo planter. His energy in scouring the country could not 
be surpassed. Jenkinson placed at his disposal some of the 
native levies which he raiim, and the name of F. C. Chapman, 
as the leader of these, became a terror to the disaffected. In 
the month June or July Chapman was sent to Calcutta in 
charge of a powerful native whom he had made prisoner, and 
who was believed to be a man of importance. He was received 
with effusion by Lord Canning, who, in response to his wishes, 
appointed him second in command to Major Bicliardson in the 
corpa of Yeomanry Cavalry, the formation of which Chapman 
was the first to suggest With this corps Chapman continueti 
to render good service. 

I must now pass on to the second district in the Ban&ras 
division, the district of Mirz4p4r. 

Th^ district of Mirzapur has an area of 5224 square miles, 
and a population, now considerably in excess of a . 

million, but, in 1857, just short of it It is bounded 
to the north by the districts of Bandras and Jaunpur ; to the 
bast by those of Sh4h4l>4d and Lohardaga ; to the south by one 
of the small states in Chuti4 N4gpur, known as the SargiyA 
state; to the west by the Allah&bdd district and tlm state of 
Bewi^ It is crossed by the Tindhyi and Kidmdr ranges, 
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is watered by the Ganges, the Sdn, and the Slromisi. 
chief towBs are Mirzap&y and Chahdr, the latto guarded bgr 
the famous historical fortress of the same name. 

The town, Mirs^pur, is situated on the Ganges fiftpr-six miles 
from Allahabdd, and twenty-seven from Bandras. ^ * he fortress^, 
of Chandr, situate on a rock commanding the Ganges, is sixte^ 
miles to tlie south-west of Bandras. It had been used in timea 
then recent as a state prison, and not ten years had passed sinoe 
the Bdnf of Ldhor, the mother of Mahdrdjah DhuHp Singh,, 
oondned there as a state prisoner, had mazuiged to elude 
Tigilance of her guards, and to escape. * 

The civil ofhoers at Mirzapiir,in 1 857, were Mr. Lean, thejndge; 
Mr. St. George Tucker, the magistrate and collector ; 

Balmain, his assistant; Mr. Moore, the 
joint magistrate. The troops consisted of a wing of 
the Sikh regiment of Firuzpdr, but the mutiny had shown its 
earliest symptoms when the station received theunwelcome visitof 
the 47th Eegiment Native Infantry, then on its Way from Promo 
to Allahabad. This regiment was commanded by Colonel Pott 
The mutiny of the 10th of May at Mfrath affected every 
station in India, especially those in the North-Westeni provinces. 
Mirzapur was no exception to the mle. The slightest occurrence 
sufficed to cause alarm. The result was the disjilay of watoh- 
fulness aud a desire to meet promptly any sudden emergency 
on the part of the Englishmen stationed there. Mirzdpur 
passed unscathed through the trying davf of May, and it 
was only when on the 7th of the following month, when a 
wing of the 47th Native Infantry;, arrived, that the Magistrate, 
Mr. St. George Tucker, felt the imminence of the^i^ 
N.i. hed\fome to be understood 

‘ \ whilst a station Unguarded, or guarded by Europooua 
Sikhs, might escape an outbreak, the presence of a regiment 
'of native infantry demanded coiistsmt and unwearying care and ^ 
caution. Mr. Tucker was thoroughly aljve to the danger of tho 
situation, and he was fortunate in finding in Colonel Pott, the 
commanding officer of the new arrivals, a gentleman absolutely 
free from the prejudice in favour of his own men which affected 
the action of so many native infantry officers. The difficulty 
was how to remove the evil without causing the very commotion 
it wfMB sought to avoid. It was necessary to act promptly, to 
assume responsibUify , to cast regulations to tile winds, t/olonel 
Pott was equal to the occasion. MS decided to give fmeioughi

poflseeBion of the magazine, he threw into 
river all the spare oartrioges, and the nipples fm. 

Cif the iqpare muskets, thus rendering the weapons 
aseless. On the Bthaome of the treasure was despatched with the 
GBkbstp Allab&b4d: on the dav following, the rest of it was placed 
on board a riverniteamer ana despatriied to Baniras. Notwith- 
standing these heroiomeasaresiwnioh Bad the effect of removing 
all temptation to outbid, many of the residents got frightened, 
and made for Chandr. St. G^eoige Tucker, in charge of the district, 

was a worthy comrade of Ghibbins and Lind of Bans- 

ras. On the lOth, a smaU party of Sipdhis of the 60th 
Native Infantry arrived from Nagod, brinring with 
them a prisoner. Tncker, believing from the demeanonr of these 
men i^t he oonld employ them usefully, marched with them a 
fewmiles on their return journey, and attacked and chastised some 
maraudeni who had plundered the property of the East India 
milway. A few days later he was able to acoomplish much 
more. The inhabitants of a village called Gauri, situate on the 
right biilik of the Ganges, near the borders of the Allahibad 
district, had been particularly given to outbreak and 
plunder. Tucker took advantage of the arrival of 
a small detaolunent of the Madras Fusiliers to march T^cto!^ 
againit this village with that detachment, and the 
llliyal laen of the 47ih Native Infantiy. Whilst he made this 
lac^en^t, the Deputy Magistrate, Mr. P. Walker, made a 
simidlpeoous march along the lovrer part of the same district. 
The^^tlt was the oooupation of Gau^ the capture 
nf some of the leaders of« the outbreak, and the 
IMdfiQation of the distriot on the right bank of the 
Ganges. The lUjpUts on the left bank, however, 
still continued contumacious. There were a numl^r of town- 
ships which aoknowle^ed as their chief a relative of the 
desoen&nt of that Bdjah of Ban&ras, who had been dispossessed 
]^^Warreh Hastings, and were in open insurrection. 

cMef^ taking the title of Bijah of Bhudoi, 
appointed agents to collect the revenue, enrolled a tMokf 
mrce, jdundered those of his neighbours who refused 
to aomowledge him, and closed the grand trunk road to the 
Ehglish. Against t^ man and his companions, Mr. Moore, the 
joint nuigistifll^;^ and who had charge of the 
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states of the B&jah of Ban4ra8, was making head ttl 
could* It happened that by a fortunate ohanoe» one of 
agents managed to secure the person of tiie lebel chtef and on# 
of his aoQomplioea. These, caught red-handed in the act of 
rebellion, were tried by court-martial, condemned wd hanH^ 
This act of summary justice, far from intimidating 
the lebels, incited them to defiance* The widow of 
^heftdof the late chief offered a reward of 300 rupees to the 
man who would bring her the head of Moore* Moore 
was brought to trial in effigy before a panch&yat,* condemned to 
death, and measures were diiected to apprehend him, and deonte 
the sentence. It happened that, on the 4th July, Moore 
arrived at the indigo factory of P41f, bringing with him 
some rebels whom he bad captured. There he was suddenly 
attacked by the followers of the widow of the chief of BhudoL 
Moore defended himself vigorously, and, believing that a counter- 
attack would have its effect, sallied forth aooompanied by the 
two managers of the factory, and some of his men, and charged 
the besiegers. These, however, wera too numerous, and after a 
desperate fight, Moore and the two managers were 
Moowtewp- captured. They were immediately put to death. 

Mi>oro*8 head was severed from his body, and carried 
to the widow, who paid for it the reward dbe had 
offered. The same day, a party of the G4tlu lod by Lieutenant 
Woodhouse, arrived on the spot, but the rebels had already li^h 
They were joined the day following by St. Qeorae Tuokertwifh 
some of the 47th Native Infantry, and by F« (X Clmpmas^ the 
planter I have already spoken of under the head of 
These ptirsu^ the rebels. They hadf 
however, to be content with driving them oill Of the 
district, for the insurgehts were too agile in theit 
movements, and knew the country too well to be naught* 
The district was momentarily pacifiM, and continued quiet 
about a month. 

On the nth August, however, the disturbances were idhewed* 
Arrival aihi ^ previous fisge of this histoty 1 have told hosr 
Vinoent Eyref had, on the Srd August, felie#ed 
bip 4 *b^« Arab, and how the rebel Sipihis, after their defen|,

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bad disapi^red from tbe vicinity of the beleagnred bonae. 
l%e district of ShdhaMd, of which Arab is the chief station « 
adjoins the district of Mfrzdpur, and into this Siimhis, to the 
number of alK)ut Bfteen hundred, repairs!, after the rough 
iiandling which Eyro had given them. From the 11th to 
the 20th AngTiHt they plundered the richer villages; then, 
OB the last-named day, they set out for the station of Mirzapdr. 
But the delays they had made had given time to a part^ of 
•the 5th Fusiliers, about throe hundred strong, to arrive. Ihese 
encountered the rebels about seventeen miles from Mfrzapiir, 
an<l Jotally defeated them. They fled, then, into the Allah4b4d 
distiict, and ultimately made their way into Oiidh. 

But the district not yet safe. I have shown how, on its 
southern side, the district touches one of the smaller 
districts of Chutid >^4gpdr, then, and for many months f Cbntu 
afterwards, in a state of open rebellion. It was 
imtural that occasional irruptions should take place 
from this quarter. Of these, one occurred on the 14th July; 
another, headed by Kunwar bingh himself, on the 8th September. 
The rebels, however, merely passed through, doing comparatively 
little damage. The southern p>art of the distuci ivan then trans- 
ferred to the charge of Mr. F. O. Mayne, an officer of great energy 
and resolution, and he, by strenuous elforts, succeeded in keeping 
that part of the grand trunk roa*! which bordercMl his charge, 
f>pen for traffic and the passage of tn.K)ps. The di-.trict con- 
tinued, how ever, more or less disturlxjd up to the jieriod when 
the last rebel had laid down his arms. The fact of the cla^e 
vicinity to the Shdhabad district, ami tlie presence there of 
Kunwar Singh, and alter his death, of his brother, Amar 
Singh, rendcreii it impossible that it should be otherwdso. It 
may be adde<l that, to the very last, Mr. 8t. ficorge Tucker 
continued to display the energy and foresigh r w hich 
charac?terised his pro< cedings at the earlier stage; 
that he was ably supported by his iiucovenau ted ashi.s- WiikTr tf 
tant, Walker already sjKikcii of ; and by a young KUiou.of 
civilian, then recently arrivetl in the country, Mr. 

C, A. Elliott, who distinguished himself on luoie than one 
occasion ; that he recH>ivetl valuable support throughout from 
the lliijah of Kantit and his brother, whilst the enmity of tho 
H4jah of Singrauli added to his difficulties. It was most 
cr^itable tdiat a disirict so important, liable to incursions on at 
least two sides by rebels, should have been sustained with meana 
you VI. 
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so inadequate^ and the credit cf having produced such a res^t 
is due to the three officers I have just named ; and, associated 
with them, to Mr. F. 0. Mayne. 

The next district of which I would speak is Jaunpiir. The 
very famous in the Muhammadan period of 
aunp r. history, lies thirty-six miles fn>m Ilanaras, 

and eighty-three from Fai^bad in Oudh. In the district* as in 
all the districts of the North-West Pi ovinces, the system intro- 
duced unsparingly by the late Mr. Thomason, the system of 
ruling an eastern people by cut-and-dried western ideas, a system 
alreadj’ described as to its working for evil in a previous 
volume,* was in full force. It had produced there more than 
usual dissatisfaction, for Jaunpiir hud l)een a nn>st im{K>rtant 
district, the seat even of a Government, and there were settled 
there many noble and ancient families. Under the hard and fast 
rule of Mr. Thomason, many of these had been dispc»ssessed in 
favour of men without lineage or consideration. They remained, 
however, in the district, daily witm sses of the VTongs they had 
suffered. It will easily be understood that, when there arose 
fdgns of a general uprising against ‘the foreigner, these men 
^rmpathised rather with their di''po8>cssed brethren across the 
Uudh frontier, to which they were contiguous, than with the 
ruling power. How, acting wdth these, and with the revolted 
landowners of Azaingarh and Shababad. they fought to the very 
last, has been told in the prece<liug volumes. 

In 1857, the Judge of Jannpur was Mr. R. J. Taylor; the 
inagiNtrate w’as Mr. IL Fane; the joint-magistrate 
Cu[>page, But when the events of the 
10th of May tcKik place at Mi'rath, I rather think 
Mr. Taylor was absent. The troops cunsisted of a detachment 
of the Sikh regiment of Lodnina, the headifuarters of which 
were at Banuras, under the command of Lieutenant Mara. 

The story of the occurrences at Jaunpiir of the 5th of Junce 
has l>een told in a previous page.t It will suffice here to say 
that nowhere in India was the overthrow of the British atithoritjjr 
more sudden and more complete. Those who had lost their 
estates under our nile, writ<*s Mr. Taylor, who made a special 
report to the Goveniment on the occurrences in this divisioiW 
** thought this a good time to regain them ; those who had nol^ 
thought they could make a little profit by plundering their 
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weaker ueighbonm ; the bolder spirits thought to secure morvi 
brilliant advantages by interoonrse with the rebel powers in 
Oudh ; and in this state they remained till the arrival of the 
GurkhAs on September 8th, restored a semblance of authority to 
the British Government. Then, a change was inaugurated in 
the personmi of the district. Mr. P. M. Lind, of p j| 
whose high qualities and great services I liave uit* 
spoken when dealing with the BauAras district, JJ^"^****^ 
became magistrate, and Mr. E. G. Jenkinson, already 
favourably mentioned in connection with the same district, his 
imnfediatc subordinate. Acting with them, as deputy collector, 
was Mr. P. Carnegy, well known at a later period for 
the valuable servif'es ^ be rendered, when serving 
with the force under General Franks. The cam- 
paign that followed the arrival of the GurkhAs has been told in 
different detail in the fourth volume of this work. But it has 
not yet been sufficiently narratc^l how, in that campaign, Lind, 
and Jenkinson, and Caimogy, |»erformed the duties of soldiers 
in addition to their ows . how, as thtf Commissioner reported 
to the Government, they (exhibited great gallantry 
in the field, and were most indefatigable in the per- 
formaoce (»f their duties. The same high official 
reported likt wIno the names of other Europeans, who, not in the 
service of the Government, contributcnl greatly by their zeal and 
energy to restoration of oilier. Of such were the brothers 
Waleski, who, he reported, out of pure Inyalty, ao- 
companied the authoi ities on thei r i eturn to J aunpur, * *** 

and then shared the whole of the subsequent campaira. Of 
the loyal natives, he spoi’ialiy mentions, Hingan LAI, who, 
during the outbreak in June, Aeltered the EurojHjan officers at 
the risk of his own life, and continued to act 
loyally the end; Madhu Singh, ZamindAi* of 
SishAratpur, who gave shelter to a considerable party 
of planters, and subsequently* evinced on every occasion, seal 
and energy in the cause of bis luasterH ; Rajah Sheo Ghuliku 
DubA* the chief of the Dube clan, who watched over the interests 
of the English after the events of this 5th of June, and, whi> 
subsequently exerted himself on their bidialf ; Baj^ M^AsU 
KarAin, who, on the ro -occupation of Jaunpi^ by Mr. Lind 
and his comrades, and the troops who accoinpaiiied them. 
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brought all his matohlookmen to the fore, and rendered ejc- 
oellent service. There were others of an inferior rank or power. 
But Pandit Krishn Singh, who fought for his alien masters, and, 
though beaten in the held, returned to render what service he 
could, must not be forgotten. Of Messrs. Venables 
nSau'** and Dunn, whose exertions, and whose services were 
unsurpassed and unsurpassable, I shall write fully 
under the head of the district with which they w’ere moi e par- 
ticularly associated, the district of Azamgarh. 

I have dealt at so great length in the fourth volume with the 
military events in the Jaunpur district, that I should only be 
guilty of repetition if I were to dwell further on the subject here. 
My object in this volume is to place on record the deeds per- 
formed, under very difficult circumstances, by men who, though 
not soldiers, displayed presence of mind, readiness of resource, 
oourage of the highest order, and that carelessness of responsi- 
bility, which, in difficult times, is the truest test of a really 
great man. These qualities were displayed to the full in the 
Jaunpur district by the gentlemen wnose names I have men- 
tioned. The district, and the neighbouring district of Azam- 
garh, continued in a state of unquiet during the first six months 
of 1858, nor could it be said to be thoroughly secure until after 
the death of Ktmwar Singh, recorded in the fourth vidume.* 
The next district in the order arranged at the commencement 
of this chapter is the district of Gorakhpur. To that district I 
now pass on. 

The district called, after the chief town within its borders, 
Gorakhpur, is bounded to the nortli by Ni]>al ; to 
iv>«riti«n*nd the east and south-east by tlie district of Suran ; to 
Gonfkhpur tho suuth by Azamgarh ; and to the south-west and 
west by the kingdom of Oudh. It covers an area 
of 7346 square miles, and possessed, in 1857, a population 
somewhat exceeding three millions, ♦ 

In 1857, the judge of Gorakhpur was Mr. William W3myard, 
already mentioned in these pag^^s ; f the mai;istrate 
a^id collector was Mr. Paterson ; the joint-magistrate 
was Mr. Bird. In such times as were those of 1857, 
the lead taken was independent of tho actual 
position and rank of the officer. The strongest man invariably 
came to the front. Sometimes, as at Patn&, that strongest 
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man was the senior in position. At other times, as at Ban&ras, 
the secsond in rank quietly took into his han^^ the direction 
of affairs. At Gorakhpur, the senior in position was essentially 
a man of action. Mr. William Wynyard, thdlefore, was at 
once recognised as the man to direct and to execute the plans 
which might l>o necessary for the preservation of British 
authority within the district. 

, Willifun Wynyard joined to great activity of Ix^d.v and a love 
of field sports, a nature that knew not fear, a mind 
w^ell stored, and a thorough acquaintance with the 
chafacter of the natives of his district. He bad approach of 
noted early in 1857, the tendency of afiairs, but, his 
station being some distance ott the main line of biiuy 
postal communicfition between Bengal and the North- 
West Provinces, lie did not hear of the mutinx at Mirath till a full 
week after it had occurred, the 17th of May. It happened that 
Mr. Paterson, the magistrate, was just on the point of quitting 
the station on leave of aliSenc'C, foi which he had applied and 
which had lieen granted* In the presence of the crisis thenim* 
ponding, and whii h he saw could not fail to bear with particular 
sexcrit} upon a place so near the Gudh frontier as was Gorakhpur, 
Wj’nyaid took it up ai himself to delay Paterson's 
depaitiire. I mention this fact not liecaiise in it^elf 
it wan of great importance, but because it produced 
from the Coifiinissioner of the division a leply w^hich indicated a 
belief cxmiincm to almost all the high officials in India. Mr. 
Tucker thanked Wyn>ard for his actum in having Mr. Tack«r*® 
delayed Mi. Pattrson's departure “till he has «pin!onr«- 
heard of the annihilation of the relxils." It was SunIu«nof 
evidently not thought that the delay would be long ! mutiny. 

The troops of (lontkhpur consisted of twui companies 17th 
regiment Native Infantry and a biuail detathment 
^I2th Irregular Cavalry. The head-quarters of the 
former were at A/anigarh, of the latter at Sigaull 
Very^ few days after the neivs reached him of the mutiny, 
Wyn3ard leceived information that the 17tb Native Infantry 
could not bo do[>emled upon. The I2th Irregulars bore then a 
good character, and their coinniandiiig officer, Major Holmes, 
whose name was a household wonl in the army, was known to 
trust them imidicitly. But, even granting that they were 
loyal, their numliers were few, and Wynj’^ard felt that it would 
be necessary for him to look elsewhere for sure support. 
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Happily, at this conjunoture, the commissioner, Mr. Tucker^ 
placed Wynyard in civil charge of the diBtrict> 
SoeSS*^ warning him that trouble might be on him at any 
ftt>mtb6 moment, that Bandras was shaky, recommending 
^wawT**^****^ him to act boldly and on his own judgment, and 
giving him authority to assume any amount of 
responsibility, civil or military. The way thus made plain to 
him, Wynyaid proceeded to act. He enlibted reciuits f<»r the 
gaol and other local guards ; he caused similar enlistments to 
be made in the districts; he wrote to the well-affected native 
landowners and to the European planters, autlu^rising theifl to 
enlist well-affected natives for the Government service; he 
appointed a place of rendezvous iu ctise of attack ; and he 
despatched a hundred and t%venty-five of the 17th 
wbichhe Native Infantry and a detachment, thirty- four men, 
of the 12th Irregulars to Bandras in charge of 
treasure. This still left him burdened with one 
hundred and twenty Sipdhis and sixty Sawars. 

From that day forth for a long time to follow every post 
brought bad tidings from outside. One day it was 
the mutiny at Finizpiir, the next the outbreak at 
UdudiDgs. Lakhnao, then those at Nfmach and Nasirdbdd. 

But the ne\vs received on the 6th of June was still 


more ominous for Gorakhpur. It told of the mutiny at 
Azamgarh of the 17th Native lnfantr}% a detfichment of which 
regiment was, as we have seen, on duty at Gorakhpur. 

That detacl.inont was commanded by Captain Steel, an 
excellent officer. He at once pamded his men, 
Paterson having disposed the cavalry and local 
men of the levies 80 as to attack them if they should mutiny. 

Steel then addressed them, aj>parently with effect. 
They displayed no outw^ard sign of discontent. But 
this apparent loyalty la*^ted only for the day. 'rhe ver\ next 
morning Steel endeavoured to march the Sipahis to 
wi^^ever- Azamgarh, but they refused to oliey hts ovders, 
rrfaB»>io and one of them, whom the rest were evidently 
disposed to follow, was heard to declare that the 
money in the treasury should not leave the station 
without a fight. 

The day following, the 7th of June, the prisoners attempted 
^ break out from the gaol, but they were 
baffled by the gaol-guard, energetically led

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by Mr« Bird^ the joint magistrate, and Mr. Desmaznres, an 
indigo-planter. Eight of the prisoners were killed in the 
attempt, and ten or twelve were wounded. tOiat night the 
SipAhis, apparently, resolved to join their comrades. They 
seued empty carts, and with these marched, armed, the 
following morning, towards the treasury. Their purpose was 
evident. They had determined to go, but not without the 
, money. In this crisis, Steel and Wynyard, who, 
from the verandah of the former’s bungalow, saw 
them approaching, went out to meet and to harangue 
them. Their arguments were # ffective, for the 
Sip^his returned to their lines. Still business was at a stand- 
still. Everyone felt that one day, sooner or later, the trial 
would come. 'I’hero seemed no means of averting it. 

Next morning, however, Wynyard received from Major, 
afterwards Major-General the Honourable Sir Henry, 

Ramsay, the British Resident at the court of Khat- 

maudu, a letter, in which he promised to send him to 

two hundred Qurkhds from rdlpa, just across the 

border. This was cheering news. With the aid of 

that nurabpr of trustworthy troops, it seemed possible still to 

maintain the district. 

But the following day showed that events were marching too 
fast for the Gurkhas. I have already told how, 
towards the end of May, Wynyard had sent money 
to Azamgarh esct>rtod by a hundred and twenty- miJtmy. ' 
five of the 17th Native Infantry and thirty-four 
men of the 12th Irregulars. On the morning of the 11th, the 
Irregulars returned, telling how, after leaving Azamgarb, the 
SipAhis had mutinied and had seized the money; how the 
GhAzfpur district was in revolt, and how the loyalty of BihAr 
dej^nded upon the power of the Commissioner of FatnA to , 
^maintain order in that turbulent city. 

Nevertheless, Wynyard did not lose heart. Trusting to the 
12th Irregulars, whose loyalty had, up to that time, 
been proof against seduction, he sent detachments 
to Azamgarh, to Betsti, and to other parts of the 
district, under his own officers or Euroi>ean residents, wyJljiSf 
to restoie order. And he succeeded. He proclaimed 
martial law in the district, suspended the ordinary forms of 
trial, and showed a zeal, an energy, and a resolution whioh hfkd 
an extremely deterring effect upon the diimffeoted. They 
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argued that no man would act with such boldness unless he had 
resources of which they knew nothing. 

And yet, all this time, Wynyard had not only no resources, 
but his su]>f^rior officer wfis doing his best to deprive 
The com- him of thoM‘ wlio^e timely arrival would still have 
Stoiipte to saved the district. Mr. Tucker, the Commissioner 
of Ranara>, wiote at this crisis h) tell him that no 
S?olfrkbits tioops could 1)0 sparid from that city. This was 
true, and was ]>iobably antici}>ated. But what was 
not anticipated, what in its result was fatal to many Euiopean 
lives, was the fact that at the same time Mr. Tucker was 
exerting all his etforts to prevent the arrival of tlie Gurkhis, 
whose number was now swollen to three thousand, in British 
territory. To atcept the aid of Jang Bahadur was, in Mr. 
Tucker's of>inion, an evil ; but surely it was a lesser evil than 
that involved in the occui)ation of British teriitory by rebels! 
Yet that was, as the result proved, the only alternative. 

On the 17th and on the 19th fugitives Irom Oudli arrived in 
Gorakhpur. On thi* 2Uth, \Vynyard sent off all the 
Fogittves ladies ill the station — the wives of the eleiks, who 
at the last moment refused to leave, excepted — to 
Bandias under an escort of tw’eiity-five men of the 
12th I^^egula^^, seventy men Udcuiging lo the Kajah<jf BiUiares, 
and accompanied by six officers and a sergeant wffio had escaped 
from Oudh. This l»aity iea<*hed Azamgaih in safety ; but the 
districts were swaimiiig with relKds ; all the landowners were 
up. The io*id to Banuras was unsafe, and the party diverted 
their course to Ghazipur. 

On the 28tli, the two hundred Gurkhas originally promised 
b\' Bamsav arrived from Pal pa. It must have been 
GvLTkhia ^ satisfaction to Wynyard thus to have saved for 
G*Akh seven wet'ks a district on the iKirdeis of revolted, 
oi* p“r contiguous to other districts in w'hieh the 

torch of mutiuv had lecn lighted, and w’hose landownei;p hod 
followed w^ith light hearts the example set them by the iSil>Ahis. 
If, in the presence of adverse circumstancefi which he mxw rising 
around him, Wynyard could not feel very sanguine as to the 
immedi.ite future, at least he had giounds for 
Tjeoac hope. It needed but a decisive blow struck at

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It was encouraf^ing to Wynyard at such a crisis that he 
shoiihi feel that his conduct had been approved not only by his 
local superior, hut by the Governor-General. Mr. 

Tuckei, just at this time, wrote him a letter fully 

approving of his arrangements and of the manner 

111 which lie had carried them out, and on the 28th 

of June L‘ rd (banning sent him an autograph letter wmm«nd»- 

expressive nf his giatitude" for the excellent service 

which, in conjnin lion with Mr. Patersou, Mr. Wyn- Oener*i. 

yard^had rendered at (hnakhpur, and concluding 

with a hope that he might l>e still able to hold his ground; 

if not,** w'lote Lord ( anning, “have no scruple as to retiring 
in time. You have li)iig ago saved your honour.** 

It was known on the 2olh of July that more Gurkhas wore 
appioaehing. The districts, howe%er, wv,re greatly 
disturljed. During the ])recedmg three weeks many 
untoward events had happened. The slaughter of ^ 

Kanhpur had lieetuiie known; the mutinies at 
GwaliAr and Bajeli, thewVzamga) h district had U-en the scene 
of warfare, marked by the splendid gallantry of Venables and 
Dunn. The only c* funtei halancing news was that of the victories 
obtained by Ilavolock over the rebels and of his 
arrival at Kanhpur. Put Wynyard still kept his w^mr«ni 
hold on the di^<tnt‘1 ; the Nijril army was near, and 
having aci<unplihh(Hl so much Wynyard was still tbedisiriot. 
ho)»eful that he might iiccom]dish m(»re. 

Put on tlie 28lh of July the fatal news of the mutiny of the 
12th Inegnlars at Sigauli, of the inuidtT of Holmes xewnoftbe 
an<l luH nolde wito, and of the doctor, and tlie mwtnvoftb®

inteliigeneo that tin* legimcnt w'as maicliing on 
(ionikhpnr reaeiu’d him. Instantly he sent off an «m\cA. 
express to the hist di' ision of (iurklias to push on, Ti»e«urkbi» 
xhev pushed on and arrived that e\euing. 

I'h^ ai rival of the (riiikhus j»roduce<l a double effect. It 
saved the lives t»f tlu* Knu»j>euns, hut it necessibited 
the evacuation of Gorakhpur, HowM-his w^as so is Thea>iotMi 
eapable of easy explanation. The Gurkhas were 
under oi dei s to march, by w'ay of Az^iiugarh, for Alla- 
hdbad. At that tune A/aimgarh had again fallen 
into the hands of the rebels. The officer command- c^nUdipiuw 
ing the Gurkhas, ('ohmel Pahlawau Singh, declined 
to leave a detachment at Gorikhpur, or in any way to divide 
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his forces. Information had been received from English sources 
that the 12th Irregulars, red with the blood of their own 
officers, were marching on 6or4khpur. For the few English 
officials to remain there after the 6nrkh4s should have left it, 
and to meet alone the 12th Irregulars, accompanied by all the 
rabble of the districts, seemed indeed to be madness utterly 
wanting in method. 

Two or three days were left for Wynyard and his colleaMes 
to consider the course to l)e adopted. These days 
Troops at were well employed. On the 1st of August tie 
’men of the detachment 17th Native Infan try*^ero 
peaceably disarmed. The few men of the 12th 
Irregulars were less successfully dealt with. These men gave 
up their arms, it is tiue, to their own commandant, RisdldAr 
Muhammad Bakhsli; hut they had scarcely done so when srm e 
of them made a rush at the arms, recovered them, mounted thoir 
horses, and gallojM^d off. They were pursued by their own 
comrades under Captain Warren ; six of them were killed, one 
was wounded and died of his wounds. The eighty-three loyal 
men remained staunch to the end.* 

The news which arrived two days later of the defeat of 
Captain Dunbar’s detachment near Arab, and the 
receipt the following day of a letter c^mtaining Mr. 
officuiabat Tuckcr’s approval of a retirement ujnm Azamgarh 
GwikSpur Jauii pur, decided Mr. Wynyard and the other 

gentlemen of the district to acct»mpany the Gurkhas. 
The district was no longer tenable. “ Have no scruples,” Lord 
Canning had written, “in retiring in time— you have long agor* 
saved your honour.” Mr Wynyatd and his a^mimnions then, 
on the 13th of August, made <»ver charge of the district to the 
loyal landow ners, and rotio that evening into the Uurkh4 camp. 

One, and one only, remained behind. This was the assistant 
Tii€ official ^nagist^^ate, Mr. Bird. Mr. Bird was a great sports-* 
who re- man, affected the scKuety of natives, and l>elieved ho 
could trust them. Ho, therefore, declined to UTOom** 
pany his countrymen. He soon had reason to repent it. 
Gorakhpur, after the departure of the Gurkhds, was ctmiested 
for by the zamindars of the neighbourhood, and Muhammad 


^ TlteM men did p'uod service in the mutiny, and marched with Havelock 
and OntrSm to the relief of Laklmio. The Rta&hhir, Muhammiid Bakh^t 
was made extra Aide-de-Cump to the Govemor-Geiieral. 
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calling hiinHelf the N4^im, from Oiidh. Eventually the 
latter took possefesion of the place. But l^efore this happened 
one of the zamindars, the Rdjah of Gopalpur, entered the town 
and released the prisoners. One of these, a man whom Bird 
himself had committed for forgery, forced his way 
into the presence of his old committing officer, and ***** 
seated himself on the table. The native gnaids declined to 
remove him. Bird then wrote to his Earo[iean comrades for 
assistance, but it could not be given. The Gurkhd commandant 
declined to send a man. After four or five days of stirring 
advcifture, going about with his life in his hand, Bird 
eventually escaped into the jungle. Uluhamrnad 
Husen, who hinl by that time o(‘Ciipied Gorakhpur, Ufc, waht 
offered a reward of five tiiousand ruj>ee8 for his 
head, and whilst he despaUhed two hundred men to 
cut him off, sent as many more on his track. But Bird, a 
sportsman who knew thoroughly the bye-ways of the jungle, 
succeeded in bafHing both, and in reaching B4tiah, in the 
Champdran district, eighty-two miles from Gorakhpur, in 
safety. 

Meanwhile the Giirkhd force, accompanied by Wynyard and 
his comrades, marched tijwards Azamgarh. On the 
20th of August they repulsed a sjnritod attack 
made upon their camp by the rol>els at Gagha. vbiKpn*. . 
On the 2l8t the force crossed the Gluighr/i river and 
marched without further inteiruptiuu on Azamgaih 
which was remhed on the 27th Mr Wynyard was then 
nominated chief civil officer of the A/amgiiih district. On the 
4th Septombor lett Azamgarh to recover »Faunpur. How both 
districts wore fought foi and maintained has been told in a 
previous volume.* 

The state of (Gorakhpur immediately upon the departure of 
the English ofiicials fully justified that departure. 

In few parts of India did the districts become more 
infested with men thirsting for European blood a«n£k»»ptir 
than in the districts bordering on Oudh. To have SomilTf*- 
maintained Gorakhpur for three months without 
assistance, in the presence of disaffected Sipahis, wyuyaniMidi 
and surrounded by turbulent landowners, was a feat 
worthy of the highest praise — a feat which testified

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to the courage, the tact, the judgment of those by whom it was 
accomplished, and which redounded greatly to their honour. 

But. notwithstanding Lord Canning’s emphatio 
who are. declaration in this respect, notwithstanding the 
services subsequently rendered, Mr. Wynyam and 
warded. bis couipauions were not admitted within the 
favoured circle of official approbation. The more 
necessary is it, then, that admiration should be accorded to 
them by their countrymen. 

The next district in the order in which I have placed the 
districts of the Baiuiras division is the district of 
GbiJrfpur. Ghazipur. Ill that district, in 1857, Mr. Trevor 
Plowden was the judge ; Mr. A. Koss the magistrate and col- 
lector ; Mr. J. K. Best his deputy. The native regiment at the 
station was the 65th Regiment, but recently returned from 
Burmah. 


Mr. Ross was a strong man. The district, like all the 
districts in the N(»rth-We8t Provinces, had been 
Mr. A. Row disturlied by tlio ,aj>plicatiun to it of Mr. 

Thomason’s system, and many of the disp(»8'»(.ssed landowiierH 
had, jirior even to the event of the loth of May at MIrath, 
displayed turbulent .symptoiiih. The treiisuiy was full, and its 
contents were, apparently, at the ineicy of the Sipahis of the 
65th. But the 65th, I have said, had but just retuniod from 
Burmah, and to that country the emissaries of the Maulavi, 


and the fiery spiiits w'ho had directed the plans for 
corruption of the native army, had not pone- 
e»ccncoo!thc tratcd. The quiesccnt attitude of the men of that 
xegiment gave 3Ir. Ross, who at once took the leml 
at (iha7i]>ur, the one thiiig he required, viz., time. 
He utilised that time to the liest advantage, ami, uc<;4»rdiijg to 
the opinion of no mean judg-, Mr. Frederick Gubbius, “hi. 


prudence and firmness as magistrate had a great cfi’ect in pre- 
serving the peace of the distric;.’* May jmssiid over without 
serious disturlmnce. But when the troops af Azam- 
Eir«ctoftbe gaih mutinied, and the fugitives from that station 
ciime pouring into Ghdzipur, but forty-four miles 
distant, on the 5th and 6th of June, the real diffi- 


culties began. The district rose almost as one man. Even in 


tbe station itself order was with difficulty iiiaintaine<l. for, to 
use the language of the official report, “ the }>olice were help- 
less, and robberies were perpetrated to the very door of 
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Court House itself* Had the 65th risen at this moment, 
Qh*4zipur must have been lost. But the men of that regiment 
had openly declared that so long as the regiments stationed at 
Dinipur should remain quiet they would continue to do their 
duty. Mr. Ross displayed under these circumstances combined 
judgment and daring. He shipped the contents of the treasuiy 
on board a river steamer^ and despatched it to Banaras ; and, 
proclaiming martial law, stimnlateil the military authorities to 
femploy their men to restore order in the district. His measures 
BO far succeeded that by the 16th June a great improvement 
was manifest. Doubtless the vigorous action of Greneral Neill 
at Bandras and Allahabad was not without its 


effect on many of the more tiinid of the evil-dis- Ooietteauto- 
posed, for the month of June passed by and Ghazipur *** 
remained quiet. Another cause which contributed 
to this result in the following month was the arrival, in succes- 


sion, of river-steamers carrying troojm to the north- 
west. The prestmee of th^se trcKips off the ghat “****“^®*r‘ 
CTeatly impressed the natives, and their report of what they 
had seen penetrated intn the interior. Ocaisionally some of 
these were landed, and, in the beginning of July, a company 
of the 78ih Highlanders was ordered to remain for the 


protection of the station, 'riiese men did g(KKl servioe. On 
the 7tli July Mr. Bax, a district magistrate, a ’(‘om- 
panied a handful of these and some native hoi semen 


to protect a threatened indigo factory, and to burn a recalcitrant 
village. Til is service was well j>erforraed, and produc-ed a good 
effect. On the 14th, however, came a rumour that Kuuwar 
Singh, chief of Jagdfspnr, angered at the action of the Gt>veni- 
ment ** which had beggared him, w*a« preparing to take forcible 
measures for the retention of his hereditary possessions. On 
the 27th, news arrived of the sn(*eessful revolt of the three 
native reLHiucnts at Ddndpur on the 25th, and of their march 
towards Aiah. To the residents of Ghazipur it w'ns incompre- 
heiisi]j^]e wliy the Sipahis of the 65th did not then rise. The 
term fixed by themselves to the rendering of allegiance to their 
forei^ masters had arrived, and they made no sign. Fortunate 
that it was so. for had the 65th risen, Eyre could 
not have attempted to relieve Arab. Doubly fortu- 
nate, too, that that daring loader reached Gh4zipur before the 
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news had arrived there of Dunbar's disaster. How |lyre 
arrived there on the 29th, and how he at onoe took prompt 
measures to attempt, with an inferior force, a task in which 
Dunbar had failed with a larger, has been told at length in a 
previous volume.* His triumph did more than effect the relief 
of the Arab garrison. Amongst the many important 
TbejB5^ar« measures which it rendered possible was the dis- 
arming of the 65th at Ghazfpur. This was effected 
the first week of August without bloodshed. 

From that time until the incursion of Kunwar Singh into the 
Azamgarh district in March 1858, order was maintained, thanks 
to the incessant exertions of Mr. Ross and of Mr. Bax, in the 
Ghazfpur district. “ Mr. Ross had the satisfaction, " 
0^ writes Mr. H. G. Keene, f “ (in which he stxiod almost 
alone amongst his colleagues at that time) of being 
able to carry on his duties in comparative tran* 
quillity. A part of those duties was, however, of an extra- 
ordinary character and exceptional usefulness, namely, the 
collection of stores, supplies, and carriage for the European 
troops constantly hurrying westward. These mcKlest labours 
deserved, perhaps, more recognition than they have hitherto 
received.” 

The result of Kunwar Singh's incursion into the Azamgarh dis 
trict has been told at length in the fourth volume J I’here, also, 
it has been related how the retreat of the Jagdispiir chieftain led 
him into anil across the Ghiizipur district. Thi.^ action completely 
demoralised the eastern portion of that district DiNConteuted 
chiefs, discontented landowners, discontented villagers, turned 
out to swell the army of the retreating chief. To 
them he owed in a great measure, that he was able 
ordered liu to deceive his pursuers as k) the exact point at which 
he w'ould cross the Ganges. In the operations con- 
ductcil l>y Brigadier Douglas in the Ghazfpur dis^ 
trict, Mr. Bax and Mr. Leslie Probyn rendered signal service. 
Their task of leorganization began after the Biitish troops had 
followed Kunwar Singh into Shah&bad. That task was difficult, 
but it w as accomplished, and by the end of Octol>er order waa 
completely restored.

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The last district to be mentioned is Azam^rh, This district 
has an area of 2147 square miles, and had, in 1857, 
a population of nearly a million and a half. It is “‘fi^*** 
bounded to the north by the Ghiighrd, to the south by the 
Ghdzipur district, to the west by Oudh and the Jaunpur dis- 
trict Its vicinity to Otidh, and the Thomasonian policy of the 
Government of the Noith-West Provinces, had made it one of 
the most disaffected districts in India. 

* Azamgarh was held, in the early part of 1 857, by the head- 
quarters of the 17th Native Infantry, commanded by Major 
Burroughs, and a detail of native artillery.^ The 
civil officers were— Mr. Henry Astell, the judge ; m. Horn •* 
Mr. Home, the magistrate and collector. There 
were likewise the indigo-planters, Messrs. Venables 
and Dunn, and uncovenanted servants of the Government, such 
as Messrs. Legge, Dods worth, Niblett, and others. 

An account of the rising at Azamgarh on the 3rd of June, 
caused by an attempt to remove the moneys in the local 
treasury to Banaras, has been given in the second volume * of 
this history. But, connected as the events which succeeded 
the rising were with the actions of two men who were amongst 
the noblest characters produced by the great mutiny, I mean 
Messrs. Venables and Dunn, 1 think it necessarj' to enter more 
into detail than was required in a mere inilit;iry narrative. 
The true story of the events at Azamgarh was first told in the 
JBed Fampldet^ Mt. IL G. Keene has also related it in 'his 
very interesting bi>ok4 mid it is given in the official records. 
It is only necessary here to state tliat, on the outbreak of the 
mutiny, the civil officers and some of the planteis and other 
Europeans abandoned the station and fled into Gbazfpur. At 
the moment they could scarcely do otherwise. Many, however, 
of the less prominent EurofHJans and Eurasians wei'e unable to 
get away. Amongst these was Mr. Niblett, head 
clerk to the CollecUir. This gentleman found refuge 
on th^ night of the 2nd in the house of a loyal 
Muhammadan, his ctdleague iu the Collector’s office, AH Bakhsh 
by name, and was by him sheltered till the IGth. Nor was 
this, as will be seen, the only way in which this loyal man 
rendered excellent service to his foreign masters. 

Amongst the indigo* planters who had quitted the district to 
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proceed to GliAzfpiir for safety were Messrs. Venables and 
Dann. They had had no more power than •thO' 
©wSopJopoM civilians and theoflScersof the 17th Native Infantiy 
to resist the first mutinous onsIau|*ht of a native 
regiment in full mutiny. Jhit, on counting noses 
at Ghdzipur, it was discovered that some plantern and some 
clerks had been left l>ehind. These nn‘U were in danger of 
their lives, if indeed they had e8caj>od. The first thought 
which occurred to Messrs. Venables and Dunn was that at all 
hazards an attempt must be made to search for and rescue those 
men. They communic^ated udth "Mr. A. Hoss, the encfgetio 
magistrate of Ghazipur. who approved the idea, and ofiered 
them a few native constables, mounted, to ac(‘ompany them. 
Aitelland civilians who had quitted Az^ingarh wei'O, 

Home however, less willing to share with the two indigo* 
refuse. planters the risk of reluming Tiicy declared that 
without the sanction of the Comnii8.sioiier of the division they 
would not budge. A message was in.sUntly despatched to^ 
obtain the Commissioner’s sanctitm. Ha<l the ^^'ominissioner 
been Mr. Gubbins or ]Mr. Lind, theie,ciin be no doubt as to the 
ax^swer which would have been returned. But the 
Commissioner was Mr. II. T. Tucker, and that 
supports gentleman sent back the very extraordinary reply 
tb^jiotbdr whilst he did not object the return to the 
district of Messrs. Venables and Dunn, tlie civilians 
were on no account to risk their lives. Tim two planters set 
out, then, the next day, with the few mounted constables Mr* 
Ross had given them. VonalJt's, Wing the more 
dmTof^**** prominent man of the two, though, as Mr. Keeno 
Veoswessnd justly stfites, “in no degree the huperior ni moral 
qualities,” for they Ixdh Wue the stamp of Nature’s 
nobility, directed his course to his estate near Durf Ghat, 
strengthened his force by adding to it some of his texiantir, 
then searched the villages near Azamgarh for any rofngcw 
who miuht be lurking in them, and succeeded in finding 
some. He then marched on Azaingarh, inducvd, by his firing 
action, the men of the 13th Irregular Cavalry, who held the 
place, b) abandon it, and then took pfissession of and held it. 

His labours, alike in recovering and holding it, were 
facilitated hy the action of AH Bakhsh, the 
loyal clerk in the Qiltector’s ofitce aliove referred 
to. This man, who seems to have possessed m

ffeBius superior to hk station, liad bo contrived, during the 
^rteen dayn the place had been held by the rebels, as to l^e 
every attempt zn^o by tlie revolters to form a native adminis^ 
iratioB, and that, apparently, without exciting Buspicion. Ho 
had oven dune nutro. IIo Iiad formed a (Vimmittee of Public 
Safety, and had managed to convey to the Coniniiaaioner at 
Handraa dailv rej>ort« of hiK pnicec^dingj*. The arrival of the 
two indig<»-planterH and their ftdluwing w'as co) dially welcome<l 
by this man, who ^ontiiiued to render the m«»8t excellent 
her vice.* 

Asamgarh, “ aliandoiied hy all its itflicial guardians and 
adminihtratoih ” — to use the true and emjdiatic 
language <»f ^Ir. Keene — “ was depimdeiit uti the 
courage and vigilance of a few planters and sulxir- 
dinate omphycH.” Truly maj* the wime vviiter 
exclaim, **it wm no siue<*nre/’ The Pajputs, the men who had 
lost their e«tab*B. the diKafhK:te«l, the hcheining, had risen all 
all over the district. *‘Tiie jxilice,’* wrote Mr. Taylor, in his 
oftciai narrative <>f the events at A/-amgarh, “helpless with 
terror, the Provihioiml (Ntumd! unable to rule even the neigh - 
l>ouring villagch. had md «1ared to c<»jk» with these audacioua 
idunderc^rs, and Mr, Vennbleh ho«»n found that he niUBt try bin 
J tower against them in tie- ti»d<l, or l»e fonxMl to save hi« own 
life by again abandoning the station.'* The first of those 
oourHCB was that ^%hich was most c »ngcnial to Mr. VenabU-Band 
his companiiins. Fortunately, from the caum* I have stateil in 
a previoua page <»f thin chapter, the 05th Native Infantry had 
remained lo>al, and a hundred and fifty Sipahisof that regiment 
had be<m jdaecxl at the dk|HiHal of Mr. Venables. W ith thtw, 
«6venty-five mounted constables, and an old gun, this gentle- 
man took tins field against the rebels. At first their mnnberH 
prevailed. Five hundred of them attacked and stormed the 
l^lice-B^tion at Azamgurh in broad daylight, and released 
their frhmds who had Ihmui Ciiniined there, Still 
Venal4e« iierscverod On tlie 1 6th July, having 
obtained an additional huiuKt of SijMUik, he attacked 
the Riijputs of the Pahviir clan, who w^ero then threatening

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.(zamgarh, at Koil8&. But the Sip&his, half-hearte<l in^^e 
oause, or posBihly secretly hostile, failed him at the decisive 
moment, and he had to fall back, followed byitho rolxsls, on the 
station. Had the rebelR pushed on with anythinp^ like vigour, 
it tronld have gone hard with Venablea. They moved, however, 
with a caution which testidod to the respect with which he 
had inspired them, and on the 18th they were still tw^o marches 
distant from the station. On that very day there 
infSrc^eutol Mcssrs. Davios and Simson, of the Civil 

D*J*r«r*^** Service, accompanied by ton officers detailed to join 
force despatched by Jang Bahadur from MpAl ; 
by twenty-five sawars of the 12th Irregular Cavalry, 
and by a levy of loyal natives comraandocl bv a gcntlemim 
called Catania. Venables then sent luick the bulk of his un* 
reliable Sipahis to Ghazfpur, and, with a portion of the levies 
that remained, marched out to seek the rebels, leaving Simson 
and Catania’s men in the station for the protection of the public 
offices. But on this, the third o^ canion, he was 
VenaWes is eqiially unsuccessful. Ho found the rebels so 
strongly posted that with liis inferior force it would 
have been madness to attack them. Tlie rebels, 
noting his hesitation, and divining the cause, l>ecjime then the 
assailants. Venables, nn willing to risk the fate of Azamgarh 
on the result of a pitched battle, in which ho had but a small 
chance of success, began an orderly retn^at, covering a retrograde 
movement with bis few horsemen and his one gun. ’i'hese 
rendered yeoman’s service. Constant discharges of grajie from 
the gun kept the reliola at bay, whilst the horHemen, splendidly 
led by Venables and Dunn, made charge after charge on tho 
advancing foe. He was thus enabled to re enter Azamgarh 
without much loss, except, indeed, that of prestigi*. But 
prestige is a living and very powerful factor amongst Asiaiios. 
knowing this, and ignorant at the moment of the full extent of 
the damage indicted npon the rebels by the con- 
tinned discharges of his one gun and his r(^)>oat6d 
cavalry combats, climating it and the effect pro- 
duced far below the actualities, Venables and his 
comrades debated that evening as to tho propriety of rotnritig 
on Ghazipur. At this improvised fsouncii-of-war the theory 
that such a council never fights strongly asserted itself. But 
three voices, it is stated, were raised in favour of maintaiiiiiig 
the position, and those were the voices of Venables, of Jamen

Simaon, and of Charles Havelock.^ But, the next morning, hefore 
any action had lieen taken, it was discovered that 
the rebel losses had been severe enough to cool their mrt$t eqiiti 
ardour. In that well-conducted retreat two hundred ^ 
and fifty of them had succumbed to the grape shot or the sword^ 
and the remainder had retreated, disheartened, to their villages. 

This retreat completely disposed of the question debated by 
,tbe oouncil-of-war. But a few days later another 
misfortune, not in itself so immediately serious, but 
rendered 'more so bv the manner in which it was ordun the 
treafW by the Commissioner of the division, Mr. H. C. ^ 

Tucker, came to disturb their minds. < hi the evening 
of the 25tli of July the 12th Irregular Cavalry, stationed at 
Sigauli, mutinied, and murderwi their noble commanding officer 
and his wife. Noon of the same day had witnesseil the mutiny, 
caused by the most culpable niisiiianagemfmt, of the three 
Sip&hi regiments stationcsl at D&n^piir.f The news of the first- 
mentioned of thes*' events reached Azamgarh on the 28th ; of 
the second on the 29th ot July. With tl»e second item of news 
came a letter fnun Mr. Tucker, authorising the evacuation <*f 
AKamgarh. Dnder the eireumstaiux^, such a letter was tanta* 
mount to an order, and it was trc»at<M:1 as such. The men who 
bad so brnvtdy fought for the retention of British authority in 
the district quitted the place on the 80th, accompanied, on this 
occasion, by the clerks and other Enro])ean8 and Eurasians, and 
by the loyal natives, and after some difficulty reached Ghaaipur. 
Behind them they left chaos. All the ji^dit^e-stiitions but two, 
and all the sul^-stations hut two, were deserteni in 
oonsec^uenco of their departure. The two sub- FkicUtyof 
ataiious were those of Nagra ^ and.Muhamiuadiihad, 
and thes** vrere loyally held by the native officials, 

Asghar AH and Muhammad Tafci, both Muhammadans. 

• I have now brought d<»wn the story of Aaatngarh to the 
point where it re-enters into the militaiy histon^ of 
the suBpresvion of the Mutiny. How the Nipilese Stthwwoi 
reached Gorakhpur at the end of July, and disarmed 
the Sip4his there on the Ist of August ; how they 
re-oocupiod Axamgarh on the 13tU of that month« has been

tcSd in the fourth volume. In the interval between tl^ig 
Pollock period and the incursion of Kunwar Sinch, Mr, 
' flfrcuiw Archibald Pollock assumed charge of the district, 
and, aided by Mr. Hercules Ross, likewise of the 
i^iril Service, an officer of signal merit, succeeded, b}- heroic 
exertion, in maintaining order. Amongst other achievements, 
he completely broke, by his energetic measures, the mutinous 
spirit of the Rilwar clan. Then came the occupation of Kuii-, 
war Singh, and the splendid achievement of Lord Mark Kerr, 
also related in the fourth volume. In that volume, tot), I have 
recorded the untimely death of the heroic Venables, and liave 
given in full the tribute rendered to his memoiiy’' by Lord 
Canning. Mr. Dunn survived the Mutiny, and, I am informed, 
still lives. In gallantry, in resolution, in devotion 
Eq^pnuse ^ interests of his country, Mr. Dunn fell 

v^biwMid in no why short of Mr. Venables. If his name did 
not come before the public so pi eminently, it was 
because, in circumstances of great danger, tlio man whoso 
character is the strongest v411 always jtake the load. Venables 
was a bom leader of men. Dunn, in no way his inferior 
in other respects, was an unrivalled right-hand man. Ho 
was to Venables what Berthier was to Naj>oleon. The servioea 
he rendered were great His reward lay in the approval 
of his own conscience, and in the gratitude and esteem of those 
whom he served. He was the companion of Venables in all his 
exploits. It is only proper, tliereforo, that in the tribute imid 
by history to the splendid achievements of the one, the name 
of the other should U' ecjually ass<x‘iated. 

After the relief of Azarngarli by Txml Mark Kerr, that place 
reraaineil in the peimaneut occupation of the British* 
1'hen followed too expulsi<m of Kunwar Singh, and 
hi« retreat across the Ganges. That having been 
accomplished, order was spoc^dily restored, not again to bi 
disturbed. 
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CHAPTER in. 

THE ALLAllABAH DIVISION. 

Th* AlUihalwi«l cliviBi<tn. a*ljoininj^ to the nortli- 

went tliu <!ivisifjn «>!’ lUuaiaA, in the districts 

of AllahiUnid, Fathpu. Kaiilipiir, Uandah, and IIann'ri>ur. Of 
these I pn»|Kme miw to treat in the order in which I have 
named thorn. 

Allahiihud is a very famoiis place at the confluence of the 
riveiH (hinjj^es and Jiiiniiiih, 408 miles by land from 
Calcutta, 70 fnnu Binanis, 100 fr‘»m Kanhpur, 208 
from Agni, and 121, by the htrai^ht r<Md, from L<ikhna >. The 
waB allied by pidus I linduH IV i\ aga,” meamiii' “ Con- 
fluence/’ not only by nason of the two rivers already men- 
tiontnl, but lKH*atise, aa^irdiug to tradition, the Saraswati, a 
river which disftpjK*anj in the squids of Sirhiml, joins the other 
two below the ground. The ancient Hindu town 'vvas rebuilt 
by Akbar under the nam<* “Ilahhas,” subscijuently changed to 
Allahabad. The same illustritnis ruler also built the fort* 
which iKJounies a strong jMmition on the Jamnah, in 1572* 
Allahabad tlius ronstitiitiMl the ri%ei gate to the North-West 
Proviiuvs to tho north-west t»f IVumras. Immediately to its 
north lay Oudh the ftKuis of the rein llion ; to the north-east 
the districts A/.amgarh and Itorakhpur, mutinous to the core ; 
it) the west and south the important province of Bundelkhand. 
»lt was thus, when the great niuiixiy broke out at Mirath* 
surrounded by revolt. At the iaiue time it was the key to the 
]M>siUon. Had tin revolters obtained possession of it, as at one 
time was quite possible, the communiaition betw^een Calcutta 
and the North-West would have 1>een entirdy scveretl. The 
fort, well dcfeudi’d, w’lmld have requireil a long and costly siegei 
and the movements worded in the preceding volumes wouXdf 
have been impossible. The ptmseseiou of the fort of AUabihAd 
by the rebels would* in fact, have changed the history of the 
Mutiny. » 
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The rising of the 6ih Hegimeut Native Infantry, and the se^ 
curing of the fort at Allahabad have been related in the seoohd 
volume,* but the heavy duties which devolved upon the members 
of the (Svil Service have been but incidentally referred to. Yet 
those duties were of a nature to tax all tlie energies even^ of 
men accustomed, as are the memln^rs of the Lidiau Civil Service* 
to rive themselves, heait and soul, to their country. 

fr\ 1857 the comlni^sloIler of the Allahabad division was 
Mr. C. Chester; the magistrate was Mr. M. H. 
Xtfijdajiiiof Court, a glorious specimen of an Englishman, a 
AUiSiiblS! sportsman, a generous friend, and one whose 

hospitality was famous even in India. The news 
of the mutiny at Mirath reached AllahalMul on the I2tii of May; 
on the evening of the 5th of June the 0th Kegimont Native In- 
fantry mutinied. That mutiny w as the signal for a general revolt. 
That same night the rabble of the city, the wdude of the native 
police, joined in the outbreak ; the gaol releastxl its ]>nsonera* 
two thousand in numl>er, and the iiihabitunts of m.^veral adjoin- 
ing villages, men renowmed for lawlessness and plunder, sprang 
forth, and the w’ork of incendiarism, *noU «tnd plunder com- 
menced.f The Euroj)eans and Euiasians, men, women, and 
children, all wht» could escape the fury of the revolters, hadf 
meanvrhile, taken refuge in the fort, where they romainsd 
• beleagured till the 11th of June. 

How, on the aftennxjii of the lith of June, the gallant Neill 
relieved the anxieties of the garrisun, has formed a 
•SfN?i]J*rivw military history of the mutiny. It 

will sufhee here to state that from the daU) of bis 
arrival Allaliabild foinied the biisii of military opera- 
tions unde) token against Kanhpur, the eastern 
part of Oudh, and the A/amgath districts. My subject now 
relates solely to the civil ofBcera laid their duties.

aiSd toe inhabitants of tho city were thoroughly aware that any 
other course but submission to the law would bring upon them 
sure and hwift destruction. But in the districts the case was 
quite different. 

The effect of the junction of the streams of the Ganges and 
Jamnah just l>eIow Allahabad has been to form three great 
natural divisions of land. These divisions contain ^ 

'more than one thousand Tillages and towns, and a 
population of nearly a million. Kow in the centre 
division, that lietwecn the left bank of the Jamnah 
and tho right bank of the (ianges, no vestige of jx^lice remained. 
Tho villagers had evon'%vhere commenoe*! the career of plunder, 
and led on prelu&bly by some notorious criminal escaped from 
gaol, had ** oominenoed reprisals on their neighliours, ^ 
paid out old scores, removed old boundary -marks, 
and ejected piuchasers of land.”^ In this division JJ^*^***' 
disorder was rampant ; Europeans were hunted down, 
the telegraph |>Ohts wore torn up, tho iron sockets converted 
into rude cannon, and tlte wire into sings. 

In the division on the right liank of the Jamnah a faf different 
order prevailed. There one or two large proprietors 
exeicise<) great infiiience,and they were wii»e enough 
to see that their interesU w'cro lK>uiid up in the rii^t iLniiof 
maintenance of the dominant ijow’er which had ever J^f*^^****^ 
afforded thorn proUwjtion. They therefore at unco 
offered to undertake the protection of th* ir own 
village if the Government would give them a 
subsidy. The Govemmeiit complied, and the result was that 
in this division order was maintain^. In duo course, when 
the back of the Mutiny had Isjoii broken, the magistmte was 
able to n^intmluot^ his own police. But not the less was ho 
ith^kful to tht>se w*ho, wheu lie was powerless, had taken tho 
initiative u* maintain order.f 

From th<^ third division, again, on the left bank of tho Ganges^ 
di«app«M:ed.

To maintain order in the first and third of these divisions, 
ver^’ considerable powers of life and death were 
Means taken given by the Government to the couiniissioner, the 
i<MMainujn magistrate, the deputy magistrate, and 

the assistant magistrate , and S(» great was the . 
panic at Calcutt«t, that, as if this had not been siifiiciout, similar 
|>owers were conferred upon two private individuals and the 
civil surgeon. No doubt some examples were re<piired. Most 
iiwiawieaft- Certainly they ^^ere given. “Zealously,” writes 
nmofaninl Mr. Cust, “did the tliree volunteers use their new 
tenrnntho- powers, and in the short time whicli elapsed before 
their recall, one of the private individuals had 
sentenced sixty, the second sixty-fmi, and the civil surgeon 
fifty-four, to the gallows. No iec(>rd rcmai^i^ of the crime or 
the evidence, but we gather tliat f»ne man ^vu^ hung for having 
a bag of new copper coin in his p«»sst;H' ion, piesumed to have 
been plundered from the treasuty, or, most probably, abandoned 
by the mutinous Sipaliis, wh(» were surfeited witli silver. More 
than a month after our j^ower had U*en restored in Ihe city, we 
find fifteen sentenced « ne day and t\ventv-<ight the next, for 
rebellion and robbing the treasuiy ; but it d(K‘S not apj[>ear that 
they w'ere Si[mbis. Thirteen were hung another day for a 
similar offence. Six were hung for plying a ferry for the 

Theiowisurod of the r« Inds.” It is a relief, after the 

jHjnisal of this di.sgiacelnl record, to find Mr. Cust 
oStui declaring that “the investigations of the officers of 
Governiiieiit, men trained to the cy>nsideratiOti of 
evidence, and e »n8cious of the necessity of supijortiiig the 
character, as wvll as vindicating the authority of tiie Govern- 
ment, were UK*re deliberate.” They had, indeed,* 
need to ]>e so ; but the cpurstifin (K;curs, how w^as it 
that the same Govenimoiit which refumd to dSsann 
the Sipahis at Dauapur, and thus imi>erUlod tlm 
safety of Calcutta, delayed the advance of Havelock, and caused 
an enormous amount of slaughter, should have complac^ently 
invested the three untrained gentlemen referred to witli the 
teirible powers <»f life and death? 

To return. In addition to power over life, the magiitrata 
entrusted with authority jto confiscate property, real and 


lity neasiing 
oil tl)« 

Uor«niin^rit. 
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porsoxial. In the hands of Mr. Court this authority was used 
with judgYnent and discretiou. Judgment was tern' 
perod by mercy. But, nevertheless, the amount of 2Stor*S3****** 
property which changed hands was considerable, 

Some men had <iiod, their relatives were not forth- 
coming ; some had absconded : some had openly joined the 
reKds. But there is reason to liolieve that m every instance 
jpstiee was meteil out with a hand more inclined to leniency 
than to its oj)posite. 

. It devolved up>n Mr. Court likewise, in hU capacity of 
collector of revenue, to furnish money and collect it. I 
cannot do l>otter than transcribe the graphic account given 
by Mr. Cust of the manner in which theso duties were per- 
formed. 

“All tills time the executive officer of the district was not 
idle in his duties of collector. Money poured in by 
every Memuer fiom Cuh utta and |Kmred out like urywrao^ 
water, leaving the tide of uuadjuhted items to be 
told in U*rib of tliousandh of pounds. There 
consUint jiayment oi sums for skiving Burojiean life or dis- 
tinguished bravery, fur it was then no light herviw for a native 
to stand by an Englishuian, as he was liable to attack b}^ the 
relxjls for doing. The terrorism of the rebels is scarcely 
aj)pre<*iated bjy us to its full extent Inhere were comjYensa- 
tions fur lossts or fur wtuinds, or advances made to starving 
Christians <ir faithful nutive% driven with only the clothes on 
their Uicks from out-statiunS. There were rewanls to be j>aid 
for the arrest of nutorituis reliels and criminals escajxrd from 
gaol ; spies and messeiigt:rs to he paid handsomely for iheit 
hervioes generallv, by <lij»ping their hands into a big of silver, 
and securing as much <4S tliey could grasp ; advance.s to lie made 
to offitcis engaged in nusuig regiments of low-caste men; and 
j^uiirds f(»r the n*storati<»ii of Ciovernmeut horses, cattle, and 
stores. State-j*rihOher8 had to be miiintiined. i^Jupplies of 
eanh htal to In* furn ^IuhI to every lulvaaeiug column, or placed 
at the disposal of tlie commissariat and the ordnance dei)ari- 
lueut. Iso wonder that in these hasty remittances the t«ae of 
rupees ran short, that Ikixcs of treasures w-ere found violated, 
and, in one instaiioe, a Isix of five hundred }>onndB was found 
missing. In the general moral debasement, cannot be 
Burpriaid that the Euro{>ean sentry was not always trustwortby. 
In the treasure chamlwr aho was stowed aifiy the plunder 
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belonging to the army, the spoil of captured cities, valned at 
hundreds of thousands of pounds, and fastened down in beer* 
barrels until the end of the war. Among these spoils were the 
crown jewels of sovereigns, the gold plate of princes, ear*rihge, 
and nose-rings, and jewels of women, ornamented daggers and 
diamond necklaces, all the pomp and wealth of oriental 
monarchs, wrung from a plundered and oppressed people, and 
now' captured by the English army. 

“ At the same time the collector had to look after the revenue 
of those jiarts of the district in which his oidem 
Duties de- were respected. He had to suspend <x>l lections from 

Ste^eSfeSor. such villages as had Injon plundered, burned, or 
deserted, lie had to determine where ho should 
remit and wdiere enforce the demand ; as it is a grave moral 
question how* far a Government is justified in demanding the 
payment of hixes, when it has notoriously failed in its duty of 
protection, owing to no fault of thf> jKJOple. No stxmer was 
the danger past than red ta|)o raised its head again, and a 
gentleman, sitting in oomfi»rt and ease at Calcutiat 
reminded the excited collector of iniattended-lo 
forms and discontinue^l returns. With hundreds of 
boxes of stationery and stamps ir. his charge, directed to distriota 
in the hands of the rebels, the collector, without a i»en or sheet 
of i>aper Isdonging to him.dmt 'l ind use the consignment of his 
neighlKmr >vithoM t special authority. As he returned 
to his half-ruiii< I home from his morning^duty of 
^ banging reKK. rioters, and blowing up 

temples, he found letters from tlie Head of the Finance 
partment, reminding him that he was pers<jria1ly res{K>nsible for 
every rupee missing in a tD-asiir)' guarded by Eorojieati soldiers 
in a fort tliree mib s off. On his table be found rioi©N from an 
officer with the force of Jang iiahadtir, re<|U€stiiig a daily 
supply of a hundred he-goats for the hungry Giirkhd ; from 
post-master, rc<] nesting him to hunt for a missing maU^i^; 
from the auiimanding officer, roquosting him Ui cbise tlie grog- 
shops ; from a cavaliy -c^^mmandant U) know whose (nuss Was to 
be cut, and where a farrier was to be found ; from the penskm- 
paymaster requesting him to attend a oommiticc on the conl^ 
cation of ixuibions. Telegraphic messages up and down wire 
tumbling in all day long, sometimes atinotinoing a vkdoiy> 
sometimes heralding a traveller, for, in addition to his other 
duties, he had to keep a *Bed loon’ 4avem lov 
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«xaDQin0 the paltsporl of every native traveller, and ascertain 
thetonterits of every native letter. 

** Thus passed six months away, and if some grey hairs had 
shown themselves in his beard (for since his rassors 
were plundered, he had remain^ perforce nnshom), 
if his heart sometime s imlititiited from over-excite- 
ment, and his liver sometimes troubled him, no wonder. If 
his temper was somewhat soured, if ho hated the natives with a 
deep Imte, if be talked tofi lightly of cutting the thread of 
human life, and scoring the backs of i>oor devils, no wonder. 
Ho ha^ had much to bear, and the rel>ellion had fallen heavily 
on his estate, his family, and his h^-alth. He was mentioned in 
no de«^it<hes; the thanks of Goveniment reached him not; 
andi, wnen he saw that the tide had turned, and that the 
comkty was saved, he burned to England, on the chance of 
quiet lestoring tone to his l>ody, and change of scene bringing 
baede equanimity to his mind.** 

The concluding |H>rtion of the description appears to me ta 
be somewhat ovenlrawn. No; though he had h»«t 
many friends, prolmhly some relations, though ho TWp^rtiim 
had worked hardly under difSculties, and \m\ c*arned 
the thanks and the honours which he did not receive, 
the magistrate and collector harUuircd no hatrcti against the 
natives. I shall nerer forget the last exhortation of one of 
those noble servants of the East India G<*m|Miny, a man who 
had served many yeicrs at that very Allahtlbaxl, Mr. Arthur 
Lan|{, on my return to India in lt*o8; they were words of 
exhorUtion to Im kind, to Ijo mindful of the many excidlent 
quaKtiiHi of the natives of India; to Imlam^ their virtues 
against their faults, i^lr. Arthur liang was a tyi>e of the class 
to which he l>elongoil. Mr, M. H. Court, who lives yet, 
honoured and re»j»tcteii, is another test-represc*ntativc of that 
n^ble service whom* memliers gave the best part of their lives 
to the service of tlio (\>mpany. * 

The «(fation of Fathpur,^ which gives its name to the districts 
hes seventy miles to the north-west of Allahib&d, « 

and fifty south-east of K<inhpur, on the high road 
between the two. In 1 857, Mr. Roln^rt T. Tucker was the judge,

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Mr. Sberer the magistrate. Sir T. J. Metcalfe the depu^^ col- 
lector. The native troops consisted of a detachment of 
men from the 6th Eegimeiit Native Infantry, stationed at 
AllahMnid. Besides the officials above referred to, FatHpdr 
•could bofist of an oj)ium agent, a salt agent, a doctor, three or 
four gentlemen connected with the railway then in course of 
construction. Tht^ deputy magistrate was a Muhammadan 
named Hikmat Ullah. 

In the second volume of this work,* Sir John Kaye has told 
how in tlie early days of Juno calamity fell upon the European 
i-esidents of Fathpiir, and how, while the otliers fled toBandah, 
the judge, liolK>rt Tucker, remained to bo killed by the rebels. 
I have nothing to add to tlmt thrilling sti^ry, a vera^ of 
which, in all esKUitials similar, 1 had given, many yearis'^pre- 
viously, in the Btd Pamphhi. Fathjuir was subsequentljr the 
battle-ground whereon Havelock, thiee days after the dOl^h of 
Mr. Tucker, defeated the troops Xana SiUiib. How it became, 
after the relief of the garrison of Lukhnue by Sir < ’olin Campbell, 
the centre-jH>int of opeiations, doigiunl to clear the district, by 
Brigadier Carthew and (’olonel barker, lia^ l»een bdd in the 
fourth volume. I have only to add that it w.is not until order 
had been comjdetel}' restored, that the civil aiuhoritios resumed 
their functions. 

The story of K»inhpur, the third district in the order I have 
given of the Allahabad division, has I»een told at 
*’**^*^ length in the second, third, fourth, and fifth Tolumes 
of this history. There remains, however, something to be 
4 »dded with rcs|>ect to the transactions at that station alike 
prior and suWequently to the period when Sir C’olin Campbeirs 
army quitted it to reconquer Kohilkhand and < )udh. 

Idfr, Sberer, the magistrate of Fathpiir, hud quitted that 
. station with the other European residents cm the 

Ifth of June, and after travelling with thain ato 
Bandah, h^ turned l^k and joine<l Haveh»ck's force on its 
march to Kanhpiir. At that plaoe he had attempted to^esteroiae 
eome kind of magisterial authority ; but the angry passtotis and 
excited feelings of the ruffians who still thrungM the district 
iiad compelled him to bold his hand, ^d a military pcdile, 
d irected by a very able and ehergotio officjer, Oa^ptiiti 
Bruce, of the Bombay Army, was organb^ fin* the 
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niainteiMiaM?*^^' order. ' Sherer, ibi aooomplislied and 

eneSrgetic official, rendered Bmoe all the service in 
hia po^r« In co-operation with .that officer, he 
took elsprge of the transit and commissariat duties, 
and, the help of a loyal and intelligent Brah« . 
man, B]^Un4th hy name, who had been employed in the revenue 
depturteent at Fathpur, rendered efficient service. The time at 
<vlast arrived when the landowners of the distrieW awed by the 
defeatof the Nana, and beginning to realise that the 
ISnglii^ loight possibly prevail, began to negotiate TbaJMid- 
re^^lding the jmynient of land revenue. But, reoog- 
ntsing a Utile later— with all tiie astuteness of men 
who were prepared t/> recognise the strongest as their masU i% 
wMbtber he were English or a countryman of (heir own — ^that 
Havelock had no immediate int<mtion of employing his troops 
to repress the district, the^" drew back, and watted for events. 
The fall of l^ehli, supplying the district, as it did, with an 
infariated and demoralisiHi soldieiy, did not move them to a 
decision. And when, shot t! v afterwards, the (jrwiUiir contingent 
advanced, and forced WiiAlham to seek refuge in his intrench* 
nmt, they were more than ever disinclined to come, to terms 
with their former inasterK. The defeat of the contiii|^t 1^ 
Sir Colin, and the safe despatch to Allahdbad of the limes and 
children resumed from Lakhnio, followed as it was by prompt 
and efficient mt^asures for general restoration of order, produce^ 
however, a quieting effect, and when, in the spring of 1848, Sir 
Colin stormed Lakhniio, and ahbrtly afterwards Sir Hugl]^ Bose 
defea^ the rebeds at Ealpf,tbe peooleof the district reoogniaed 
that the relxd game was up, and, of Imir own acomrd, 
began to {Hty revenue to tho ooUeotor’s officers, « Otiaiki 
There was no need for special measures of coerekm. Ji3K***^ 
The landowuiTs hud l)een waiting to ascertain Iteyond 
Sidoubt, the issue of the stmg^ and when it was i^pwolutely 
made dear to them, they paS like men. In Elnhpdr itself, 
thoughi the place had been the scene of atrocities, the very 
mention ol which is sufficient to curdle the blood, and tlm 
members of the lower class had made ^emselvcs speciaUy 
qptorious by their evU deeds, go severe meaiSres of reprisal 
were adopts A fine was imposed on the oityi of a nature to 
impress tiie people with the enormity of their tffieuoe, and yet 
not too to oripde tbetr resources. It was paid 
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four oor five in number^ were iiiii^tiited> ixp tl^^^fafiividiuilt 
aooneed of czima The prooeedings m Ibeito eom*^ 
miesioos were conducted with all the dl^heratioil 
ESilSli^ and all the forme of regular courts. Mireatjr latitude 
of defence was allowed to the accused* ^ilkd. tiie 
sentences, in some cases of death, in others of acquittal* Imsed 
on the evidence tahen, were duly reported to the OowrUfUanL 
Kever, in the world^s history, was there displayed Iw cMn^uerosIr 
dealing with a rebellious people, some of whom had distinguished 
themselves by their fiendish propensities, a spirit so mrely 
judicial. Inquiries were likewise made into the conduol w the 
leaders of the revolt, especially of N4nd 84hib and him brother, 
B4l4 S4hib, of T4nti4 Topi, of Azimullah, of B4b4 Bliail^^d 
others, with the result that the planning of, and the partiSqMt- 
tiop in, the horrible deeds of the 27th of June was brought 
home to these men. These inquiries were conducted on behalf 
Wiiukins. Government bv Colonel Williams, who^ as we 

Scm** see further on, had distinguished himsdif with 

* SSST’SwIS Mirath volunteers, and whose reiKjyt may lie ao- 
^ ' cepted as a tine record of the facts. In other ipatters 

lebove alluded to, viz., the restoration of order in the city and can- 
tonmmit, the names of Mr. Sherer, of Mr. Batten, Mr, rower, Mr« 
Lance, aU of the Civil Service, and of Captain Bruce, of the Bombay 
Army, deserve recognition and gratitude. The splendid services 
they rendered were not lees i^lendid because under ciroumstancea 
of great difficulty, and in a Itime when the cry for vengeance was 
loud, the^ had the courage to temper judgment with mercy# 

The distiict of Bandah is the next to claim notiee. The 
district covers an area of three thousand and 
one square miles. It possessed, in '1857, a popular 
tion of about six hundred thousand souls. To the norat end

l^ere resided at Bandah* in 1857* a mediatised prince* called 
the Naw4b* the representative of a Mar4th4 family* 
which* in the troublous tiiiioa which characterise * 

the fall of the Mughul empire* had taken possession of the 
district^ and had embraced the relidon of Muhammad. The 
magistiate and chief civil officer was Hr. F. O. May ne* 
a man of great energy and c^uick decision* possessing 
the rare faculty of impn^ing his will upon thejse 
with whom he was brought in contract. He ha^l l>efore him a 
very difficult task ; for whilst the chiefs and large landowners had 
been rendered discontented by the pressure of the Thoiaasonian 
system* the pcxmle had— to use the language of their magistrate 
— “ been niinecl by uver-ahsessment,” aud were “ half-starving.” 
The resident Naw4b, though professing loj'alty, was w^eak in 
character* whilst, to maintain British authority* Mr. 

Mayne had the very doubtful support of three oi»m* Aniusiefo 
names of the Ist Kegiment Kati%'e Infantn% the ****•• 
noadquarters of wliich wore at K4nbp4r. These Sip4hi8 were 
commanded by Lieutenant Bennett 

The general feeling that some great commotion was about to 
take placo 3- ad been not less pn* valent at Bandah uaom 
than at other places* and Mr. Mayne* careful an*! 
energetic, had taken such precautions as were in his 
power to prt>vtde against any emergency. It was 
not* however* till the mutiny of the lOth of May at Mfrath* and 
the immediate seizure of l)ehll* gave the signal throughout 
India* that he recognised the precise quarter whence danger 
would <^me. Theu, so far as his means allowred* he took a 
strong lino to preserve order in his district He stren^hened 
his native police force at the outlying stations ; {mstM trust- 
worthy men at the ferries across the Jamnali to keep out 
dangeroiis mtsohief-mukers ; caused the roads to b^ patrolled by 
horsemen* and stationed strong posts gnanling the approa*^^ 
to the town of Bandah, The officers of the native force seconded 
hm to the best of their power* and he induced the R4jah of 
Ajaigarh*^ in the neighbouring district of Bun^lkhand* to lend 
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UxQ aid. By these and similar means he succeeded for a time 
in staving off the evil he saw looming in a voiy near future.. 
At last he could stave it off no longer. Despite his precau- 
tionary measures, adventurers, gaol-birds, men l)ent on stirring 
up disorder, crowded into the district. Still May no did aT 
that was possible to do. Though the Sipahis wert* not trusted, 
they displayed at first uo disloyal desii^ns. and Mayne, forced 
to act, aaopted the bold and hazaidous course of sending, under 
the charge of a detachment of them, much t)f the specie in tlm 
treasmy to safer stations in the neighlKuirlufod, whilst he con- 
fided the Imlanco to their comrades who roiuained Isdiind. 
Aware that the first scramble would bo for tlio money, h<J thus 
enlisted on his side for the moment the Sijmhis against the 
scum of the population. It was a bold game, but Mayne played 
it boldly. 

In a previous page of this chapter, wlten descrilung tho 
events at Fathpdr, I have bild how, on the early <lays of June, 
the residents at that station, led by Mr. Sherer, had, with tlio 
exception of Mr. Tucker, fied towards Bandah. On the morning 
of the 8th of Juno, Mayne was sitthig in ins kuehahn, when 
Arrival of wa^ hrouglit him that a Ixidy of hOfS^ 

approaching the i)ridge of Inwits wlu<’h spanned 
the Jaiunah at Chillalitani, tueiity-two miles dis- 
** tant. The news reached the nitive jK»p«lation at 
the same time, and the leaders <tf tln*8e, < videntiy impressed 
with the idea that tht^ ne>v arrivals must h: their friends, rose 
in insuirection, and began to plunder. Mayne. however, never 
for a moment losing his head, employed the still faithful mdice 
to sujiprcss the disorder, whilst he hud the ladies removed into 
the Nawabs palace. It soon transpired tlut tlie l>«wly of horse 
consisted of the fugitives from Fathjmr. They arrive<l the 
same evening ; but, unfortunately, the native offn^er who had 
been stationed at the bridge acc^unpaniod them, lim abtindotj^- 
ment of his p»st left the w’ay of ingress still more open to the 
disaffected of summnding districts. ^ 

Still, Mayne and his coadjutors did all that could be done* 
Tbecrui* Kawab continued to profess loyalty, and 

ard^iM. accepted, apparently with entnusiasm, the chaise of 

district of Bandali ; to the *»oath and east by the state of IVtuiah ; to the 
west by the ttUio of Cbhatarpthr. The famoiis fertress, wiikh its name 
lo tlie state, is |>ieturcsc|ttdy situatod on a lofty hill. At the mt of tSkia hill 
is the town ofhamOiuthr, in which the rakks. 
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the English ladies. Some of the English residents guarded 
the palace in which they were. Others patrolled the town* 
The& numbers, however, were comparatively few, and^ it 
became every day more and more evident that the situation 
could not last. At length it became intolerable. On the 
it was knoipim that the regiments at Kdnhpiir had mutinied. 
The three companies of the Ist at once disTuayed ^mptomsof 
revolt, and their officer, Bennett, in consultation with Mayne 
and the Nawdb — who, though he seemed for a time to waver, 
gave his adherence to the course proposed — resolved with the 
aid ot the Naw^b's troops, to disarm them. The attempt was 
made, and failed. There was an evident understanding between 
the Nawub*s troops and the Sipdhis, and the latU^r chased 
IBennett^s two subalterns, Fraser and Clark, with jeers from the 



to retire with the women and children to a place of 
lees danger. The point selected was Miix4pur. 

Towards that place, then, that same evening, the 
party set out, Sir. H. B. •Webster of the Civil Service, a very 
excellent officer, who subsemiently rose to high positions, leading 
with a few volunteers to clear the way. They reached their 
destination without Ix^ing lUidested en rotiie. Scarcely, however, 
had they gritted Bandah, than the rebels set fire to the houses 
which had lieen oocujnod by the Euroi>eans, and the disorder 
was complete. 

Of the large party vrhich thus escaped it will suffice to refer 
the itMwler to that part of the last chapter which deals with 
Mlrs^pur. In that distric^t Mr. Mayne di^playod the same seal, 
the same energy, the same power of influencing others, whidi 
had distinguished him at Bandah. Mr. Shorer*s movements 
have been dealt with under the head of *^K4nhp4r,’' in the 
present chapter. 

To return to Bandah. Of the district it will suffice to state 
that ig) where were the signs of British supremacy 
so S|jeedily obliterated. The decree-holders and 
auction-purchasers of estates who, under the system 
Inaugurated by the Qovemment of the North-West ProvinoeSi 
had ousted the old families, were deprived of the hcidings they 
had thus obtain^, and these were restored to those^ who, in the 
juster appreciation of the population, were the rightful owneim. 
“ Never, writes Mr. Mayne in his narrative^ was revciulhat 

voi#, vr. n 
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more xapid, never more complete.” Those who had no title to 
property twk advantage of the suspension of law to enridh 
themselves at the expense of those who possessed it. As for 
the Sip^is, they marched on the 19th to E&nhptir with the 
^ treasure and ammunition. 

Something must be said regarding the Nawiib. He was 
rather a weak, than a wicked or ill-disposed man ; 
and, though he had no great love for the English, 
he preferred them to anarchy and to the SifAhis. 
After the event of the 14th, he had many misunderstandings* 
with these latter. B,ut they left on the 19th. The l)^aw4b 
found himself then face to face witli anarchy. He did his best 
to form a government which should preserve order, 
5S*5ft£**' attempted to o|>en neg^diations with Muyne for 
Naw<b. that purpose. He did all he could likewise to save 
the lives of the English fugitives from N4<»gAon,* 
and in a great measure succeeded. kla^Tie rejected his offers 
by not answering his letters. The Naw^b managed, notwith* 
standing, to maintain a kind of doubtful authority until the 

S oaoh of \Vhiteh>ck’fi force in April, 1858. How ho then 
enly collapsed has hc^en told in the fifth volume of this 
history. The collapse of the Nawab was foUow-ed by the return 
of Mayne, with a sufHdent f(»rce at his disfK)^l to 
Tbe&if]ith ensure the re-establishiuent of order. Ma^ne found 
that the revolution had indeed been thonuigb. To 
use his own language, ** there was not a village 
marked on the map that hud not, more or less, oomiiiitted itself.” 
But Mayne was a merciful man. He desired no Cruel reprisals.

But flogging had 
done the rent, ami in a comparatively short time, 
hnder the aide dirc*ction of this excellent officer, the *** 

district, wliieh had ixjeii ** revolutionised ” by the 
luutifiy, wa« iirougUt Iwick to order and prosjierity. Mr. Mayne^s 
services were much appreciated by his contemporaries. When 
he died a few years since, tliese erected to his 
memory at Allahaishl, his last station, a handsome 
monument testifying to their res|)ect and ad> 
mirfition. 

llamirpii), the fifth district in the Allahabad division^ has an 
area of 228lt mpiare miles, and had, in 1857, a pc*pu- 
lation somewhat less than half a million. The 
district is boundwl to thd north by the Jamnah ; to the north- 
west, by the Baiinf State and the Betw'ah ; to the west by the 
llhas^n riv»‘r; to the s<»utb by tbe Stales Alipiird^ Chhatrpdr, 
and Cbarkhdri; b) the cast by tbe Baiid.ih district. It is 
traverscMl b ; the Vindhvan raiip^. The chief towns are Bdtfa, 
Malioba, Muudhd, and ilamirpiir. The last name, the capital 
and chief station, is situated at the conffuenoe of the Betwah 
and the «lamnah, on the right bank of the latter. It lies on the 
rontefnnn Batulab to Ktlnupur; distant from the former, thirty- 
six miles; fipiu the latter, thirty-nine; from Kalpi, twenty- 
eight; from Agra, a hundroil and fifty-five ; from Allahibdd, a 
hundred and ten. The chief civil officer, the magUtraie, was 
Mr. I'homas K. Lk»yd, the joint magistrate, Mr. Donald Giant. 
The troops were a deta hment of the 63rd Kegimcnt Native 
Infantry, the head- quarters of which wore at Kdnhpiir. 

If consider the geographical j^iosition of Hamlrpdr, nearly 
middny between Tovolteil Kdnhpdr and revolted m 
B andah, we shall l>o pre|>ared to find that it did not 
resist the impulse which bmi afieoted those places 
And so it waa. The story is a short one. Alter the 
usual alarms occurring almost daily subseoi|ently to the lOGi 
of May, the detachment of the 63rd Native JAfwtry hmhs^ into 
revolt the 14th of Juneithe dayon which iafonstfi^ mm recN^xed 
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that the troops at E&nhptir had mutinied. The|Sip&hi8 of. the 
detachment were particularly bloody-minded. They shot down 
^eir ofiBcers, and then went to attack the representatives of the 
mvil power. Against such an attack Messrs. Lloyd and Grant 
were practically defenceless. They managed, however, to quit 
the station, and to take refuge in the ravines of the Jamnah* 
It seemed just possible that the Sipdhis engaged in plunder, 
might leave them there in peace. But, in that detachment 
were men who had vowed to shed the wlxite man’s blood 
wherever, and whenever, it might be possible. The Sipdhis 
pursued the civilians into the ravines, gave them no respite, 
and finally shot them down. Their oomrados, meanwhile, had 
made short work of the Europeans and Eurasians who had 
remained. The Sipahis then went to swell the 
Aw^hypre- besieging General Wheeler at Kanhpur. The 
f <^^®l^rict remained in a state of anarchy until Sir 
^ Hngh Bose’s victory at Kalpi enabled the civil 

authorities to pursue a course similar to that followed by Mr, 
Mayne in the ^joining district of Baipdah. 
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CHAPTEB IV. 

THX iatUL AHD ROmLKHAND DtVISIOXB. 

• 

Thb Agra diyision adjoining that of Allah4b4d, oompris^ in 
1857, the districtB of Agra, the i*eat of the administration of 
the North-Western Provinoea, Mathurd, Farmkhdbdd, Mainpiiri, 
and Itawah, 

I pro{X)ae to leave the district of Agra, though the first in the 
order above given, until I shall have told the etoriee 
of the other stationa The third, fourth, and fifth 
volumes have recorded so much affecting the fortunes 
of the station of A^ra, that the subject could not bo formallj 
re-entered upon without going over ground that has been 
imveraed. ^V hat remains to be told will be related incidentally 
in the reoonl I propose to give of the other stations of the 
division. Should any material fact be omitted, it will be 
supplied later. 

I shall liegin then with Mathurd. The district of Mathurd 
covers an area of 1453 square miles. Its population 
(671,690 in 1881), exa^c^ed half a million in 1857. 

Its ^ief towns are Mathura and Brindaban, Sheigarh, and 
Mahaban, the latter famous as the birthplace of Krishad. The 
exploits of that mythological hero have made the district, and 
especially the towns of Mathurd, Govardban and Gokul, veiy 
^ear to the Hindus. In 1857, the magistrate and collector was 
Mr, Mark Thornhill. 

Of all the Ixmks written regarding the mutinv not one is 
more interesting than that in which Mr. Thomhill xbur^iiL 
records his personal adventures and expeiienoes as a 
mafristrato m 1857-8.* Mr. Thornhill was speeiaHy qualifiied, 
by his character, his courage, and his* lofty sense of duty, to

regret that space will not permit me to do more than give an 
lepitome of that part of his narrative which affects Mathur4| but 
I X trust that a perusal of that epitome will induce the reader to 
turn to the book itself. ^ 

Mathui4 lies thiitj-four miles from Agra, on the high road 
l>etweon that city and Dchll. It would seem that at 
Mathura, as at most other stations in the North-WesV 
the year 1857 dawned precisely as preceding years 
had dawned. There was notliing in the atinosj»here to ywu 
that influences hostile to the sway of the British were being 
nurtured. Mr. Ihonihill was at the time engage<l in visiting 
the district. Such visits are made annually by the oMcers of 
tW <3ivil ^viee for the pur|>ose of acquainting themselves 
with the wants of the po<q>le, and remedying, so far as they 
Oan,any inequalities in the tieatmeut of individuals and classes. 
The tour of 1856-7 had brought no now light it. Mr. Thornhill 
He returned to Mathura towards the end of January without 
having noticed any sympt<im presaging disc^ontent. In fact, 
and it is a very curious circumstance worthy to be n<»ted, at 
that period no such feeling ejiistcMl. It U evident that up to 
the end of January 1857, no attempt ha4i been made the 
instigators of the revolt to disturb the minds of the inhabitants 
of the Mathnr4 district. But towards the end of January sUdh 
an attempt wa< made. 

Mr. TWiihill records that at the mid of January' 1857, just 
after his return from his tour, he entercnl his oiBSoe 
' one day, and found there, on the table, four dirty 
^ little cakes of the coarsei»t flour, abmit the si^eand Uiicktiessof# 
biscuit. man,” he continues, **ba<l o^>me to a village and 
^iven a cake to the w'atchman, with injunctions to \mke four like 
u, to distribute them to the watchmen of a<ljacent villages, aud 
to desire them to do the same. The watchman obeyed, but af 
the same time informed the police.” The bringing in |o the 
ma^strate of the four cakes followed. The next day mmilar 
refiorts came from other parts of the district Then followed a 
statement in the newsp^r that a similar course was bebig 
pursued all over Uppes India. These cakes were the finnous 
Ubapitfs. That they were signals to those in the secret to hold 
themselves ready for some gisat explosion osn soarediy be 
doubted. « Hr. Thornhill pertSiently remarks : ^^afler bi^g ^ 
nine dajrs’ wonder the matter oeaiM to be tal^Eed abcMh and 
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was presently for the time forgotten, except by those few wto 
remembered thai a mmUar dieirwiUum of eaiee nod been made {» 
Madrae tawarde the end of the last century, and had been fMcmei 
hy tfw mutiny of Vellur” * 

M|r, Thornhill proceeded a little later to Agra for change of 
air* lie was there when a telegram from Mirath* 
received the 12th of May, announced the rising of 
the 10th at that stalion. The telegram was 
addressed to a hwly at Agra from her niece at 
Mira|b. After its despatch the ttdegraj^h wire ceased working* 
The contents of the telegram were naitirally discussed* Some 
douhte<l, some tluiught it exaggerati*d* But that evening Mr* 
Thornhill read in the manner of his bi other, who was Sec retary 
to Government and wdio had hven almnit all day at Government 
llousc* that a g»e»it crisis was at hand. He threw np therefore 
his leniaining lea\e, and stttrted that night for Mathur4* 

The first letter lie o]>ened on his return was far from re- 
as^ring. It was from an engineer of the railway <jih«niiiiii 
then in course of c<mstiiiction, marked “urgent,” eoamm 
and informing the reciphmt that a party of mutineers 
had attiiekecl and burned his house, and that ho had 
heard that the main Ixsly was advancing towards 
kUthuri Hr. Thornhill at once summoned to bis house the 
other English residents, and they decided to send off the ladies 
and childnui to Agra. The remaining |>art of the night was 
passed in nx^eivin^ the members of the European families as 
tiie^ came in, and m waiting till the palanquin bearers should 
arrive from the city. The rest of the story is so graphic, so 
realistic, and gives so aocuiate a picture of the trials our 
countrymen had to bear in that terrible year, that 1 shall tell it 
in the writer's own words. 

“ It was near daybreak before the party started* 1 sent wifk 
fliem an escort of horsemen, and, as a further pro* 
tecimm all the Englishmen whose duties did not 
eomperthem to remain in the station* In the course 
of the day 1 got inielligt noe from the north of the 
district that no mutineers had as yet entered it, but firom ilie

ing. About midnight I was awoke by the arrival of a mesaengmr 
from Agra; he brought a letter from Mr. Colvin, who was then 
the Lieutenant-Governor. I went to my room to write aa 
answer. As I was writing I heard through the open doors the 
tramp of horses ; in a minute or two a servant entered and 
announced that an English gentleman had arrived and was 
disiiiounting at the entrance. Almost immediately after the 
gei 9 Ltleman entered, he was quite a young man, he was armed with 
and revolver, and wore twisted round his head a larra 
native turban — ^he looked very tired and exhausted. * He 
informed me that he was the assistant to the magistrate of 
Gurgdon,* the district that lay between mine and DohH. The 
mutineers, he added, had entered the district, and the country 
liad risen in insurrection, and he was on his way to Agra & 
convey the information to the Government; his horse had 
knocked up, and he had ridden to my house to request the loan 
of another, as also one for his servant. 

** I sent for hoiees, and also for refreshment for my guest. 
While it was getting ready, he infornied me of the particulars 
of the mutiny of the regiment at Mirath, and of the events that 
had followed their arrival at Dehlf ; how the native troops at 
Dehlf had joined them, how they had marched down to the 
palace, placed the king on the throne and massacred all the 
English and Christians they could lay hands on. While 
narrating the story he had been much agitated. When I 
inquired the names of the victims he broke down altog(dher, 
for among them was his only sister, a young girl of eighteen, 
who had but a few months previou>ly arrived in India. 

" When he had eaten and drank, I persuaded him to lie down 
and rest, for 1 thought him too tired to proceed, and 1 sent on 
his letters by a horseman of my own to Agra. A little after 
dawn he left me, and soon after came the magistrate of Gurgdom^ 
and his clerk, and succeeding them at short intervals came all 
the English and Christians residing along the load tOiDehll. 
Some were accompanied by their wives, their sisters, and their 
children — these I sent on under escort to Agra — the remaindeVt 
tome five-and-thirty sat down with me to breakfast. Whto^ 
breakfast was over 1 left my guests and went to my own ro(tof 
where my office people were assembled.

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I had hitherto kept ailence about the mutiny, so &r at leaai 
as was possible, partly from fear of exdtinff alarm, 
partly lest if the news should prove false 1 might * 

appear ridiculous* There was now no longer any 
oq^KJt in oonoealment* I told them what I had 
heard, they expressed great astonishment, but ere longl per*- 
oeived from the remarks they let fall that they had heard it all 
before, and, indeed, as regamed what occurred at Dehlf that 
they were much better informed than 1 was. All regular work 
was suspended, when a few papers had been signed and same 
orders issued, there remained nothing more to do. However, to* 
while away the time, I continued to chat with theid alK>ut the 
events at Dehli. They sooi) got so interested in the subject as 
partly to forget my presence. Their talk was all about tlsS* 
ceremonial of the palace, and how it would be revived. TIot 
speoulated as to who would be the Grand Chamberlain, whion 
of the chiefs of Hajp6t4n& would guatd the different gates, and 
who were the fifty-two R4jabs who would assemble to plaoe tho^ 
Emperor on his throne. 

** As I listened 1 realised, as I had never done before, the 
deep impreBidon that the splendour of the ancient court bad 
made on the popular imagmation, how dear to them were its** 
traditions, and how faithfully, all unknown to us, thw had 
preserved &em. There was something weird in the M^kul 
empire thus starting into a sort of phantom-life after tlhO^ 
slumber of a hundred years. 

The rest of the day passed wearily away, the rooms were 
darkened to exclude the glare ; there was nothing 
to do, my guests got ticed of chatting, one by one ^SmaaSSu 
they lapsed into silence or fell asleep ; the water 
splashed ou the frames of scented grass, the punkahs swung, 
monotonously to and fro. At length the light softened, and be^u 
t» stream in nearly level through the chinks with the Venetian 
blinds ; then the "servants threw open the doors, we dined, and 
strolled out into the gaiden. A messenger presently groped 
in to inform me that Captain Nixon was approaching with 
Bhartpdr army. About dusk the army arrived; Captaiui 
Nixon brought with him several officers, whose pxusenoe stiU ' 
further swmled our party. But iu India mests are easily 
accommodated — the heat made it pleasant to mcep out of doom. 
1 had beds arranged in the verandah and ou g terrace beyond ; 
Boon After nine au the party were slumbering on them, all but 
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myMS and a few others, who ^preferred to sit up lat^» #iid 
watch the moonlight.’* 

' T!h» airival of ( aptain Nixon and the Bhartpiir amy «oi!^ 
what changed the position. Captain Nixon was the ohief 
Mstetant to the English administrator of the native state of 
Bhartpiir, and he, on hearing of the action of Sip6his wi^ 
respect to Dehli, had proposed to the Govemment to employ 
the Bhartpiir troops to ooeree them. His offer had been acoepted, 
4 md he had been entrusted with its execution : that is, he 
had been authorised to march on Dehli, Via MathuriL 

mismce this order had not been communicated tb Hr. 
ThomhilL To him, therefore. Captain Nixon’s arrival was a

Accordingly, at his suggestion, Mr. ThomhtU «Hreeted 
Mrrioades at the principal entrances into the city, vrhtoh, jn

«dc|ited measures to enable the inhabitants to oo-opcMrate iriMh 
the soldiers. ^ 

Mr. Thoxphill had then in the treasuiy over half a million

These were under the ohai^ 
of a guard of Sip&his. At an earlier period, doubt*

Just at this time the chief of Thornhill's horsemen informed 
him Aat die mutineers were advancing in his 
direction, and that at the moment, they were but 
five miles distant from it Kecognising that there was time 
to escape, none to delay,” Thornhill pressed upon his com* 
panions to start at once. Despite the warnings of the chief 
horsemen, Thornhill thought himself in honour bound to make 
for Nixon’s camp. He sot out for it accordingly ; met on the 
way the revenue officeis of the town of Kosi, who wained him 
that the Bhartpur troops were not to be trusted; at length ^ 
reached the cami>. There he exchanged confidences with" 
Nixon as to the fidelity of the Bhartpfir men, 

Nixon being rather 'trustful, Thornhill doubtful. ^J®^***^ 
THiilst they were at breakfast, news came that the 
mutinous oip4his were within a mile of them. 

There followed, almost iibmediately, the mutiny of the Bhart* 
pur troops. 

The situation was serious. The European olfioers and the 
native escort numlH‘nH! only seventy-five persons. Of these, 
one-half woie natives. The mutinous troops amounted to five 
thousand, iiiiluding a formidable cavalry and much artBleiy. 
The one chance of escaf»e was to retreat before the natives 
should proceed to extremities. But Nixon, hoping he might 
yet prevail vrith the Bhartpdr chiefs to be true, vrent to make 
to them a {lersonal ap)ieal. The rest of the party remained, 
their horses smldled and their carriages put to, ready for a 
move at a moment’s notice. Nixon was a long time absent. 
The Englisbnuui, impatient, mounted their horses, and ooileoted 
^gather on the plain. A quarter of an hour later, Ntxmi 
rettimed, having failed. As he told his story, Alwar 
caval^ w*ero mounting their horses, and the artOIexy were 
pointing their guns. Then came a message to say, that tmlese 
the English moved off at once, the guns wonU 0 |>en fire. They 
consequently moved a short distance, unoertaiit which 
direction to take. The leaders of the minority. Hr. 

Harvey and Captain Nixon, decided at Imyjrth to SSTiUl 
make for the army before Dehll. Thomhi^ with 
greater foresight, wought the deoisimi wwlii, and iiiged limt 
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fliey 4ioiild return with him to MathuiA* But they would noi. 
So whilst they set out on their uncertain errand, Thornhill 
end hib diief clerk, Joyce, turned thoir horses, and, followed 
T>y their escort, twenty-three in number, cantered south. After 
they had progressed a mile or so, Thornhill, happe ning to turn 
his head, noticed a party of horsemen, apparently 
4 ^j!^sei following them. But almost iinmediatoly afterwards^ 
the pursuers took another directio!». The partv then 
rode on till the tracks became ao confused that the 


guides were at fault Some ominous words uttoted by one of 
the escort, left the impression on Thornhiirs mind tjmt it 
would be wise to avoid certain towns and villages. Accord- 
ingly they kept as much as possible to the bye-lane**, avoiding 
inhabited places, which they noticed to W full of armi'4 men» 
After riding many hours, they were appr^ a-hing a largo 
village, when Joyce's horse stumbled and fell. In the fall, the 
aaddle-girth was broken. Jdyoe himself 'was hurt, but he would 
have remounted at once but for the necessity to mend tho 
girth. The delay brought around them manj' armed men, nide 
and threatening in their manner. At length Joyce remountedt 
and the party rode otf, entered and nxie through a wood, OH 
the further side which they halted by the stniw hut of a 
Brahman. The holy man giive them a refre^^hing drink? of 
water. On leaving him they held a track which took thom 
past several villages. As they ro<le by two of these, the luoha 
there c*>)leoted, shouted and brandished their weapons. At the 
third village, the mob ran after them ; at the fourth, they fired. 
The firing was res|X)nded to from another village, and in a fisw 
‘ minutes the whole country resounded with the noise of fire*^ 
arms. At this, the escort sho’wed unhealthy symptouMt 
Their manner became less respectful, and, what «was more 
serious, they began to desert us.*’ 

Still the party pushed on, occasionally losing their yrfkj* 
The evening had fallen when they reached Ine 
yiii;age of Sabar.^ It had heen the intentiem of the 
iparty to strike from this place to the east, and get 
into the hi^ road. But the information they received showed 
them that the high road waa being patrolled by a partj of 
cavalry looking out for Thornhill, ^ey continued their yimr- 
ney then along the bye-lanes, meeting some inevitable aeddents,

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and distar1)6d all tlie way by the inoraunng aoimd of firing* 
At length, about nine o^clock, they reached the town . ^ / 
of Baal, through which the road ran, and which, 
therefore, they were bound to traverse. Here th^ greater 
difficulties bemn. 

The road, f have said, ran through the town, and the night 
was too dark to allow them to attempt to escape round by the 
fields. Accordingly, Thornhill proposed that he 
and Joyce should disguiso themselves, and winding 
turbans round thoir heads, and girdles round their 
wais^, should walk through the town, the centre figures of a^ 
group formed by the mounted iroopers. Unfortunately, it was 
the time of the celebration of the Hindu festival of the Daserah,. 
and the village was in consequence full of people, and the 
shops were lighted. The column, hr^vrever, started in the order 
noted, and encountered no difficulty till, making a turn into 
the principal stnet, the glow of light attracted to it the atten- 
tion of the neople. But the column, though sharply questioned 
passed safely through, and reachcid the o{)en country un- 
molested. The members of it then halted in a grove for water^ 
and here they were delayed some time in con8tH|uence of the 
breaking away of two horses of the escort. However, the 
horses were caught and re-saddled, and Thornhill and his party 
resumed their journey. Travelling all night they leaohed, 
still in darkness, the gardens that ix>rder the city of MathuiA 
to the west After some more adventures, Thornhill halted, 
and sent tw<» horsemen to renort as to the state in which bia 
house had been left by the reijcls. After a time they returned 
to report that it had been completely wrecked and plundered. 
Uncertain whither to direct his ste]^H, lliomhill suddenly recol- 
lected that one of the Bhartptir regiments wi^ still in MathuiX 
Making sure that the men ootiiposing that regiment were 
imbuea with the same sentiments as those who had mutinied, 
Them hill felt that it wonld be better to continue his journey 
to Agra, as Mathur& was lost for the time. Ho and Jpyoe 
prooeed!bd then, -still with the escort, to a village on fbe Agra 
r<^, c^led Aurangdl)4d. Here they rested, and ate, and drank ; 
disguising themselves, resumed their journey, and ^ ^ . 
after many narrow escapes, reached Agra,^ the first ^^^i***

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bearer of tbe news of the mutiny of the Bhartofir soldiers* 
He and Joyce had ridden a hundred miles, and had been ih tbe 
saddle nearly continuously for eight-and-twenty hours, without 
food or sleep for two nights and nearly three days. 

At Agra, Mr. Thoinhill twice saw the Lieutenant-Governor, 
but Mr. Colvin’s mind was too unhinged by the 
Waning of suddenness of the general calamity to listen atten- 
mLi**^* tively to his story. On the second occasion, Thorn- 
hill went to inform him that he had received infor- 
mation that the mutinous troops bad left Mathurd, and that 
he projwsed to return thither if he could procure European 
troops to go with him. Mr. Colvin told him he could snare 
neither troops nor guns, but that he might enlist what volun- 
teers he could from amongst thecleiks. With much trouble, 
Thornhill c’olleoted eight volunteers, and with these ho set out 
for the town of Farah. Here he remained some Itotirs till a 
carriage sent by the Seths, the great Hindu mer- 
Thprnhiii chants of Matliuni. should arrive. Keflocting, then, 
iSiurSi^ that the eight volunteers would be too few to fight, 
and would prove an encumbrance if flight should 
be necessary t Thornhill sent them biick to Agta, and went on his 
joume}*^ accompanied by his chief clerk, Joyce. 

All the EuiojK‘an houses at Mathura having l)een sacked, 
Thornhill and Joyce put up with the SiJiths. The 
mode of living of the Hindus differs widely from 
tbe inode prevalent among Eiiroj)eanK* that the two 
^ests w'ere not very comfortable. However, they made the 
best of it, and they had the gratification of meefing again the 
brothers Hashman, the separation friun wdi<»m at the time of

ileatli on the same occasion. 

the S^ths were loyal to the core^ many of the other 
large merchants were only “ watcher* of the atmo- 
hphere,*’ and the vast niaafies of the people regarded mAintMia 
tne return of Thornhill with anything but favour. 

However, he represented there the British Govern- 
ment, and like the true man that he was, he resolved to do 
Ids duty. T)ie first care that occupied his attention was the 
defence of the city. To arrange for this he summoned a great 
meeting of the wealthy inhabitants of the city. It was well 
attended, and every man was profuse in his expressions of 
loyalty. ‘*I learnt afterwards,” wites Thornhill, “that, in 
the course of the night, private assemblies were held to consider 
if their promises should he carried out. It was decided that 
they should be, at least fur the present. This decision, however, 
was not unanimous, and letters were at the same time des- 
jiatohed to the King of IX^hli, informing him of the nnpn>* 
tecteil state of the city, apd requo'^ting he would send troops, 
and take }>ossession of it.” At the moment Thornhill did not 
know this. Believing the promises made to him were sincere, 
he procee<h*<i with untiring energy to disarm the mob, and to 
re-establish his authority. He then endeavoured to provide for 
the defence of the place, Ilis gn*at difficulty was to induce 
the Hindus to combine for a cutiimou purjxise, a difficulty which 
brought home t<» liim the n^ison why the Muhammadans, few in 
iiumt^r, but utiite<l in jmrjKme, had found it so easy to conquer 
India. Smldenly he aiKvrtained that the Bhaitpdr regiment, 
which he thought had left with the rest of the Bhartpur force, 
was in the city. InsjKicting it, he found it com|K>sod of “ iitniil 
villagers,” {possessing the one great virtue of military obedienot*. 
He had some difficulty in {^rsuadiiig these men to accept him 
a# their leader, but when they had done so, he found them 
excellent iuHtruim-nts for bis purjiose. Thanks to the use ho 
made of them, the city was removed from immediate danger^ 
and life in it resumed the course it had temfxxrariiy abandoned 
when the SijuUii guard mutinied. 

For a time there ruled quiet in Maihuri itself. There was^ 
indeed, oec.^isicllally a {lassing excitement, onoe when 
some Sip4his entered the city, and twice mbse- SiSSiL 
quently when the guards post^ over the 84 ths* 
vou Yl. 


tt 
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Bouse attemf^ted to murder the two EugliKhmen. Outpde 
its walls matters were not so quiesoent. Across the river 
several villages coalesced under one Deb6 Singh, who pro- 
claimed himself Rajah, and expressed his intention of ex- 
pelling the two Englishmen from Mathura. Just at this timOi 
&e arrival of a small force of the Kot/i contingent under 
. Captain Denn}'^, allowed Thornhill to think of taking the 
offensive. Fc*r this purpose he caused a bridge of boats to be 
laid across the river. But before he could use it, the Kot4 
contingent was recalled to Agra. The psemlo-nijah then began 
to threaten in his turn. Upon this Thornhill, encourag|)d by 
the sudden return of the oontingent, resolved to make a daw 
at Debe Singh. He crossed the river, attai ked the principal 
village, and took many prisoners, among them the pseuao- 
r4jah himself. 

Thornhill remained some days at the set me of his victory, 
when he marched eastwards, and, under orders from 
the (Government, halted on the confines of the 
l^liithura district, at a distance of sixteen miles from 
Agia He was still on this h|>ot when, one morning. 
Captain Dennys received instructions to intercept a body of 
mutineers. An hour later the troops were on their march, 
horse, foot, and artillery. So far as intercepting mutineers was 
concerned, tht* expotlition was a failure, and a few days later 
the contingent was ordered to Agra, just tlmn threatened by 
mutineers from Nimach. Thornhill acconqianied the smaU 
force in its march to Agra, taking with him some revenue that 
he had collected. The next day, he rettinied with one of his 
assistants, Clifford, to his j^osition on the holders of the Matbur4 
distiict. There ht* busied himseli with raising and training 
levies to be prepared for the storm which he tlid not dpubt 
would soon burst over his head. 

Soon, howevc r, sooner even than he had expected, ths toOs 
begfTi to- close around him. Ten or twelve milw 
encamped a detachment of thop w4li4ir 
hinu ^ contingent. That contingent had already mutinied^ 
and It did not seem at all improbable that the de- 
tachment would follow the example set them. They did so, in 
fact, a few days lati^r, differing, however, frum^niany of their 
comrades, in that they insisted upon seeing weir oncers in 
safety as far as Agra. The senior officer, Captain Alexander, 
urged Thornhill and Clifford to accompany Mm, but Tho rnhill 
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liad but recently sent .two of hie assistants — ^Dashwood «m 
O oiYin — ^to Mathiir4. Ho, therefore, declined the 
tempting offer, and at midnight started, aocom* 
panted ov Clifford, on the chivalrous errand of * 

rescuing his subordinates. 

They reached in safety the bunmlow which had been 
jmpat^ for Dashwood and Colvin, and found them. 

The next day Thornhill recognised the greatness SShwi. 
hf their common peril He leained, in fact, that 
the Europeans at Agra had been oom[ielied to take refu^ in 
the ibrt, and that Mathur4 would proWbly be occupied within 
a few hours. Flight was the only resource. Even the S^iha 
came to counsel it. But whither? I'he debate amongst the 
Englishmen was long. I'homhill was for trusting to the road; 
the others wen* unanimous in favour of the river. Just then, 
the native oihcials, who had heard fiom the servants of the 
intend^ departure, oame into the room to ask if it were true. 
** I told them,** writes Thornhill, our intentions, and then I 
asked them to answer me faithfully whether they thought that 
in going by land I was ^oing wnndy. Among my attendants 
was an old man ; he had served the Government from his 
boyhood. As I spoke ho stoo|>ed down, clasped my knees, and 
raising his face, he implored me not to set foot in the boat. 
*‘On your horse,** ho said, “you can ride U* the right or to the 
left, but oru^e in the boat you can go only where the stream 
may carry you.” Two hours later, after leave-takings from the 
Seths and other events full of the m«a$t interesting details. Thorn- 
bill and Joyce, the two old companions, set out on 
horseback, leaving the others to make their way, 
asHhey had stdeeted, in the l»oat. The tvro horsemen 
bad a small escort, umoi^st w’hom was a landovrner 
and his son, to wdiom Thonihill had then recently rendered 
atftme kindness. 

They rode through the streets silently, and effected an 
e^ess <r<im the gates by representing, through the 
advanced men of the esctirt, that they were Govern- 
ment horsemen going to patrol the road. They 
traversed safely the village of AuraugaMd, and 
after progresdng somewhat further were joined hj another 
P^y of native horsemen sent by the frdm Mathuid, 

This increased the escort to forty. A little feirther th^ oame 
upon two mm mounted cm a camel, who had been sent by the 

H 2 
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S^ihs to ooUoot news, and who were returning to MathniA. 
From these Thornhill learnt that the rebel army was marol^g 
on Agra ; that the road as far as that ^laoe vras quite quiet ; 
but mat the enemy’s pickets wore stationed along the road, 
and ihat a detachment of 120 horsemen occupied the town of 
Farah just ahead of them. 

This information was alarming, and the men of the escort 
counselled a return to Mathura. Thornhill and his 
iiwMents companion, however, resolved to proceed. By taking 
a circuitous route they managed to escape the danger 
at Farah ; but when they halted some distance beyond 
it, they found that of the forty men of their escort but eight 
remained. The rest had deserted. Among those absent were 
the landowner and his sob, previously referred to, who had with 
them two out of the four guns. Undismayed, however, they 
advanced at a walk, when, after they had, with difficulty, 
cleared a ravine, they were joined by the landowner and his 
son and four of the missing men. They still proceeded slowly 
on account of the badness of the road, when, on reaching the 
high road, the clouds broke, and a dclp, dull, lurid glare some 
distance beyond them gave evidence that Agra was in flames. 
They still pressed on, however; traver^ safely a village 
which was to l>e feared ; and, wet to the skin, for it 
They men had rained during nearly the whole night, moved 
fiowSrST* on as quietly as they could, when they were alarmed 
by a clanking sound which they recognised as pro- 
ceeding from chains. A few minutes later the sight of ‘‘ a row 
of dark figures, proceeding in single file, one beliind the other,” 
Awd clanking a chain with every movement, brought to them 
the conviction that the gaol-birds of the Agra gaol had broken 
loose. 

The men glifb*d by apparently not caring to notice the 
strangers. A little liter, another danger seemed to present 
itself Joyce, who was riding beside Thornhill, suddenly called 
upon him to l)e on his g^iai^. A fresh long file of ga#l-birds, 
sncumbeitMl with their chains, jias^od them **so close that,” 
writes Thornhill, “ I could have touched them.” As thc> pushed 
on they encountered many similar gtoups, all passing without 
attempting to molest. At last came the crisis. ' A liftm beyond 
a village which they had passed the fugitives came upcm a lAUt, 
outside of which were tethered horses, one of them saadled with 
an English saddle. The hut was full of men. ThomhiU had 
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but just taken in the scene when the chief of his horsemen, 
DiUwar Kb4n by nam^ called out : “ Gallop for 
your lives; for your lives gallop 3 ’^our horses!" 
whilst, in reply to the inquiries piooeeding from the 
hut, he called out that they were horsemen of the 
Emperor, proceeding to Agra on urgent business. As the 
Englishmen dod they were consciotiH of pursuit. After galloping 
half a mile Thonihiirs horse liegan to tire, and he propt>sea to 
DiUwar Khfin to pull up and walk. But DiUwar only answered : 
“ the whip ; use the whip ; push on for your life ! ” At the 
end of another half mile, however, the horse w*as Si> blown that 
Thornhill had to pull up and walk. When they counted heads 
they found that the part}^ now c^msisted only of Thornhill, 
Joyces Dilrtwar Khtin, two guides, and a lad. Many other 
dangers w* re enevomtered. They w'ere all met, as danger to be 
snocessfully encountered tiiust be met, w ith boldness and presence 
of mind. Schui they heard from a Fakir of the disastrous defeat 
sustained by Brigadier Polwhele at Agnm They 
pushed on notwithstanding, and reacheil the village 
of Sikandrah. Agni was stiB four miles distant, and 
they had l<een told that the victorious rebels w^ere besieging 
Agra. 0 >er the country U*tw*ci*n them and the fortress 
hovered Uio glow as of an expiring bonfire." They passed 
several sm<mldering bungalows, the wall of the gaol, several 
groups of men, and finally the dangerous Eotwili, ruled over 
by a Kotwal in the interest of the King of DebU. They 
were now oouiparativcdy safe, unlesis indeed they should have 
been suspecte<l and pur^^ued. At length they reached the fort, 
and after some preliuiinaries, which might have been dispensed 
with, Thornhill and Joyce wore admitted. But the 
garrison refused to admit DiUwar Klnin and the 
guides. The tw»o Englishmen were safe, but, Mr. 

Thurtihill writes, nothing had saved them but ** the 
darkness of the night, the torrents of rain, and the fidelity 
of Dilawar Klnin.*' I would add that there was something 
else which he whs t^>o modest to mention. There was the 
brave spirit, the resultite heart, the determination at all baaaids 
to go forward.*^

mteraiaiiff bodk It would seem that be and his eoa^paiiiiiiui had tiddea 

through the lebelanay; that i^on mohiag Rikandiah, th^ had idlwid 
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Mr* Thomhill remained in the fort nntil the fall of DehU 
and the subsequent defeat of tlie rebels before 
Agra by Cotton and Greathead (October 10, 1857), 
made it possible to resume the offensive. Cotton 
then marched on Mathura, accompanied by Thornhill. He, 
indeed, would have infinitely preferred that a smaller force 
should have been sent — “ a few soldiers and a couple of guns ** ; 
but he was overruled. As it was, Thornhill w*i« le-instated at 
Mathur4, but when the column had reached the extremity of 
his district, it was suddenlv recalled. Remaining with Thornhill 
at Mathurd were the gallant and faithful Joyce, the gallant 
de Kantzow, whose name lias been often mentioned, never except 
to praise him, in previous volumes of this history, and a young 
CNistoms’ officer who had l>een Thonihill’s companion at Hodai. 
Gradually, under Thornhill’s able management, the district 
quieted down ; ladies returned to the city ; and the peace waa 
not again disturbed. 

Farrukb&bad, Mainpiiri, and Itawah have l>een so fully treated 
in previous volumes that but a slight notice of them 
gjrukhA. will suffice. 

Futhgarh. Of the Nawab of the first of these, Tafaazul 
Husain Khan, there has l>een told all that is neoet- 
saiy in the third and fifth volumes.* In the same pages of tiha 
third volume have also l>een related the catastrophe that 
attended our countrymen at, and in endeavouring to escajie 
firom, P'athi^aih. That station, the civil station of the district, 
is al^ut eighty miUs above K an hpiir, three from the town of 
FarrukhabM. The story of it in 1857 ocunes entirely within 


the advice of Dilawar Khan, and tiikcn ttie wtiich avoidt^] the eitiv 
they viould have met the main army of the inutiiiK'rtk Further, ThomllUl 
ssoerhaned, many yean* later, that it wa» only by up[>arent »c<*tdent that lie 
eacajKM;] lieinij: murdcri^ juat iMdore tie hdt Alathuru Wtu'ii we entex^ 
the Seths* bouse in the aft4>niooii,** ho writoM.** iheir ^fubaiiuimdan gitafut 
proposed to rounler us all as we Mit on the lermce, Tho tnainig»'? humd 
of itie plot; be ran and iotbrmed his masters. They were terriied, half 
•lQpefie<ri. He implored them to exert themselves, wanting tbein tliat if m 
Ml the English Government would take a terrible veog<mnee, and tliat Uttif 
deatmctioxi would fall on them and theur liouse. tJxwd tliua by ihsjbr 
manager, the B^ths went down to their guards, and hy threats, peiwMhmb 
and some display of force, they succeed^ at length in indncfiig th# fMKI 
to abandon their design.^ The Muhammadaiis did not renounce their dm^n, 
bm proposed to kill the two Englishmen as they left the honaa. Bilm

sufRcient length. 

Similarly with Hainp^rl and Itdwah. The events at the 
former station are told in the first, third, fourth, and 
fifA volumes; at the latter, in the third, fouith, 
and fifth.^ The-e stations were, throiighr»ut the 
period of the mutiny, on the very field of military operations. 

• The same may likewibe bo said of Agra. To that station I 
have devoted two chapters of the third volnnjo; . 
one of the fourth, and a portion of one of the fifth. 

I could not write nK>ro without giving to the events at this 
station, im[Mirt«nt as they were, an undue j)romjnenoe. 

I pro|K>se now to ask the reader to accomjtany me into those 
districts of Rohilkliand, the occurrences in which have not been 
told in sufiicient detail. 

Bohilkhand is a division in the North-Western Provinces 
comprisinff the districts of Bar6H, MurAdal>ad, 

Bijnaur, Budiiun, 8hahjah4npfir, and the larai 
Parganahs. Of these I 'have told at sufiicient length of all 
except Bijnaur.t To that district I proix«e to devote a few 


Mjnaur is a district in BohUkhand, containing an area of 
eighteen hundred and eightj'-two square miles, 
and a population of noarl}’ seven hundred thoufuiud 
souls. It is bound* d on the north-east by tin* hiU district 
of Gahrw41; on the east and south-east by Muraddbad ; 
on the west by Minith, by Huzafianiagar, and by Scibaranpur. 
In 1857 the magistrate and collector of this district was 
Hr. A. Hhakospeor. but at the station of Bijnaur. which gave 
its name to the district, were likewise Mrs. Shaki^spear; the 

e *nt magistrate, Mr. G, Palmer; the civil surgeim, 

. Knight, and Mrs. Knight ; Mr, Robert Currie, ^ 8h*k*. 
C.S., on his way to the hills; Mr. Lemaistre, the 
head cjerk; Miv. Lemaistre and three chiWren; 

Mr. Johnson, a clerk; Mr. Murphy, a clerk; Mrs, bumut? 
Murphy and four children ; and mr. Cawood. 

Though Bijnaur was but forty miles distant from Mirath, the

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news of the terrible events there of the 10th of May did not 
reach Mr. Shak6>pear till the 13th» and then only 
Themattny thrimgh natives. That officer at once oudeavoured 
to ascertain the real facts of the caso by communi- 
cating with ^Iirath. But the whole country was 
up. The hereditary instincts of a marauding section of the 

g )pnlation, extienu-ly piolific in those parts, known as the 
ujars^ had been thoroughly roused, and their appetite for 
plnndei h*<d been hotted by the rivalry of the convicts escaped 
from the Mirath gaol, who, s|)teading over the countiy% stepped 
and plundered everyone, not excepting the meanest 
rouses the traveller, it seems prolmble, also, that they stopped 
the communications near Mirath, for it is a curious 
fact that the horsemen sent by Siiake8{>car to that 
station on the 13lh of May, took the firjjt intelligence of 
the mntiny of the 10th to the ]>olice statioii of Bai^uua, which 
was on the high road between ^lirath and Bijnaur. 

The indiscriminate plunder of wliich I ha\ e 8|X)ken attained 
in a few days so alarming a pro]K>rtion, that 
Shakespear found it was necessary for the letention 
(Udofibe of Britislj authority to take stringent measures to 
ei^^Und- repress it. lie accordingly called on the principal 
landowners of the district to afford him all the aid 


in their power, at the same time he sent a notice to all native 
soldiers on leave at their homes to come to the 
andofaoi- station and give their wirvWoH to tlm State. Both 
these appeals were res|X)nded to fairly well. The 
chaudhari.>* of Hitldaur and Tajpur responded on the 
23rd« and a few non-commi.vjioned officers and men, chiefly 
belonging to the iriegular Ciivalry, came on a few days later. 
At the same time the j)olice wm* considerably strengthened. 
But events \^ ere maiching too fast oven for they 
precautionary measures. On the li)ib of May the 
gaol at Muradabad was broken ojieu, and worst 
prisoners connected with the Bijnaur district were released, 
llie freedom of these men added enormously to the inseemriQr 
of life and property in the neighbouibood. To add to tlm 
general danger, three hundred of the sapiiers and miners who 
bad mutinied at Bdrkf entered the Bijnaur district and entered 
into negotiations with Mahroiid Kbdn, Naw4b of Najib4bAd« 


A chaudliirf is the bead man of a village^ 
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with the view, ae it was then suspec^, and snhsequenily 
transpired, to making an attack on the chief station* P!ventaally« 
however, these mutineers preferred to proceed to Murad4U^ 
plundering on their road the town of Nagbina.* On the very 
day, however, the 21st, on which they entered that town, the 
prisouem broke out of the gaol in Bijnanr itself* 

Sir. Bhakespear hurrie<l to the spot followed by 

some horsemen, and 8Uccc«<Hled in stopping further 

egress, 8<ime of the prisoners falling under the fire of 

his 4*1 lowers. While thus engaged, he despatched the joint 

magistrate, Mr. G. Palmer, to pursue the fugitives. The result 

wouhi in all ]>robability have Ijeen satisfactory 

but for the iicculeiital refuge afforded to the male- 

factors by a sand-l^ank in the river, on which they 

had collected. To hociire them here foot-soldiers 

were necessary, and liofore these could airive night had set ixu 

Under cover of darkness, two hundred and fifteen of them 

managed to esca}>e.t 

It was evident to Mr* Shakes}>ear that the love of liberty 
had far less prompted this ouibuMk than a lust for 
plunder, for the new^s of the disordered state of the McimuS* 
^triots had penetrateil ev en w ithin the gaol. U nder 
bis charge, m the treasuiy, within a short distance 
of the gaol, were the moneys belonging to Government, the 
collections of the district, amounting to a considerable sum. In 
a station, the capiul of a surging liistricb where the number of 
the Europeans could l>e countetl on the fingers, this treasury 
could no longer be considen^d safe from the greed of the di^ 
organised rabble. It eertiinly could not be defended against a 
deleriuinod attack. Under those circumstances the happy 
thought occuri'cd to Bhakesix-nr to throw all the ouiu, except 
^le small aim unit necessary h>r current ex|>ensi^8 into 
a well, the mouth of which (H>uld bo defended from the 
roof (ftjthii treasury building. lie carried out tliis measure. The 
result showoil his prescience. Even the most covetous felt that 
the abstraction of the ru}>ecs had l>cco!ne a service fraught writh 
certain death to those who should be foremost in the attempt,

t ^en bad been kihed, and one bandied sad tmiiysij;, of wbm 
bad been weuaded, were leeaptmed. 
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The precaution had not been taken one hour too itoon. That 
very evening Mahmiid Khdn, the Naw4b of whom I 
have already spoken, arrived with a number of 
empty carts, and announced his intention to carry 
off the money to Najibdbdd. Even he quailed before the 
prospect of extracting it from the well. Yet the 
Sw trouble. seemed at the mercy of this man and his 

^ ^ ^ Pathdn followers, evidently unsettled and dan- 

gerous, disappiunted, too, in their hopes regarding the rupees. 
The two days that followed weie very eriticitl. On the 
third day, fortunately, tho retainers of the Hindu 
Thestetionifl zaminddrs arrived, and having in the interval raised 
Sb* vrtrafof 8<^nie horse and taken measures for the ]>rotection of 
hSd* lucre* station, Shakespear felt able to think of offensive 

measures. He was further confirmed in this view 
by the arrival, on the 28th, of fourteen sawdrs, 
nearly all leave men, under the command of a Kisald4r of tho 
6w41i4r contingent, followed by twenty -five sixw irs of the now 
Hnnidabad levj*, and forty Sipahis of the 20th Native Iiifantiy 
— a regiment which, though mistrusted, had not then mntiniea. 

Shakespear’s first act was to send Mr. Palmer with the 29ih 
Sipahis and thirty sawars to coerce a large body of 
marauders near Mandawar, a large and wealthy 
town which they were threatening. Palmer stmclc 
the rebels most successfully, and quieted the district. The 
next person to deal with was the Nawab. This man. Imffled iit 
his hopes legarding the ha^l returned on the 23rd, with 

his carrs still empty, to Najibahad. A week lateTt 
TbeXaw&b however, he retirne<l, uninvittsl, acoompanied by 
upwards of two hundred stal wart Pathdns, armed wita 
luatchlocks. His demeanour showed that he meant 
mischief, but that he was prepared to wait for the opportune 
moment. To get rid of him was difficult yet most neoossafy^ 
Shakes|>ear attempted the task, and after some t|roublef 
i»«r. persuaded the Naw4b to move to a Utile distance to 
settle some Mewdtf marauders, hoping, during bm 
absemee, to be able to do much to restore confidence. 
These ho|s;s w^ero doomed to be disappointed. The mutiiiy 
at Bardli on tho 31st of May * produced effects which were 
fi»lt all over Buhilkliand. Shakespear had heard mmonxi of 
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the erent on the let, but rumonrs in thone days were oommon. 
He reoeired anthentjc information only on the 3rd* 

The danger was indeed imminent. ' The NawdVs 
Path^ns were close at haiid^ and it was but too 
clear that the forty men of the 29th Native Infantry 
would follow the example set them by their 
brethren at IJar^U. But in this conjuncture Shakespear dis- 
played both judgment and decision. He at once 
recalled Palmer, under whose orders the men of the 
29th ^ative Infantry w-cre serving, and on their 
arrival (lespateh<*d them instanth*, lH»forc* tliey auild 
communicate with anyone, to rejoin their headquarters. 

At this tune a party of the 4th Irregular^ commanded by 
Lienienant iiough, arrive^l from Mirath with a string 
of camels to carry off a portion of the Government 
ittcmey at Shakosj^ear’s disposal. The roads vvere 
unsafe ; a long string of camels carrying coin could 
not be gtianied efficiently by nineteen men, and 
every one in the district was aware of the purpose 
for which the camels had arrived. Again did Shakes^^r dis- 
play his judgment For camels he substituted elephants. He 
loaded the^ animals with fifty tliousand rupees, am! Ooiigh uras 
thus enabled, by making a force^il march, to accomp]^h his 
journey in safety at the same time tiiat he lelieved B^our of 
that which mi«t tempted the miKcreants of the period. 

But darker times wei^ at»pn»aching. The revolt at Bar6U^ 
had, as I have said, pn>duct^l a ItTinexkt all over 
Bohilkhand. f'mra the 2nd of dune communications 
between Engl^^h authortiics els*‘wheTt' and Bijjnaur 
ceased. That place was c ut ofl* from the* outer world. 

Afiairs were in this darkened condition when Mahmud Ehfin, 
Nawib of Najiltabad, suddenly returned from the 
dfttrict. That retuni was occasioned solely by a Tbf*!y*fris 
report which had reached him that Shakc^sii^r was 
ateut to make over the remainder of the money 
under his charge to the loyal Hindu chaudluiris* Mahmiid 
Kh4n arrived evidently reserved to lake strong measures. To 
men of his class and country, placed in the extiuordinary 
position in which they found themselves in 1857, the proverb, 
a’es# que le premier pas qai ca4te, is spet^ly applicable* 
Accustomed fbom their- earliest childhood to respect British 
authority, habit had beomne a second nature and it was net 
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without a very extraordinary effort that they were able to 
break through the iron bar by whicn it bound them* 
Ml- ^ broken, there remained no extreme 

men of villainy of which they would not be capable. The 

Nawib! memory of the old lK>n(l, indeed, incit^ them to 

exti*eme moisnres They felt, when they had oom« 
mitted themselves, that a return to the former condition was 
impossible ; that thenceforth their safety required the death *01 
those against 'whom they had lifre<l their hands. Shakespear 
was thoroughly cognisant of this feeling. He deemed it, .there* 
fore, of the utmost importance to soothe the Nawiib, to persuade 
him not to take a st^‘p which would be irrevocable, which would 
commit him to murder. Fortunately he had at his hand an 
instrument for the pur|) 0 '«e — a Muhammadan official of proved 
loyalty and trust named S.uyid Ahmad Khan. This man, sent 
hy Shakespeiir to the N.awiib, succeeded, by dint 
ShAkespecr of smooth words and assurances, in inducing him to 
bSJ**** remain still on the further bank of the Itubioon. 

Ha continued, however, #in a dogged and perverse 
humour, and dtclin(*d to go and see Mr. Shakespear. 

That evening, the 7th of June, news reached the station of 
the assumption of authority by the rel>ol Kh4n, 
l^hddur Khdn, and of the murdeis ajinmitted at 
Bareli and Muraddhdd. It was now clear that a 
sentence of death had been pronounced against every European, 
every Christian in Bohilkhand. 

Under these circumstances, the pressing character of which 
was increased by the rumour that the detachment of 
the 29th Native Infantry was on its way to Btjnaur, 
ciwrgeorthe there remained no hope of saving the station. Mr. 
SeS2^b. fcjhakespear determined, then, as a first measure of 
precaution, to place the ladies in safety by escortijig 
them to a point br^j-ond the pp vince. But such an operation 
nould not Ikj undertaken without the consent of tho^Naw4b. 
With the Nawab, then, Shakespear entered into an acoommo* 
4ation, by virtue of which that nobleman agreed to take charge 
of the district during the ten days for which Shakespear and 
bis companions propo.sed to absent themselves. The Naw4b wns 
not authorised to collect revenue, but as be would have to meet 
heavy charges, the money in the treasury was placed at his 
disposal, and he was required to keep a regular aooount of its 
^nxpenditure. In common with almost erery other EngUihmsii 
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in Xndia, Shakespear believed that Dehlf would fall aa aoan aa 
the Zbglish force appeared before it, and that, within the ten 
daya he had covenanted for, he would be able to return with a 
anfficient force to put down all disturbance. 

He and his companions — those whose names have been 
already given/ bad intended to start early on the 
morning of the 8th for Bdrki, forty-three miles J^*2r**^ 
distant, and, marching all night, to reara it the same uaimuA 
evening. The party was, however, so much de- ISS!*”** 
layed in crossing the Ganges, that they were 
obliged to make fur Muzafiamagar instea^l. Here doubts arose 
regarding the fidelity of the escort. The travellers, then, after 
resting one da}', pushed on for Kfirki, escorted by twelve 
troopers of the 4th fm^gtilars, a detachment of which regiment 
was stationed at Mnzalaniagar.t Here they arrived on the 
night of the 11th of June. 

It now became Shakes[>ear’8 great object to return to his 
district. He made numlierless efibrts to organise 
a small party of Gurkha^* or Europeans or other 
men who c*^>uld he deptmded u|)on to efiect this 
object. Hut I>ehlt had not fallen, and every srddier 
was required to aid to contribute to its fall. Not a man, then, 
could be pr< ‘Cured. 

Meanwhile, Mahmud Khdu was carrying all before him at 
Bijnaur. 11 is first act wiis to proclaim himself ruler 
of the district under the king of Dehli. He next 
fished up the remainder of the money from the well. 


and sent it to his own house at Najil>aba<l. Then, having 
stoppeil the jiosts, placed guards at the femes, and increased his 
forces as iniieh as possible, he despatched a confidential servant 
to Dehli to endeavour to obtain authority from the 
king to hold the district in his name. He proceeded «fc«|ictUM 
a| the same time to alter the weights and measures, ShLlofS^ 
sulistituting for thi>se of the Company others of a 
difierei^t character, Ixraring the imperial stamp of Dehli. 

The cause which, perhaps, more than any other contributed 
to the downfall of the Mughul dynasty was the system of 
persecution for religion, inaugurated by Aurangzib. It is

t Thu dotachment rose a few daya later and muxdered the adhitaat. 
Ideuienani ^thu 
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remarkable ihat» whenever and wherever the Muhammadans in 
India obtained Hupremaoy during the period of the 
^r«^rof mutiny they showed the same inclination. The 
Nawab was no exception. He had sctih^ly consoli- 
dated, as he thought, his usurped authority than he 
be^an to use it against the Hindus, leaguing himself with that 
object with oo-religionists without birth and without character, 
and whose co-operation under other circumstant^es he would 
have spurned. His first operations were successful, Umr&o 
Singh, chaudhdrf of Sherkot, was compelled to flee the country 
with the loss of a gimt piirt of his property. This success was, 
however, fatal. It impelled the Hindu village chiefs, who had 
hitherto stood aloof from each other, to eoiuhine. An oppor- 
tunity soon offered which enabled them to make their oom- 
bination felt. 

To cariy^ on his plans against the Hindus the Nawdb had 
weakened his own forces at Bijnaur, whcie ine himself 
Tbe Hindus remained. Taking advantage of this circumstauoe, 
expsihiin, the younger of the < ’haudharis of Haldaur, combining 
with the Chaudhuris of Bijnaur, suddenly attacked tlje 
Kaw&b on the morning of the 6th of Atigust ami drove liim in 
p^ecipitou^ flight to NajibabM. The immediate result was 
not altogether satisfactory. It is true that the town was saved; 

but the j)ubho and private property <*ut,siilc it fell 
te^idondfredT hands of the rabble, who had j<»nied the 

Chaudharis simply with the ho])e of j>i under, and 
who were altogether beyond control.* 

Before the events iff the 6th of August could Ik* made known 
to Mr, Shake^pear, that g<*ntleman, satistied that 
trtmtSwthe ^awub was not bo tnisted, had reHolv<;d to 
c.biri>?r^f the cancel the written authority he had given him fo 
fdyidMilbam- district. He wrote a letter to that 

nuKiAna. effect on the 7th, and by the saiiNi op[>urt«nity 
directed.tlie Ciiaudharfs to oonsidei themselves re- 
sponsible for their respe- tive properties and the quiet of the 
district. But when, a little later, information of the events of 
the 6th reached him, he saw that more decisive measures were 
required. It hap[)ened that there were on tlie sjiot two Mu- , 
hammadan gentlemen of conspicuous loyalty — Muhammad 

* A type of the proceedings which would certainly take place all awwt 
India if the protecting hand of England were to be witlidrawn. 
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Balunst Eh&n, the deputy ooUectot, and Sai^d Ahmad Ehdo, 
alrei^y referred to. Snakeep^r ihon directed these gentlemm 
to assume charge of the district. They obeyed his orders, 
assumed the office ou the 16th of August, and devoted to it the 
loyid zeal and true-hearted decision by which their conduct had 
Imn fdways characterised. > 

But every day now saw a fresh complication. The quarrel be- 
tween the Muhammadans and the Hindus beciime so 
ejnbittcred that the Nawab sounded the religious 
war-cry of the former, and, at the head of an in- 
ftiriat^ band, marched to the vicinity of Bijnaur on i 

the 23rd. He first turned and plundered a Jut village, and 
then marched on Bijnaur. There tnere were no defenders. The 
Hindus had gone to Kaghina to oppose there an anticipated 
attack from another paiiy of Muhammadans. Under those cir- 
cumstances the two loyal officials above cited deemed it advisable 
to retire to llaldaur. Meanwhile the Muhammadans had taken 
and sacked Naghina. They then advanced on Haldaur, defeated 
the Hindus who moved from that place to meet them, and were 
only prevented from de^ruying it by the outbreak 
of fires ill all directions, which hindereil their ad- 
Ttfnce. Bijnaur, however, fell into their hands. The 
two loyal Oovermneiit officials fled at'uwss the river, 
and one or two of the Hindu Uhaudharis {|uittt^i the district 
which no lunger off* red them a sjile habitation. 

From this lime the district was a prey to civil war l>etwcen 
the menil>ers of the opjiosite faiths, ouch alternately 
gaming some advantage, Some atte mpts were made 
at reamciliati^m, but neither l^rty had .Hufficientl}^ SlJraSJf 
felt its inferiority to the other. At length, ou the 
18th of Septeml»or, the Hindus ex|>erieiiced a dtH'isive defcati 
and another attempt was made to induce tlu iu to submit to 
Mahtnfid Khan and his followers. Nothing, how- 
ever, could tempt the younger Chaudharfs to place 
themselves in the power of the Muhammadans, and towards 
the en!I of the month they escaped across the Ganires to 
Mixatb. . . 

Just about this time a wanton massacre of unoficuding Hindus 
confirmed the supremacy of the Muhammadans. But 
as always has happened in such coses — as, till the nupaicai 
race greatly changes, always will hajppen — no sooner JSnkSSf** 
was their supremacy unoontested than disputes

brake out among themselves. Finally, these ^lispntos were^ 
arranged by the csonferring on the Nawdb the chief authority, 
with an allowance of twelve thousand rupees a month, havings 
under him Mdrah Khan, a noted bad character, his own eldest* 
son, and his nephew. The two first were to contribute two- 
' thirds, the last one-third, of his salary. This arrangeiaon t lasted 
till the 22nd of February, 1858. 

The Muhammadans now l)ecame so strong that notorious 
freebooters from neighbouring districts gathered to^ 
road*nl”uir party ; they even attracted thiee princes of the 

5ei*r«kt8^'^ imperial family of Dehli. I'hoy then began to make 
•mi® the successful raids across the border, and to burn and 

plunder at their will. They did this on several 
occasions in December 1857 and January 1S58. On the 5th of 
the latter month they croased the Ganges with a largo force and 
two guns, burned the station of Miranpur, proclaimed the Naw4b, 
and retreated before the British troops could intercept them. 
Two days later they carried out the same prxigrannne at Khankal 
and Hardwar. On the 9th, emboldened by their success, they 
again crossed the Ganges — this tiipe only to repent their 
audacity, for they had the misfortune to fall in ^ith a party 
Bent from Rurki under Captain H. Boisragon. This affair, 
which redounded greatly to that officer’s credit, merits s|>ecial 
notice. 


As soon as the news regarding the three raids into British 
territory, just referred to, learhed Hurki, the officer conimauding 
at that place, Captain Iteid, directed Lieutenant T. lioisragon, 
commanding at Manglaur, to proceed at once wdth his detach- 
ment ♦ towards Maiapiir. Liout<‘nant Boisragon. 
received this order at 8 o’clock on tho evening of the 
8th of January. He set out at once, and marching 
across a country, very indifferent for guns, reached 
Maiapur at 9 o’ehxjk the next morning. There he was joined 
by his brother (’aptain H. Boisragon, the district staff officet, 
accompanied by Captain H, limminond, B.K., IJeutenant 
Thomason, B.E., Mr. Melville, B.C.S., and a few sawars.* Cap^ 
fain Boisragon at once took command. 

Accompanied by the gentlemen named and three or four 
sawdrs, Captain Boisragon proceeded down the bank of ih» 


* OonsiBiing of fifty Qiukhis, fifty Sikhs, and two 6-poiiiiditf goiia under 
lieut St. George, B.A. J ^ a 
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liTtr In BMToli of tlio enemy. After e ride of between two end 
three miles he came snddemy upon their oamp, pitched i^thin 
a few feet of the water, opj^onte to the ford* of Anjon, a 
distance of about three miles in a direct line from 
Khankal. Owing to inequalities in the groimd, 

Boisragon could not gainaclear view of the position, 
bathe ascertained that they numbered certainly five 
hundred, and that they hi& at least one gun. Boisragcm and 
his party then fell baoK leisurely on their camp, to wait till the 
moveqient of the rebels should be more pronounced. 

His patience was not long tried. The following aftemootiy 
about two o’clock, Boisragon received information that the rebels 
were crossing the river in force, and that a great number had 
established wemselves to the south of EJiankal, which th^ 
were about to enter. Leaving a small party to protect his camp 
and watch the ford, Boisragon marched with the _ 

test of the detachment to Khankal, entered it from 
the north side, traversed the main street, and went 
ont from the south ^toi just in time to prevent the en* 
tranoe of the rebels. Detaching his few mounted meai (sixteen 
men 1st Panj&b Cavaliy ) to cover his flanks, Boisragon, with his 
small force,* advanced to cut off the rebels from the town of 
Jow&lApdr, in which he believed they had many sympathisers. 
Posting the ipns between that town and a large building, he 
sent the Gurkhis on the extreme right, under Lieutenant Bois- 
ragon, to attack their loft flank, whilst the Sikhs, who were 
next^ the guns, should char|ro their front. The attack was 
irresistible. One of the rehm leaders fell by the 
hand of Lieutenant Boisragon ; their rank and file 
were thrown back on the river, and soi^ht refuge either iu the 
stream or hy flight along its hanks, m their Sight they were 
followed by the cavalry and considerably cut up. 

Caj^tain Boisragon ascertained that they numbered «««* 
about a thousand and that they had two guns. 

This litifb afiair was the more important as it was 

the first decisive blow at the rebellion so Icmg rampant in 

BohUkhand. , 

To return to Btjnanr. The effect of Boisragon’s rkikay was 

immediately felt in that district No people traverse ^ 

more quioldy than the natives of India the i^aoe SSS!:

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between exalted elation and bitter despondency* Tp con* 
ciliate the small landowners, the Naw^os nephew at onoe 
announced that all rent-free .holdings resumed under British 
rule would be released ; but this helped him but little, and the 
declension of the fortunes of the usurpers was followed bj a re- 
newal of their quarrels. Some bitter disputes ter- 
^ agreement, in virtue of which the 
ancThiA coftd- Naw4b*8 monthly salary was reduced to ei^t 
thousand rupees ; his eldest son was declared his 
heir-apparent ; his nephew was nominated as his 
representative ; two other Muhammadans were promoted to be 

S nerals, and assignments of lands were made to provide for 
eir salaries ; a third was appointed to be commander-in-ohief ; 
stipends were set apart for all the Nawab’s family, and an en- 
gagement was taken from the nephew that he would not aspire 
to the succession, or interfere in any way with the claims of the 
eldest son on his father’s death. 

This tinsel fabric was shattered at the very first push. Even 
whilst it had been building there was being pre- 
Jones's pared at Riirki a British force whose very appearance 
aa^Bohu- Rohilkhand would be suflBcient to shake it to its 
very foundations. On the 17th of April that forcei 
aooompanied by Mr. Sbakespear and others, crossed the Ganges 
near the head of the Ganges canal, and in five days efiectu^lT 
bleared the Bijnaur district in the manner described in the fourtn 
volume of this history.* 

From the date of the crossing of the avenging force into the 
Bijnaur district, Mr. Shakespear resumed his dutiee 
Shakespesr as the representative of the Government. His respon- 
rM^esbis giljiljties were extremely onerous. He was the only 
ofiBcer of the column who had any acquaintance with 
the country, so that matters connected with the department of the 
Quartermaster-General were mainly dependent fipon 
dwed^hta opinion and advice, and, added to this, it da- 
te Jones's volved upon him to decide the measures which should 
be taken for the punishment of offenders and for the 
restoration of order. In a sketch such as this is, it is impossible 
to render full justice to all that Mr. Shakespear in a very brief 
period was able to accomplish. The principle upon which be 
acted was to mark in an effective manner the ^pleasure of

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the Government, whilst opening to all, ezo^t to actual miir* 
derers, a way of reconciliation and pardon« Thns-^ven before 

sentiments entertained by the British Government 
r^^rding the Naw&b, the hall of audience atNajib4- SSiS. 

was destroyed ; the district wasat the same time 
dominated by the occupation of the fort of Patthargarh in the 
vicinity. These acts accomplished, Mr. Shakespear dxed his 
headquarters at Najibdbdd, re-established the collectorshira and 
poliqp posts in the districts, and endeavoured, by oonciliatory 
measures, to induce the rebel Muhammadans, who had not been 
engaged in any distinct crime in connection with the rebellioii, 
to' return to their peaceful avocations. His measures were so 
&r successful that his police were able, even at that early period, 
to enter the jungles and capture without opposition some 
relatives of the Naw4b. When, after Naghina, he returned, ea- 
oorted only by the loyal Hindus and accompanying the guns 
oaptured at that fight, to Bijnaur, he ascertained that the 
.population were return ing to their normal avocations; that 
traffic was being reopened, and that the collection of rebels in 
the jungles was rapidly diminishing. Mr. Shake- 
spear subsequently visited every part of his district,^ SSiSSliay 
and his firm, conciliatory, and judicious measures, 
speedily removed the very last remnant of discon- store enter i 
tent. As he, at the beginning of the disturbances, 
bad clung to his district longer than any other 
offioer in Rohilkhand, so on their subsidenoe he was able to 
bring back the normal routine earlier than was found practicaUo 
in the other districts of the same province.* 

The ‘‘energy and sound judgment ” displayed by MLr. Shake* 
roear were noticed by the cordial approval of Lord Canning* 
With other civil officers, likewise, he was thanked for his ser* 
Vices as a volunteer with the Rurki force ; but there the public 
acknowledgments ended. In the circumstanoes in which ho 
was pfaoed, no one could have accomplished more than Hr* 
Shakespear. It must have been trying for him to notice, when 
the honours were apportioned, that others who had done less 
were suhetantially rewarded.

Thi Mfrath division comprises six districts, those of Deliri 
Dto, Sahdranpur, Mnzaffarnagar, Mirath, Buland- 
JJJ^^*** shalu*, and Alfgarh. I propose to consider these in 
the Older I have named them. I may premise 
the division in 1857 counted four and a half millions of in- 
habitants; that the Ganges and the Jamnah water^ its 
borders, and that it was bounded to the north by the Siwfiik 
Hills.^ 

I proceed now to deal with the district of Dehr& IXin, a 
TwiMTM district comprising twelve hundred and fifW- 
three square miles, with a chief station of me 
same name, lying two thousand three hundred and sixty-nine 
feet above the sea-level. The district of Dehrd IMn consists of 
a valley measuring about sixty miles by fifteen, partly forest 
and pi^ly tea-plantations, a hill-tract of less extent, and a 
sanitarium and convalescent depdt, containing invalids, women, 
and children, to the number of about two thousand. It is 
bounded on the north by Native States, on the west by Native 
States, on the south by the district of Saharanpfir, on the east 
by the district of Bijnaur. In May 1857, the chief civil 
authority was the superintendent, Mr. H. G. Eeeqp, 
JadSfEnro- assistant being Mr. J. C. Robertson. The gar- 
PMDpomu- rison consisted of the Sirmfir rejdment of Qurkhte 
under the command of Major Carles Beid. The 
Trigonometrical Survey had its head-quarters there

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under Colonel Scott Waugh of the Bengal Engineeif/ Hum 
was a small establishment under the American Piwbyterian 
Board of Missions. There were also some old officers of the 
retired li^t resident at Dehrd, and a very few rich nativest the 
most prominent of whom was a political ditenu^ the B&jah LM 
Si ng h, formerly regent of the Panjdb. 

When the news of the Mirath outbreak reached Mr. Keener 
which was on the 16th of May — ^he was in the heart 
of the hill bubdivisioD, engaged in a survey pie* 
limtnar; to the settlement of the htod revenue. 

Tha tracts wore being swept by epidemic cholera^ 
and there was considerable difficulty in moving the 
4»mp. He came in, however, as quickly as he could, met on 
t£e way with further alarms. On arriving at Dehrt he found 
that Beid’s Gnrkhis had marched to join the main " 
body of troops abont to move from Mlratb npon 
Dehli. A dep6t of eighty men constituted the total 
force left witn him to maintain order. Ho accord* 
ingly lost no time in raising recruits to guard the 
pluses by which his district could be euto^ from the plains. 
B4]ah lAl Singh also placed some of his armed retainers at Mr. 
Keene’s disposal. In a few days news arrived of the fall of 
Bynanr, brought in by the oivil officer of that district. Sahir- 
anpikr still held out under Mr. R. Spankie. The tract to the 
westward, tinder the SirmCr r^jah, was fairly peaceful. The hiH 
tracts to the north were quiescent, except in the British sub* 
divisimiB already mentioned, where petty outrages occurred 
which could not just then be punished. 

Having made such provisions as appeared proper for his 
outward defences, the superintendeiit turned his ^ 
attention to the maintenance of intemal order. For 
ihis^uzposo ho appointed the mess-house of the 
jibsent Ghrkh4 officers as a rendezvous in case of 
alaztit, and enrolled a number of European volunteers whose 
names he placed upon a roster, and with whose aid the town of 
Behta and its environs were patrolled every night at nnfijted 
hours. Bv this device it was calculated that the native pedioe 
wot^ be Kept on the alert bv their ignorance of the exact heur 
whm they might be visited. The snocemi was oompletei no 
post haying Ix^n found deserted, no beat unkept, during the 
whole time of tiouble. 

||attcrs were in a state of tension, but all remained quieir- 
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tritih tibSd exception of one or two fires, probably accidental — ^till 
the middle of J une. Then, one evening, a runner came 
in from the Sfrmfir territory, bringing nem that 
four hundred infantxy and two hundred cavalry from 
the Jdlandhar bri^de were in full march upon 
the district. The messenger brought these tidings in a note 
from a British officer, and they were strictly true. The contents 
of the treasury were at once sent up to Masfiri (the 
hill sanitarium) with a note to the officer command^ 
ing the convalescent depot, requesting his aid. The 
next day was occupied with preparing carriage %nd 
provisions, for the men of the Gnrkh4 depot were to be marched 
out on elephants and the invalids on horseback. That evening 
the force started, about one hundred and fitfty men 
tSSL ^ marched thirty-six miles during the 

4 «»tBsttbe sultry June night. In the morning they arrived at 
Badsndh-bagh, the outer end of the Timli pass, and 
found that their prey had eKCai)ed them. Like 
snakes in the grass, the Sip4his had slipped away during the 
hours neoeesarilv given to preparation.* The force could not po 
&rther ont of the district witnont diaining it of its admin&> 
traiors and defenders; and the rebels had to be left to suoh 
obstacles as they might encounter in other districts. 

This was the most serious military occur lence that took . 
place, with one exception, to be hereafter notiood. It had no 
important results. Still, it was well planned, showing spirit in 
all concerned. The enemy were well armed and equipped, and 
the cavalry superbly mounted on stud-bred horses. With a 
motley force, of which only a small jxjrtiou was British, and 
that composed of convalescents, the task of bringing them to 
book, though a serious one, would ]»robab]y have suooeeded but 
for circumstances which no one could control or avoid* m 
The next trouble that arose was from the lawless state of this 
Sah4raupiir district. Mr. Spankie kept such order 
as the times admitted. Uis coadjutor, Mr. H. D. 
taigtiiofUM Bobertson, was actively engaged in scouring the 
district for the same purpose. But their efforts 
mST were much paralysed by the firotracted defenoe«siid 
prolonged attack going on at Dehli ; and maiauderi

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of tiie old ^jrpe, ^ilto lud given w mnoh tronble in Sboiirf 
days» thirty years before, began to appear. One gang of these 
men oaipe across the border and drove off a herd of oattte after 
killing the herdsman. They were pursued and arrested, brought 
to trim, condemned, and handed within less than thim weeks 
ftom the commission of thw crime. The example proved 
sufficient ; the forays ceased. 

The difficulty which next supervened was as to food and 
money, neither of which are sufficiently produced in 
the vall^, even in common times. Now, when 
“ture was almost suspended by war’s alarms, 
when the roads were almost entirely closed for traffic 
by tbe disturbed state of the country, the difficulties may wdl 
have appeared almost insurmountable. And the population 
never was so large. The wives and families of officers in tbe 
field thronged to the hills, followed by fiocks of servants; and 
the officers — unable to do anything eb»e with their pay— -drew 
it chiefly in the form of orders upon the treasuries of places 
where their wives were harbouring. Of these the most fre- 
quented was that of Dehrai where a run consequently ocenned 
to meet which the resources of the P^nj4b were udd under 
requisition. John Lawrence and Donald McLeod, 
the strong rulers of that nroyince, sent in several 
supplitef which were loyally escorted to Dohrd by 
the yeomanry of the Dun to whom Mr. Keene entrusted the 
duty. On one occasion, Mr. Spankie sent a small sum fifom 
Sah&mnp^r, to fetch which tbe Rev. J. Woodside, an American 
missionary, and Mr. R. Currie, a young civilian, went over and 
brought the cash safely through one of the most disturbed parte 
of the Sahdi'anpfir district. 

These resources proving insufficient Mr. Keene— adopting m 
sugljestion nioiie to him by Captain Tennant, of the 
jpngmeere— <let4)rmined to issue paper money on his mSSm 
ownfesponsibiliiy. Ue, tberefoi^ pi^paiod forms of SJSS^ 
ackniy^Iedi^eut fur sums ninning from one rupee kmmTSSw 
tofifty f wmeh he marked with a crest prees to prevent **^’****^ 
forge^). He then registered these in his treasniy office, and 
issuj^ them tinder his own signature in part paymentof the dil^ 
that were presented ; so much paper and the nalanoe in cadi^

MiMt they could not be neutralised, were reduo^ to a 
minimum. The result was that of all those tender 
beings confided to the superintendent's care, not one 
hair of the head of any suffered wrong, llie oattle-liftin^ above 
mentioned was the only damage that property sustained in the 
Dfin up to the fall of Dehll. After that date, when a militaary 
ixBSioer had been sent to take charge, the Dfin was once inyadea 
at its extreme comer; but the invasion was repulsed with con* 
siderable loss by a party from Burki before the Dfiu foroe ^uld 
oome to the spot. 

The next district in the Mfrath division to be noticed is 
^ Sah4ranpur. This district contains two thousand 
^ * two hundred and tvrenty-eight square miles, and 
comprises the chief station of the same name, on the Jamnsh 
caniX with its Botanical garden ; Burkf, with its eti^neeriilg 
college ; and the sacred town of Haridwdr, on the Gan|^ M 
the foot of the Siwalik range, famous for its sanctitv. To this 
town flock eveiy twelfth year, on Recount of the peculiar 
sanctity then attaching to the festival, no less than thlto 
hundiw thousand pilgrims. In ordinary years the nusilnNr 
scarcely exceeds one hundred thousand. 

In a previous volume I have told briefly of the occurrencei i| 
Saliaranpdr at the time of the great outburst of 
mutiny.* Much more, indeed, might be told 
coolness, always impertnrbable, of the cldei civil 
officer, Mr. Kobert opankie, and of the energy, 
daring, and ^e readiness of resource, of Mr. Dundas BoberMcn* 
But space fails me for more than a general summaiy. It maw 
suffice to state that Spankie, whilst succossfiiUy deluding w0 
own district, was able to assist the districts adjoining his oipti| 
to tell how, at a critical period, he poured grain into the IWiil ^ 
how he organised a oommissariat, and supplied the supeiintoudent 
of the Ddn with funds ; farther, how bv the presti^ df bis 
energy, Maior Baird Smith was greatly aided in his endeHours 
to do something more than hold his difficult position at Bttkl 
Jjk his excellent little work, entitled Ftfh-Semik Hr. 

Kme, CJ.E., has given a iurthmr mma the splMKA; 
mnrum rendered SpanUe Sahiianpfliv thal/S 
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fxopomt toBmke Imt two ei±raoto---the one typical of the mote 
m whioli Towards wore dealt out for servioes renderody the other 


showing how those services were appreciated on the spot. 
•• Mr. Spankio’s servioes,** writes Mr. Keene, ** were 
reoognised by the Home (Government ; the Secretaiy SoSSJSEr*^ 
of State, Sir C. Wood, writing under date, 11th of 
June, 1860, stated that he was oommanded to oonvey 
to him (Mr. Spankie) the gr^iotis approbation of her Majesty 
of his condnct during that critical period. Beoognition, it may 
be thought,** continues Mr. Keene, ^need not have stopped 
here ^ but in times when decorations are so widely won and 
worn, it may be a truer distinction, as Talleyrand said of 
Gastlereagh, to be undeoorated. And one may feel pretty sure 
that in preeerving life and property, mitigating suffering, and 
maintaining the pretstijra and prerogative of his Queen and 
countiy, such a man as Robert Spankie found his truest distino- 
tion and his best reward.** 


Wbilst Spankie and Dundas Robertson was maintaining order 
in and about 8ab4ranpdr, upon Baird Smith it 
devolved to secure the ptatiou of Bhrki. ^Tiat 
Baird Smith was 1 have told in the first pages of 
the first chapter of the fourth volume. I^ut able as he was, 
full of resourues, his ability and bis rceonroes heavily 

taxed to maintain order in a place which was guarded mainly 
by men who sympathised with the rebels. But bo was equ^ 
to the oooasion, as he was to every other presented to him 
in his lifetime. He sent away on duty as many sappera as he 
oould manage to send, and though some of those who remained 
mutinied, he disarmed and dismissed them. Round the work* 


dmps at Rdrki he erected a rough fortification, made over to 
the European and Eurasian garrison he had enrolled the muskets 
and ammunition of the sappera ho had disaraied, and then, 
secure of his dcfencx^s, tumra to see in what manner be oould 
bte assist the general cause. Daring^ as ho was prescient, he 
rescued two ptisonors whom the Romlkhand rebels had seteod, 
collected revenue from the country about him, and by his 
dmneanour and readiness of resource oontribnted greatly to the 
maintenan^ of oommrative order. No one was more sensible 
than he of the aplendid services rendered by Spankie, How be 
apnreciated those services may best be torn in a letter he^ 
addressed to that gentleman in 1860 , and which, I am sure, Mr* 
Kesne^will perdon me for reprinting, in part,|!nm his exoeUut. 
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Imk alzeady referred to. With the exception of the time I 
was before Dehli,*’ wrote Baird Smitht I had con* 
mi stant opportunities of judging, from personU know- 

ledge, of the influence of your resolute administration 
in maintaining peace and order within a district full 
•of the elements of disorganisation. 

** Having to control the chief town of the district, with its 
population of about six-and-thirty thousand, many among whom 
were discontented and fanatical Muhammadans, with numeroiiB 
'Other large towns restless and excited, with a rural population 
oontaining an exceptionally large proportion of turbulent^ 
aggressive and courageous tribes in active revolt against all 
law and order, with actual mutiny and attempted violence in 
the station, you had difficulties to contend with which, 1 have 
ever thonght, could only have been successfully met by a rare 
combination of courage, decision, resource —thorough knowledM 
of native character, and incessant })er8onal vigilance. Aided by 
yonr energetic subordinates, you made law respected through* 
out the district ; saved life ana property within and iHjyond it, to 
an almost inestimable extent ; for if the disaflected had mastimd 
Sahdranpur, Masuri must have been at their mercy with but feeble 
chance of resistance, and the fate of the large and chiefly help- 
less European community there can scarcely be matter of even 
momentary doubt. That you were, under God, the chief means 
of preventing such catastrophes has always l>een my couviotion, 
and in common with many others 1 have felt heartily grateful 
to you for your eflbrts to avert them. 

** On my own behalf I may add, that among the many civil 
officers from whom the necessities of the case compelled me to 
ceek assistance for the Engineer Park during tme siege 
Hehli, there was no one who met my recpiisitions, whether for 
men or materials, in a heartier or more earnest spirit of oo^ 
operation than yourself. The ability to complete the worb 
necessary for the capture of Debli within the short time actual^ 
employed, was not more a consequence of the inde^tigahfe 
exertions of the troops in the trenches, than of the constant and 
laborious preparations systematically carried on for months 
beforehand. To the latter yonr aid was frequent and most 
imj^rtant.'* 

This, indeed, is high testimony, equally honourable to the 
and ^ man whom he addressed, but Bohert 

SiMMdMM. Spankie and his associates deserved every word of 
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it. In a torrible orisby located in one of tlie moat turbalent 
dsatriota in the country, cloae to the capital, which was the 
heart of the conflict, they not only maintained order, but re- 

{ ireased every rising and baffled every scheme of the revoltera, 
n addition, they freely rendered what aid was possible where 
and whenever it was required. 

The next district to be referred to is Muzaffamagar. The 
Muzafiamagar district is bounded to the north by 
that of SaTiaranpur, to the west by the Jamnah, 
to the south by the Alirath district, to the east by the 
Qangee. It thus comprises the northern part of the Duab. It 
contains many populous towns, the chief of which are Muzaffiur- 
nagar, the capital, Kairdna, and KhandlA, and is watered by the 
Ganges, the Jamnah, the Ilindan, the Kali Nadt, as well as 
by tlm Ganges Canal and the Jamnah Canal. Its area is 
sixteen hundred and fifty-six st^uare miles, and, in 1857, 
its population was about six hundred and fifty thousand. When 
the mutiny broke out at Mirath the district officer was Mr. 
Berford, but his health had previousl}^ given way, and ho was 
immediately rephn^ by* Mr. B. M. Edwards, sent from 
Saharanptir by Mr. Spankie. 

* I have des<*nbt*d in the third volume • the earlier occmrrences 
at the sbUion of .Muzaflarnagar. But with the arrival 
of Mr, Edwtit nmtters improved. This able officer 
at onoe asserUnl the British authority, sent ptirties of itoMwf- 
into the district t^) collect the revenue, and restored 
his communications with Mirath and other ^tatlODS. 

The people of the district, like all tho.se in the northern portion 
of the Duab, were naturally turbulent, and the sight of the 
success of the Sipahis in the immediate vicinity was not 
calculatiHl to curb their instincts. One of the leading zamin- 
d4rs, a man called Mohar Singh, took the lead in the develop* 
mont of thi^ feeling by opening out a correspondence with the 
court of Dehli, and by encouraging in their disaflection the 
Hindu ]it^])ulation of Shdiuli, a town twenty-four miles to the 
west of the station of Muzaflarnagar. For the moment Edwards 
could do little to repress him. Shdmli, iudeed, was kept firom 
open revolt by the prehcnce there of a small party 
of horse under Mr. Grant. But a little later the 
ever-zealous Spankie sent to the aid of the magis*

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tzate ft detachment of fifty Qnrkh&e aooompaaied W two 
Britidi officers. With these and two mountain gopB Eowarde 
oooai^ Sh&mli; then on September 14th, leaving at that 
plaoe about a htmd^ and twenty men under his 
SSffy faithful Muhammadan subordinate, the sob-ooUeotor 
Ibrdhim Elh4n, he marched against the fort of 
Burh4na and captured it. His absence from Shdmli, however, 
had been fatal ^ British interests in that town. There was 
ft town called Th4n4 Bhawan contaixung a temple much firo* 
quented by Hindu pilgrims, situated eighteen miles to the 
north-west of Muzaffarnagar, and twenty-eight to the |K>uth« 
west of Saharanpur, the people of which, long passively 
mutinous, had brohen into insurrection on hearing that one of 
their leaders had been executed at Sah&ranpiir. Taking advan*- 
tage of the march of Edwards from Sh4mU, they 
made a dash at that place, and surrounded the office 
in which Ibrahim Kn4n and his men wore posted. 
Ibrahim Khan defended his position all day. but the numbers 
against him were enormous, and towards the evoning these 
Bucoeeded in setting fire to the thatch which covered it. Then, 
utterly worn out, blinded by the conflagration, tbrahim accepted 
terms of capitulation, which assured to him and his companions 
their honour and their lives. The terms of the <^itulaticai 
were broken almost as soon as the capitulation took emct. The 
rebels murdered a htudred and thirteen persons in odd blood 
and plundered the office. On hearing of this Edwards set out 
Edwudsis ^ recover Shdmli, but on his way alarmis^ news 
from Muzaffarnagar called him bacx to that station* 
Learning there of the partial success of the storming 
of Dehli, and receiving reinforcements, he set am 
with some Sikhs, infantry and cavalry, some Guikhts, and two 
suns. Ho proposed to march first on the town which was the 
head and front of the oflending, the town of Thtnt Bhawan. , 
He arrived before it the 16th September ; drove in the enenQ^s ' 
outposts, and attempted to storm. But the business was 
strangely mismanaged. The storming patfy, com* 
posed of Sikhs and Qurkhts, led by Captain Smith 
BbAWlD. and Lieutenant Ouyler, drove the rebem &om the. 

outbuildings, scaled the main wall, effected theif 
entry into the town and captured two jrans. The aflhir wet 
over if only they had been supported* But the robels, like thi 
French in Cremona, when that place had h&m itanneA 
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Prince Eugene with an inferior force in 1702, peroriTing file 
enuJl farce of the stormere, became in tom the anaailanta, and 
forced them to retire. A few days later, howcTer, 
the gidlant Dunlop* arrived wiin reinforcements, 

Th4n& Bhawan was taken, peace and order were 
restored in Sh&mli, and justioe was meted out to the authors of 
the massacre in that town. It is satisfactoiy to be aide to 
record that in this case justioe was really justice. 

Mr. Spankie took care that the courts shouid always 
be attended by a civil officer. He thus ensured a 
result which after generations can regard with satisfaction^ the 
offences being judged without paussion, and punishment beinu 
meted out to those only whose guilt had been absolutely piove£ 
I come now to the town and district of Miraui. The 
district so called has an area of two thousand three 
hundred and seventy nine square miles. It is bounded 
to the north by Muzaffamagar, to the west by the Jaronab, to 
the south by the district of Bulandshahr, to the east by the 
Ckmges. It thus forms part of the Du4b, and is watered by the 
Ganges and the Jamnah, and by the canals formed from those 
rivers. Its chief towns are Mirath and Gh&ziibad. The 
population, in 1857 considerably exceeded a million; it was 
probably just short of twelve hundred thousand. 

In the preceding volumes the reader will find, related at 
great length and in much detail, the earlier history 
of Mirath in connection uith the mutiny. I shail, 
therefore, confine myself here to the record t of the 
daring achievements of the chief civil officer and bis oomp^ons 
which (^ntributed so powerfully, when all was d<>rmant in the 
station itself, to ensure the maintenance of British authority iu 
the district. 

The officer in (jnestion was Mr. Wallace Dunlop, magistrate 
afid collector of Mirath. Mr. Dunlop was travelling 
in the Hiiu41aya mountains when the mutiny brok;^ 
out.^ *He heard of that event at the village of

dringeoidiweie: «*Tliy ways an not our ways, but Ih^ are Just aadlm.* 
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Nagar near the sonroe of the Bi^s river on the diet of May*. 

He at once pushed for the plains, passed through, 
the SimU sanitarium, the inhabitants of which he 
found “ either in the hot or cold fit of panic,” and 
reached Amb^lah on the 9th and Kam^l on the 10th 
of June. At the latter place he received a letter from 
his commissioner, Mr. Greathed, who was with the English 
army before Dohlf, in reply to one from himself asking foraotive^ 
employment, summoning him to the camp. It was just after 
the action of Badli-ki-sarai had been fought— an aotiop ootk^ 
sxdered by every one as a precursor to the immediate storming^ 
of the imjierial city. As Dunlop and Speke rcwle across that 
plain, still strewn with the bodies of the dead Sipahis, the only 
anxiety they felt was the anxiety lest the^’ might arrive too 
late for the great event, to attempt which, in fact, the army had 
atill to undergo three months’ toil, fighting and privations. 

On the very day of his arrival in camp, Dunlop was informed 
by the commissioner that the gentleman who had 
acted for him at Mirath was dead, and that as it was 
of great importance thaf someone jK^sscssing local 
experience should take charge of that district, it wm incumbent 
upon him to proceed thither at once, and that, owing 
to the scarcity of cavalry, ho must find his way 
without an escort. Dunlop started that night on a 
hired horse, accompanied oy one mounte<l orderly^ 
belonging to his district who hap]H^ned to be in 
can^, and rode straight for Bhagpat on the Jamuah. 

Having travelled three consecutive days and nights Dunlop 
was overcome with fatigue when ho reached Bh&gpat. 
Beceived with apparent cordiality by the two senior 
vtrmth native ofiScials oi that place, he threw himself down 
and slept. When ho awoke be found himself sor* 
rounded by natives ; learned that the Muhammadans were ripe 
fiar rebellion, and that the country was becoming every day moro 
dangerous. He devoted a pcjition of the night that folWwed to 
write a rqx>rt of all that ne had heard, accompanied by sug* 
geatioBa from himself to the commissioner, and the following* 
afremoon rode for Mfrath, which he reached the same night. 

Dunlop at once took charge of his duties. Under ordina>sy 
ehrcuxnstanoes they would not have been very different from 
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ihoM doTolTing npoB ciTilians in other large stationn 

held throughout the period ot the mutiny by British troopa» 
But the oirdumBtanoes of Mfrath were not ordinary. 

Only forty miles from Dehli, and surrounded ly ygjjUy 
districts in which mutiny was rampant, it oonsti* SSirtS! 
tut^» in June, 1857, the one spot on the grand 
trunk road running from Allah4b4d to the north-west whidh 
might serve as an effective rallying-point for Idyal natives. 
Dunlop had early experience of this truth. The morning of the 
day^or the second aay after he had taken charge nine Sikh 
horsemen, without arms, rode to his house to report their 
arrival to him as district officer. They represented themselves 
as belonging to the detachment of the" let Oudh Cavalry which 
had murdered Fletcher H^es and two other Englishmen, and had 
then ridden for Dehli. They had declined to accompany thmr 
mutinous comrades, had surrendered their arms to 
Mr. Watson, magi^rate of Ali^rh, and had then 
ridden to Miraih, there to proner their services to 
the British authorities. ^ Dunlop was only too glad 
to engage them. 

Passing over an expedition into the neighbouring distriot, in 
which Dunlop served as a volunteer, 1 come to that {mrt of his 
conduct which rives a sp^ial mark to his prooeedin^ as distriot 
officer, and of 'v^ioh the incident regarding the enridment of the 
nine Sikh horsemen may be considered as the foundation-stone. 

Dunlop had not only found the civil treasuTy of Mirath 
almost empty, but that means of replenishing it 
were wantiiijj. He had no men at his dispel to 
aid in oollecting revenue in the district. Military 
aid could nut to counted upon ; whilst the native 
bankers and merchants of the city, under the circumstances of 
the time, positively refused to advance a loan to the Govern* 
fbent. In this crisis Dunlop, availing himself of the ... 
ready co-operation offered by the brigade-major, 

Celonbl W^h, resolved to organise a volunteer 
troop of European oivil and other offioers then 
refbffees at Mfrath. 

The corps were speedily organised. Major Williams, super* 
intendent of police, was nominated commanding 
officer. Captain Charles D’Oyly* as second in com*

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numd and Lieutenant Tyrwbitt* as adjutant. Tolnnteitoa 
flocked in, and so actively were the drilling, monnting, afld 
arming prooeeded with that within three days one troop, com* 
poeed of Englishmen, Eurasians, and a few Sikhs, was fit fivr 
dnty. The uniform chosen was a suit of dust-ooloured doth 
called kh&ki, and this doth gave the name of the Eh4ki fiia&la 
to the corps. 

The E^&kf Bi841a began its career as a regiment by pm* 
viMini^kf towards the end of June, to attack scxme 

villages only five miles from Mirath, whioll^ the 
Giijars had occupied. Accompanied by two gnne. 
and a few of the Caribineers, they drove out the 
Gdkmi, burned three of the villages, killed several Gi^an, and 
tooic forty of them prisoners. From the date of this sucoessfUi 
attack the revenue collections in the district began. At first 
the task was not easy, but other expeditions followed that just 
recorded, and it was found that every fresh expedition increaasd 
the facility of realising the revenue.f 
It may be interesting to record somp of these expeditions 
On the 8th of July news of the burning of B^gam&b&d, an 
important village about twelve miles distant on the 
road to Dehli, reached Mirath. The atrocity had 
been committed by a large body of Gfijars, and had. 
been accompanied by circumstances of singular atrocity, fha 
victims being a number of loyal men of the J4t tribe who had 
bound themselves together to resist Gdjar incursions. On thkis,, 
occasion, greatly outnumbered and despairing of success, 

J6tB had made a feeble resistance, and hM succumbed. WitUbl^v 
a few hours of the news reaching Mirath, Dunlop set aSN 
oompanied by the Ehdki Bis&la, fifteen of his armed retaiMIS^ 
twenty arm^ native Christians, and two mountain-fUi, 
mann^ by native artillerymen. Pushing on with vigour, 
column reached the ruins of B%azn4b&d by gtey dawn of tite 
morning of the day following the commission of the atrodify* ^ 
The fires were still smouldeiug, the walls were bladkedbdi,

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flooring in many places was dug iip« and a few misesalflo 
fagitjires were seen wandering here and there in the fieldsi 
*S!m nillage of BlkrU two miles distant^ was known to be the 
headqnarters of the G6jars. Thither the Eh4ki 
Bisfla proceeded, and before the alarm oonld be 
raised surrounded it The Gdjars defended them- 
selres with great obstinac^t and five hours elapsed before the 
viotory^was gained. But when gained it was complete. 

*One of the UKjst enterprising and daring of the Giijar leaders 
wee Sih Mall, zaminddr of Bdjrdl^ a man who had 
conquered, and who had since maintained, a kind of !S[S£u2Sl 
feml-indepeudenoe in the town of Barot capital 
of tlto district of the same name in the Mirath division, but in 
riose proximity to DehU. From this district and from Bdjiiii, 
Sih Mall had l> 06 n for some time in the habit of sallying 
to carry fiire and the sword into the neighbouring villii^^ 
proximity of Barot to Dchll seemed to promise mm 
immimity from assault Not so, however, thought 
Dunlop» This gentleman, angered at the ruthless 
destruction wrought by* this brirand and his SedcUiA 
followers upon an unofiendiiig peome, sketched a 
plan for attacking the southern village of the Barpt district 
ny a rapid advance of the Kh&ki Risdla and of such assistance 
as the geneiu^ would afibrd him from Mirath. He 
laid his plan before the general, and obtained his Sa wm 
assent to its execution. Dunlop knew well that 
cousi^xable danger would attend the attempt, as forces wonld 
certainly be sent after him from Dehli ; but he trusted to the 
raridity of his movements, to the increasing distance firom 
DSbU, as he should approach S4h Mairs stronghold of Bajrdl, 
and to the prestige inseparable from audacity. 

Tewi^s the end of July thp expeditidb, composed of two 
mountain-gnns, fifty men of the Risdla, forty men 
doth hifleSf two sergeants, and twenty armed 
bandsnmn, and twenty-seven armed native retainers, 
marched to the vOiago of Dalhanra, on the Hindan, little mcea 
than twenty miles from Dehlf. There they heard heavy firing 
m |he diremon of Deolah, seven miles distant. The ohaudhirf 
yMdman) of D£olah, who was with the British force, was 
despatched at once to loam the cause of the firing. He returned 
during^ night with information that S4h MsHand his Mcnd^ 
M ^ Muhammadan village of Bas&ud, with the 
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intention of attacking D4olah the next day. Early next n^ominjg 
tiie email British party marched on Bas^ud. Their 
apj^aoh was sufSoient. Sah Mall and his fol- 
lowers evacuated the place, leaving large supplies in 
it. Basdud, long used as a store-house for the^rel)el8, was 
burned; the prisoners taken were bhot. The force 
SnBwStl* then marched for Barot. No re\?enue h|Ml been 
collected from this subdivision since the commenpe* 
ment of the mutiny. In fact, the civil establishments had b^n 
driven out in May, and the country had been more or less over- 
, run by the rebels. Dunlop now devised and chrried 
out a daring plan to remedy the evil. Whilst ibl 
force inarched away along the course of the east 
Jaumah ciinal he, taking with him a tiihsildir * and 
two mounted orderlies, visit^ all toe villages on the loft hank* 
moving parallel with the force, collecting sheep and supplies for 
it as he went along, and trusting to his prestige as district 
officer for immunity from attack. 

The experiment was at first most successful. From the fir;?! 

tw'o villages, indeed, the inhabitants had fied, and * 
^pua»t Dunlop’s care was to send out to reasiloro the 
ffO, zamindurs. The third village, Bichj>uri, was a 

Giijar village, the inhabitants of which had taken a 
leading part in plunder and destruction. Dunlop, ncverthelefes, 
entered it ; and here his prestige served him, for, ho records, 
** numbers of armed merf were leaving it as I arrived.” In the 
four villages next visited his reception was not iinfriendly 
inhabitants appeared glad to see the tahsikUr.” From each 
he carried off one or two of the principal landowners as security 
for the Government revenue. The people of the next villagCt 
Barki, were known to be friendly. To his surprki0l . 
then, on arriving before it, Dunlop found tlie gatea"^ 
closed and the people swarming from their hont<»». 
A whisper from one of them sufficed to 0re the 
xuformation that they were expecting ali atta^ 
from SAh Mall. ^ 

Dunlop stayed fora few minutes, endeavouring to calm tlto , 
fears of the villagers, when a tremendous noise of shoutifignai^ 
bellowing from a neighbouring village convinced him mat

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iSidyfrere well founded. In a few Beoonds S&h Mall, at the head 
^ two Aoiisand men, came in sight. Very «oon 
their matchlock-balls w^re dying amongst the small 
party, only one of whom was an Englishman. Dunlop would 
willingly nave faced them — but cat h^f One or two hundred 
Englishmen might, as they did in the pursuit of Tauti& Topi^ 
face, and even successfully attack, four or five 
^thous^d rebels. But one man against two thousand ! 

The odds were too great. Dunlop and his five com- 
panioilB unwillingly fell back, leaving the fifteen landovrnersand 
twelve sheep he ha^ collected, unguarded, as a prey to the rebels. 
^ But the aanger was not over. A horseman, armed with a 
’matchlock and drawn sword — subsequently ascer- 
tained to be Bagda, nfepbcw to Sah Mall — nnle at 
Dunlop. Under ordinary circumshinces the combat combSatiM 
would probably have been short But Dunlop was 
riding that morning, for the first time, a horse 
whlon had an insane dread of fire-arms. His position would

have been ludicrous bqt for its dangtr. “The 
animal,** he writes, “ proceedetl to the charge 
alternately trinping along sideways, or waltzing 
round on its niiul legs, springing clear oflT the 
spround at every discharge of my revolver.** Ultimate^ 
however, Dunlofi succeeded in denriving Bagdd of naiOopde- 
his thumb and in mortally woundiqg his charger. 

He th^ rode after his friends, leaving his pith 
helmetr which had fallen off In the fight, as a trophy 
on the fields 

Dunlop now made, with his small escort, for Barot Therfj 
he found that the column had had that morning an ongagement 
with, and ha<l put to flight, a body of rebels who were then 
being pursued. The cavalry bad scarcely retunied from the 
]jhirsnit| when Sah Mall led the men who had chased the smiUl 
party^in the morning to the attack. But it was 
Dunldh’s turn now. The rebels, their flanks turned, 
soon broke and fled, , 

tPhis affair proved to be mobt important In tbe pursuit Sdh 
m was overtaken and killed by a young volunteer, 

name Tonnochj', assisted by a native troo|)er. ^**®**®^» 
His heed» stnok on a pole, materially influenced the deoision of 
a third attack, which the remainder of the rebels, unaware of 
'death, ventured to deliver fdie same aftemoosi^ 
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It WBB repulsed inih ease.* I should not omit to ad^i^tiiat 
•iidDaia<»*«ii*imet in th® second fight of the dey Donlop*a kil 
tonoomS. helmet 'was recovered. 

The effect of Sdh MalFs death was shown by the freedcm 
with which the native dealers at onoe hrotight 
Omt rwoiu and other supplies into the British camp. Tliat 
^^icau's officers and men 6f the force 

enjoyed the gratification of encamping ito and 
around a bungalow which Sah Mall had set apart for himsdlf 
as a hall of justice. 

From Barot the little column marched for Sirdhdna, famous 
as the residence of Begam Samrd. Here Dunlop made arrange^ 
ments for the payment by the neighbouring villages of arreara 
of rent. But one village, Akal[>iira, was refractory. This 
village belonged to one Narpat Singh, a notorious 
intoieiit rebel. Under his auspices, then, the men of the 
SUpSstogh, place sent back Dunlo]»’8 messengers with tbs 
inquiry, ** Who is the district officer and who is the 
tahsilddr that they should demand r^enue from Akalpdra ? ** 
' i£ud threatened the messengers with death should they return 
on a similar errand. In consequence of this messsj^e, it was 
deemed advisable to pay the refractory village a visit. TL^ 
ELbdkis, then, started before daybreak, rea^’bed Akalpdra heftW 
the alarm had been sounded, surroimdeil and stormed it, Narpat 
Singh being among the slain. Th^s prpu^>t and 
ftvrwbicbhe successful actioB produced a marvellous effec t 

the turbulent spirits in the ntigbbourhood. The 
^ force then returned to Sirdb&na. ^ 

An act*of justice such as the natives of India would thoroughly 
appreciate was performed about this time. There 
were two villages in the R4jput }>ortion of the 
SSiS^be Mirath division, kndwn as Sol4na and Dh4ul4^ 
imderatood •j’jjg inhabitants of both were K4jputs« The native 
official of the district was a Muhammadan, Tor&l 
Ali, loyal to the British. As the district, h^ever, 
was in close proximity to Muhammadan districts which had 
rebelled, the inhabitants of DhduUna, thinking to earn the

attacked the police station, and ‘took prisoner Tor4b Ali Upon 
this the people of Sol4na, loyal to the Ikiglish, attacked 
Dhinl&na ana released Tor&b Ali. The Dli4aUna men, knowing 
they had sinned l>eyond forgiveness, incited other villages to 
revolt. Whereu|>on Dnnlop visited the district with the uttle 
column, defeated the rebels, and gave their lands over to the 
loyal people of Soldna. 

Shortly after this, the 2l8t of July, the little column, some* 
what strengthened, procee<led to Hapnr, thence to 
defhat the reliels at Qalintf — an achievement oeMfbi«x|w- 
^ gallantly and successfully performed. diuooi 

An exi>edition on the 18th of September to Morwina was so 
far sncccssful, that the report of its approach was 
siifEoient to scare the rebels. It was followed by 
one of greatcjr importance— to drive some rebels 
frt>m Th^na Bhawan, eighteen miles beyond Muzafiamagar-^ 
place whence tho}^ had repulsed the district oflScer and a fairly 
strong force. 1 )iinlop*8 force, joined at Muzaffarnagar by that 
previously repulsed, wak snocessful on this as it had been on 
every other occasion. 

With the fall of Debit the necessitvfor such detached expedi* 
tions in the Mirsth division practically ceased. The 
army, released from the labours of the siege, pro- 
ooeded, as we have seen, to free the country in all wcumitftdt 
directions. It is impossible to exaggerate the 
services which in the interval had been rendered by 
the little band of volunteers, of whom Mr. Dunlop was* the 
original organiser, the constant companion. Who were these 
volunteers^ The best aiiswer to that querj^ is that given in, 
the work in which their deeds are recorded, and which tells in 
eloquent language of the results they accomplished. 

• •• Few of thoNC,” wrote l^Ir. Dunlop at Ac time, “ who so 
gallantly volunteered for a life of penl and adven- vvhoMiii 
turo wi lieu of patient anticipation while awaiting 
the issue of the struggle at Dehlf, had any military 
experience to assist them, and their drill had to be 
commenced ; but they possessed the hereditary courage of their 
fkce ; they could all ride ; many of them were sportsmen, some 
of them crack shots and admirable swordsmen. Made sucAt 
material, is it to be wondered at that they traversed the most 
distiaoted portions of the district in the height of the revolt ; 
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that they fearlessly faoed^ with the support of two little 
mountain' trahi guns, mann^ by native artillery men qf doubtful 
loyalty, forty native najibs, ana forty of the rifle regiment, the 
assembled hordes of one of the most entoq)ri8ing leaders this 
rebellion has produced, and, with little or no loss to themselves, 
routed and destroyed in hundreds the same class of men as those 
whose unbridlc‘d villainy produced such mischief in the station 
on the night following the outbreak ; that, maddened by the^ 
insults and mass teres inflicted on their own relations, on their* 
own brothel's and sisters, they executed, if let loose on a rebel 
village, a vengeance w'hich made it a terror and a fear* to 
the countiy' around?’* It is impossible t<j sh<»w more clearly 
bow it w^as that, in the most critical times of the mutiny, the 
Miiath division ^^'as prevented from falling a prey to the 
rebels. 

The next in the Mirath division of which I have to write 
Bulandshahr. This district has an area of 
nineteen hniulred and fourteen square miles, and 
a |)opulation (in 1857) of about eight hundred tliousand. 
It IS bounded to the north by Mirath, to the w’est by the 
Jamnah, to the south by Aligarfi, and to the east by the Ganges. 
Its chief towms are Bulandshahr and Khurjii. 

In previous volumes * I have told some of tlie events which 
characterised the outburst and the sui^pression of the mutiny at 
Bulandshahr and Khurja. But I proj>use now' to supply some 
inddents which did not come strictly within the i>roviuce of 
the military narrative. 

I]k4he third volume* I have mendj* stated that the tlefacbmeni 
‘ of the 0th Kegiment of Native Infant ly mutinied at 
Bulandshahr on the 21st May, but had offered no 
violence. The fact is that on the news of the 
mutiny of the men of the head-quarters of their regiment at 
Aligarh the previous day reaching Bulandshahr, the magistrate^ 
Mr. Brand Sapte, attempted to carry to .Mirath the public 
money in his treasury, when be was attacked by a crowd of 
Gfljars, and ctmij»olle<l to flee for his life. Ho and his com- 
panion, Mr. Melville, reached Mirath in safety, and 
there he had the satisfaction to find the gentlemen 
whom be had left at Bulandshahr — Mr. George 
Turnbull, whom he bad but just relieved as chief civil officer. 
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Mr. Rosit, of tbe 9th Native Infantry, and Mr. Alfred Lyall, Itfa 
assietant. 

As soon as they bad driven the Englinh officers from the 
place, the Gujars sacked and burnt down their 
nouses, releasinl the prisoners from the gaol, and oj***. 
then dt* * stroyed the public offices and the records stored in 
them. The Sipahis, who had probably l>eea in league with 
the Giijurs, had made their waj" to Dolilf. Sapte, however, 
who wjis an old Wykehamist, and, like all the men 
in India who hailtKl from the famous school near 
the Itchin, a man difficult to baffie, returned to 
Siilands^ahr on the 25th w'ith a few horsemen, intending, if 
they would only staunch, to recover the place. To his joy 
he found halted thore, on their way to join the army forming to 
march against the rclndlhuis eapitfil, the l«t (turkhas. With 
the aid of tlicM*, Sapto an»l the offie«T8 who had accompanied 
him, 1{«»S8, of the Pih Native Infantry, his assistant, Lyall, and 
Tyrwhitt, of the Hth Irregulars, w«‘r<‘ able to 
seize, identify, and punish foine of the men who jjo^iwaiBbw 
had In^en most prominent In the outrage of the 21st. 

I'hev then muvt d on Ihlaspur.* a village near to 
whi(di Mr. Skinner. meml>*r of a well-known and much* 
re8p<*cted Indian family, had fortiti<?d himstdf in his house and 
compoumi, I'hey f<uind Skinner well and cheerful, 
pn^|>ared to dehuid himself against any enemy. 

The next day the greater part of their cavalry ISST 
deserted, and the (iuikhas had to push on to join 
the army. The {>ower <»f Sapte buiiaintain order in the district 
oetuied then for a time. 

'File usual results folh^wed The Giijars, once more raising 
their heads, sacked the town of Sikandaraliad, eight 
miles distant from liulandshahr. The chief land- 
owner of Malagarh, AVAHdad Khdn, a man of con- S^aLSet, 
siderable influenoc, assertcil that he had received 
orders srom the King of Dohli to assume charge of the distriot^ 
and, as au initial measure, he began to block the Mfrath road. 
Under the same intluence, the town of Khurjd, the aeoond in 
importance in the district, was occupied, and to the standard

ii the town which is the capital of that district; a third is a state In dm

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raised there flocked the bulk of the disaffected Muhammadan 
of the district. The force at the disposal of Sapte had by this 
time been reduced > to twenty men. It bein^ impossible with 
these to effect anything against the surging rebels, Sapte 
turned his way towards Mfrath. He had reached GaHuthi, a 
town twelve miles to the north of Bulandshahr, when he* 
resolved to make a determined effort to assert British autlioriiy 
in that last-named town. But he found matters 
ftwn coiild Well be. A number of 

men armed with muskets, and supported by three 
pieces of cannon, were drawn up to cover the 
entrance into the main street. In vain did S<'ipte and his com* 
panions endeavour to force this living barricade. After losing 
several horses from the giaj>e-fire poured on them, ho feu 
back on Galauthi, baffling on his 'way a force sent from 
Malagarh to cut him off. His escort, meanwhile, had abau* 
doned him. 

For the moment the district was lost. How, aftc*r the 
storming of Dchli, it recovered ; how, in sucoes- 
sion, Sikandarabad, Balamlsbahr, Malagarh, and 
Khurja were re-occupied by the Brifish, has been 
told in the fourth volume.* Sapte, who meanwhile had joined 
and served gallantly in the Volunteer Horse, aocoin}>amed 
Greathead's column in its march through his district, of wluoh, 
after the passage of that column, he ret<K>k charge. The charge 
was not a bed of roses. Though the pnncij>al centres bad been 
re-occupied, there was still considerable di«afffx;tion. Ho}ie 
bad not been entirely crushed. (>ne day Sapte ret'cived infor- 
mation that a Chri^tian girl had l>een carried off by 
a rebel trooper, and was concealed in a village at no 
great distance. Thither, therefore, Sapte jiroceeded, 
accompanied by some horsemen. The villagers, all 
sturdy rebels, turned out to oppose the restitution of the girl. 
Sapte, however, beat them, and after a considoiable search 
recovered the rirl. But then began hie ^eater trouble The 
girl did not wish to quit uie place. She had 
Ihe trooper, she said, and she wisht'd to 
remain with her busband. To such a prayer Sapte 
eould nut be deaf. He granted her wish, though he assured ^ 
jber that her wedded bliss would not last long, as her busband 
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would be hanged if he were caught. It ia eatiefactoiy to 
believe that, during the 3 ^ear that followed, the husband wae 
not caught. After that the amneet}^ covered him. 

Sapto continneil to render yeoinau’e service in his district, 
aided by the right wing of the Ist Baluch battalion, 
under Colonel Farquhar, and a body of Pathdn 
horse under Major Stokes. It was due, in a great 
n^easure, to his untiring exertions that the Rohil- 
khand rebels wt-n* prevented crtMSsing the Ganges into the Du4b. 
The loyal zamiudars, feeling that the time hml arrived when 
they might safely’ show their zeal for their foreign master% 
aided him lo^uilly in those efforts. Prominent among these men 
was the Nawuh of Cii.itari, a lo^^al Muhammadan. Several 
villages likewise place<l all their resources at his disposaL 
They had had a taste of Giijar rule, and they preferred that of 
the British. When, at the close of Ajiril 1B58, success had 
been attained, Sapto was promote^l to l>e district officer of 
Bfirath. In the IfCHtowal of hononrs ho was not forgotten. He 
was made a Com{>anion of the Bath, and it is satisfactory to 
record that few men have ever ra<»re desiTved that 
ooveUriMocoration. He had displave^l all the quali- «*«•» 
ties which distinguish the be^t Engiishmen : courage 
and cheerfulness in difficult circuinstancc»s; calmness 
in danger; persevertinee iu holding his ovrn ; and mercy to tbe 
vanquished when he obtained the up|H;r hand. 

After his departure Bulandshabr ceased to have a history* 

Of Aligarh, tlie next district* I have littlr U) tell which hm 
not been told in previous volumes. I'he district 
bas an area of uinetecn hundred and fifty-five 
sqna^ miles, and a {H>pulatiun (in 1857) of s miething under 
a million. It is 1 <011 uded to the north hj* the Bulandshahr 
district and Uie Ganges; to the cast b^^ the Itah district; to 
ike south by the Mathiird and Agra districts; to the west by 
the Jamnah and the Mathnr^ district. The Gauges canal psmms 
throngh its centre. Close to the Fort of Allgarb is the town 
of Koel. 

The story of the mutiny at Aligarh has been told in tbo 
third volume, and its n*ctipture is recorded in tbo fourth.^ In 
the interval, the district h^ practically remained in tbe bands 
of tbe rebels. One or two expeditions were made by Htn 
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organised Tolunteets of the Agra and Aligarh districts to save 
UVes and to restore order. One of those especially deserves 
to be recorded. Of the horse volunteer force on service in the 
Aligarh district in the hist daj’s of Juno, the majority had been 
recalled to Agra, and but eleven reiiiainrd with Mr. Watson, 
the intrepid magistrate of the district. But these 
WAtoonMid eleven were men of groat dariug and of sterling 
worth. They wore : Mr. Cocks, of the Civil Ser- 
vice; ^Ir. Outruiii/of the sjnue soi-vice, a son of Sir 
James Outrun ; Ensigns Ollivant and Marsh, of the Indian 
army; Messis. Pat S«iundcr8, J. O’B. TaTnl\', II. B. Harrington, 
Hind, Castle, and Birking^-oung, planteis, and Dr Stewart 
dark. On the 30lh of tlie montli iufoimatinn reached these 
gentlemen that the rebel scum i‘ceu|>yiug Koel were about to 
attack the indigo factor^' in which th<‘v were 
residing; that they Ind even sworn that before night full the 
heads of the Faringhis should adorn the city gates. The danger 
was imminent, but it found our count ly men prepared. They 
had their horses saddled, their arms laid handy, and they kept 
a careful watch on the road by which’ the mutinous rabble must 
advance. Presently the word was passed that tluy were 
approaching. Instantly Watsiui sounded to saddle, 
di^repuiS*^ then moved against the nlads, whose advanced 
guard numbered alxiut five hiirulred, ami charged. 
Never was a charge more successful. Fourteen of 
the enemy were laid low. I’ho remaindcj, tlioroiiglily panio- 
Hstrickon, fied like hares, attacked and plundereil in their Right 
by the villagers, who, probably, bad many an old score to 
settle. 

This brilliant exploit obtained only a temjiorary ‘ relief. 

Eventually the voluntecis luid to seek refuge in 
TiM^flnaiJj Agra; not, however, until they had lost two of 
their numlxir, Marsh, a very" promising officer, sbht 
in a skirmish, and Tandy, who, on one (x^casion, 
taking his liorse over the wall of an orchard ci'owd^l with 
fanatics, was promptly out to }iiece>. It is melancholy, also, to 
have to recoid that the gallant Watson 8uccumbt*d at Agra, 
Juriiig the sit ge, to cholera. 

How Aligarh was recovered after the storming of Uehli haa 
been alrea^ly told. 

iteDefcu ^ pronoee to take the reader with me now into 
the Dehlf division, forming, in 1867, a pairt of tbo 
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North-Weat Provincea, though now incorporated with the 
Pani4b, 

The division of DehU comprised, in 1857, the city of Dehli, 
and the districts of Gnrj.aloii, TlisAr, PAnipat, and Rohtak. 

The history of Dohli itntoce<lent to and during the period of 
the mutiny, has hcjen so <X)nipletely told in the 
preceding volumes of tliis history that further 
reference is unnece'^sary I therefore propose to pass at once 
to fturgdnii.* 

The district of Giirgaon possesses an area r>f nineteen 
hundreil and thirty-eight wpiare miles, and it 
had, in 1857, a jw>pulation of something more than 
half a million. It is Kmiidod to the north by the Kohtak 
district ; to the west and south-west h\ the native States, 
Ahvar, Kahlia, and Jhind; to the south by the district of 
Matlmrd; to tlie east h\ the Jamnuh ; and to the north-east by 
tbe DehU di^tric’t. Its jirincipal toviin were Gurgaon, the 
capital ; lh‘vvan\ Palwal, and Farrukbnagar. The principal 
river traversing it the Jamnah. 

Of this district it ill suffice to s«i^ that its fate was decided 
by its proximity to the imjjerial city. Its chiefs 
and its jKs)ple, especially the former, threw in their 
lot with the repr<*st ntative of the House of Taimur. ofDehJ; 

Its fatt*, then, followed tliat of Dehli. In the fourtli 
volume t I have told how, after tbe conquest of that city. 
Brigadier Showers marched a column into the Gurgdon district 
and put down all opiiosithm. After that exploit it ceased to 
have a history. 

It was similar with the district of Hiwlr. This district had 
an area of thrcje thousand five hundred and forty 
square iiiiles, and a population (in of about

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andenty and in n^iany respeots famotus, town of H&nel. and tha 
town of Agrohalu 

The remarks which have been made regarding the district 
. of Onrgdon apply almost equally to that of His&r. The Sip&hia 
and people alike empathised with Dehli in its revolt. The 
district returned to its allegiance only after the fall of that 
dty. 

F^nfpat had the reputation of being the most turbulent dis- 
trict in the north-west. The district, then a separate 
one, is now merged into that of Karn41, which then 
belonged to it. The plain in the immediate vicinity of the 
town IS famous as having been the scene of three battles, each 
of which decided for the time the fate of India. The first waa 
fought in 1526, when Babar, by the defeat of tbr^hfm Lodi, 
accompanied by his death, established the Mughul draasty. 
The second, fought in 1556, when Akbar’s general, ivhdn &m&n, 
defeated Hemu, and rendered firm and unshakable the throne 
of his master. The third, fought in January 1761, between 
Ahmad Shah Durani and the Marathas, checked for a period 
the advance of that powerful confederacy. The town of 
F^nfpat is fifty-three miles to the north of Dehli, ai^d has a 
population of twenty-five thousand. That of the district 
amoimted, in 1857, to about four hundied thousand. 

It has been told in the second volume how% when General 
Anson marched to Kamal, the bulk of the contingent furnished ' 
by tbe Edjah of Jhind was sent to Panlpat. Being in the 
straight lino between Eamal and Dehli, it continued to be 
occupied during the siege. Its record, therefore, is merelj' the 
record of troops passing through it. Whatever may have been 
the feelings of the people, they were carefully suppressed m 
the continual sight of red-coat and khaki, and the place 
remained without a histcjry to the end of the war. 

The district of Bohtak, now forming part of the His&r: 
division, but in 1857 one of the districts under the 
, Commhsioner of Dehli, was bounded to Ae noriil 

by Eam&l; to the east by Dujana and Dehli; to the soutih 
by Gurgaon , to the west by Mis4r and Jhind. It had an 
area of eighteen hundred and eleven square miles, and a 
TOpulation, in 1857, of something short of mlf a million. Thn 
dirtrict consisted mainly of a level plain, watered by the S&hil^ 
whidi flows from the Ajmir hills ; but the land receives the ^ 
benefit of a supply of water from the Bohtak and Bntfbta ! 
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htmohm of the westem JamniA oanaL The ohie/ towns were, 
Bohtaky fortv-two miles to the norfl^west of Debit; Jajhar, 
Mqr&t BahMiirgarh, Goh&na» and HaamiL 
It has been related in the second volume * how mutiny broke 
out at Bohtak, and it has been told in the fourth t oow the 
revolt was suppressed. In the interval between the rise and 
the suppression, an interval which corresponded entirely to the 
duration of the siege of Debit, the district was held for tiie 
rebels. There can be little doubt but that the sympathy of 
the people, from noble to peasant, was enlisted on l)ehw oi the 
representative of the MughuL

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CHAPTEIl V. 

SlXDH AND THE NaTIVK StATES OF InDIA. 

The story of the dishirbances in the Cirt-Sutlaj States, in tho' 
Panjab, in some districts of the Bombay Piesidenoy, and in 
Bombay itself, has been told in siiflSoieut detail in tlie jireceding^ 
volumes. I do not propose, then, to adcl a single wonl with 
respect to them in tliis chapter. To this general rule ISindh^ 
however, forms an excoi)ti(>n, for though there was no dis- 
turbance ill that province, there were ciri'uuistuncMes connected 
with it which deservo^fiill mention. I propose*, then, to demote 
a few pages to Sindh, and then to conijdete the story by rec hid- 
ing in such detail as may be necessary, the action of those 
Native States which have not been prominently mentioned in 
preceding volumes. 

How Sindh became a British province, and how tlie attempt 
to garrison it with Sipaliis from the Presidency of 
Bengal without giving them the extra all owanc*es to 
which by custom and regulation they were entith d, landed the 
Indian Government of the day in a sea of difiicuities luis been 
told in the first volume.* In a comparatively short time, 
however, under the wise administration of Sir 
Charles Napier, Sindh became as tranejuil and ae 
easily governed as the most orderly of the older 
provinces. 1 might say, indeed, that the more recent recolteo* 
tion by the inhabitants of the grinding sway of the Amira 
whom the wise policy of Lord Ellenborough had displaced, 
rendered them more easy to control, more amenable to the lighter 
hand of the British ruler, than they probably would have been 
had they never felt the grinding tyranny from which tha 
British had released them. 

In 1857 the Commissioner of Sindh was Mr. Bartle Frere^

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better known to the present generation as Sir Bartle Frere. 
Bartle Frero was a very eminent man who had won 
his way to the high post of Chief Commissioner of ® 
Sindh by oonscientions work to which lie had devoted the very 
gyeat natural ability with which he was endowed. Immediately 
after the conquest of the province in 1843 it had been» I have 
said, ruled by the conqueror. Sir Charles Napier. 

Napier had been a very able administrator. Ener- jflp*i?r*^*** 
getic, painstaking, indefatigable, he had instilled 
into his 8ul:s>rdinates a right conception of the nature of the 
work he wished to he pei formed, and a portion of his own 
spirit in the performing of it. The result was that at the close 
of the four years of his Government, the j»rovince v hich had 
ever been regarded as the most o]>pres8ed and misgoverned 
province in India, ranked amongst the best administered and 
most contented. Na]ner tcM>k a Him military grasp of the 
country; then formed and trained from amongst the natives 
a police so eflScient that it became a mcnlel to other provinces; 
lightened the assessment on the ground-down culti- 
vators of the soil ; exoinfifteil trad* rs from imp<»sts ; 
and laid down, at Kaulebi, the i»rinciple of a harl)oiir, 
which, peiit‘Cteti, should Ixcome the harbour for western and 
north-westeni India. 

To carry on the work so well l>egun by^ Napier Frere was 
nominab^d Chief Coinmissionor of Sindh in Deceml^er 
1850. Few' men lield in higher admirati(*n the 
organising genius of Sir Charles Napier than did 
the new Chief Commissioner. The lines upon 
which he ])rocccdcd, then, w'ere distinctly marked out for him. 
Entirely aliove the petty passion of je^ousy, Frere devoted 
himself to this work with all the ardour of his eaniest and 
piactical nature. lie visitoil every portion of the province, and 
tlmii set to work. He developed an eflScient road-system ; he 
enlarged the Bigari canal ; submitted a plan for the introduction 
of railrgads ; and devoted himself to the development of the 
harbour of Kardchi. The harbour, as it is now, 
may indeed he said to be his work, for though Sir 
Charles Napier had marked the 8po% it w'as left to 
Frere to carry out the design, and this he did with a zeal that 
speedily overcame all ol)8tacle8. With respect to his frontier 
policy he inauguiated a system which produced the most 
adnuiahle results. It was a policy of demanding from the 
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rade Baldohfs who might attack the Sindh Tillages the surrender 
of the actual offenders. In course of a short space of time this 
policy had the effect, not only in causing a cessation of border 
; ^outrage, but of enlisting on behalf of the administrator who 
underst^d so well how to combine justice with the maintenaryoe 
of order the sympathies of the entire population. 

Under the rule of Frere, then, not only had order been main* 
tained, and a system established by which it should 

** be permanently assured, but, as a natural oonSe* 

qaence, trade had increased : the population, mostly Muhamma- 
dan, had become reconciled to British rule : the revenues had 
been placed upon a solid footing : whilst the cultivators of the 
soil had been made happy by the fixing of a regular settlement 
on the plan which prevailed in many parts of the Bombay 
Presidency, that of reserving proprietary rights, and establish- 
ing fixity of tenure. 

The hard work and the anxieties of his Government had 
affected the health of Frere, and in the early part of 
Frere Tisits 1856 he visited England. Whilst he is absent 
England in j ^ describe more minutely the province he 

was administering. 

The province of Sindh* consists of the lower valley and delta 
of the Indus. It is bounded to the north by 
Baluchistan, the Panjdb, and Bahawalpfir; to the 
STpivliiice.* <iast by Jaisalrnfr and Jodhpur ; to the south by the 
Ran of Kacbh and the Indian ocean ; to the west 
Baluchistan. It has an area of 48,014 square miles, and had a 
population, in 1857, somewhat in excess of two millions. Tha 
chief towns ai*e llaidarabad, the ancient capital, superseded now 
by Karachi, one of the finest of the modem towns of India, with' 
a magnificent harbour, and Shikarpur, It has but two peri*'* 
manent rivers, the Indus and the Hab. But it contains two 
deserts ; one of the north-west, in the Shirkarpfir district,

In the same division 
are Sehw4n, in the north, near the Indus, and east of the Lake 
Manchur ; and Tattah or Thathah, east of Karachi in the Indus 
delta ; 2, IIaidanib4d, four miles from the Indus and six miles 
south of Miuui, where in 1843 Sir Charles Napier defeated the 
Amirs; and Auirkdt, to the east, the birthplace of Akbar* 
Attached to tho Hai<larab4d oollectorate, and constituting its 
second division, are Thar and Parkhar, forming its southern 
portion, and extending along the Ran of Kachh. The chief towns 
in this division are Diplii, It-14mkdt, Y iravan, and Nagar Parkhar ; 
3, the ;Shikai)ur colleutoiate, with an area of 11,000 square 
miles, 'riiis colleetorato compris(*s tho districts of Rohri, 
Jacobiiluid, Shikarpur, Larkhana, and Mehar. The chief town, 
Shikdrpur, carries on a brisk trade with Afghdni:>tdn. Lark- 
hand, west of the Indus, is the chief town of a well- watered 
district. 


To rotnm to tho period when Prere left Sindh to vis?. 
England. During his absence there broke out 
that Persian war which necessitated the despatch to ttumn 
the Persian (tulf of a considerable force from India, 

The war wes concluded just as Frere returned in 
March 1857. But though a small danger had passed, Frere 
found a greater l<K)ming in a very close future. 
Everywhere ho heard of the strange excitement 
which pervaded the minds of the Sipahis generally. Mutiny, 
especially those of IVngal, on tlio subject of the 
mased cartridges. Do found tho mind of Lord Elphinstone 
fully impressed with the danger, esj^ecially of that particular 
danger which arc»se from the fact that many of the Bombay 
regiments wore recruited from the same country as were those 
of Bengal. Still, up to tho time of his arrival no overt act had 


been committed ; but the air was charged with rumours, and it 
was evident that, Bengal especially, mistrust ruled powerfully 
the native mind. The occurrences at Barhdmpdr and Barrack- 
p6r came to add to tho prevailing gloom, but nothing of the 
nature of a procHiucerted outbreak had occurred when Frere left 
Bombay for Sindh in the beginning of May. 

Scarcely, however, had be set foot in Kardohf when he le- 
oeiv|d a telegram conveying an account of the 
revolt of the 10th of May at Mirath. Frere aimofthu

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at onoe oomprehended the magnitude of the crisiB. He, at 
least, did not regard the emotions called forth this 
faring act of mutiny as a passing and groundless panio,* 
He realised, on the moment, the fact that a crisis had arrived 
which would test to the utmost the resources of the Empire* 
Taking a rapid survey of the position all over India, he saw 
that the immediate fate of the country must depend on the 
attitude of the Panjab. Should the warlike people of that 
province declare against the British, the North-Western Pro^ 
vinces, at the very least, must be lost. Be^ning 
duS^osis of thus, he asked himself how he, as Commissioner 

Sindh, could best aid to prevent such a misfortune. 
He had at his command two weak European regiments, one of 
them little more than half its normal strength, a troop of Horae 
Artillery, four Native Begiments, two battalions of Native Foot 
Artillery, the Sindh Horse, and the mutinous 6th Bengal 
Cavalry. With such a force, composed of so many diverse 
materials, he had to consider the following question. Supposing 
that the mutiny at Mirath should merge into a general up- 
rising of the entire population, how could he, with the Euro- 
peans of the force just enumerated and the Sindh Horse, 
effectually overawe the other native troops, keep in subjection 
two millons of Muhammadans, and yet servo the general 
interests of British India ? There was but one way, and tha|^ 
way f^re adopted. He telegraphed to Lord Elphinstone^O 
the effect that with the view of averting possible danger it waa 
his intention to despatch his strongest legiment, tho 
l8t Fusiliers, to Multan. Feeling that even an 
hour’s delay might have fatal results he did nol^ 
await the reply to his telegram liefore muing 
marching order to the regiment. Lord Elphinstone, as 1 navei^ 
already told,t gave an immediate reply in the affirmative. Bu# 
the initial idea was as much Frere’s as Elphinstone’s. Th|| 
minds of the two men seem to have arrived at the same momen^ 
to the same conclusion. Frere proposed to do, and did dd, 
Sindh, what Elphinstone proposed to do, and did do, in Bombay^; 
But there can be no question as to the courage, the statesman^ 
like prescience, the unselfishness, of Mr. Prero^s proponkl. ' Bei 
sponsible for the safety of the province committed to nis dhargli- 
lie deliberately risked that safety to aid in the preservatioti df

the Empire. The foitress of Mult&n has always been resided 
as one of the keys of India.

The 
oonseqnence .was that not a single mutineer escaped. Nor waa 
lAie ordinary law strained to secure their punishment. The 
^l^xisonars were trie<l by regular courts, composed of native 
ofiScers, and these native (ifiicei's awarded them the full penalty 
^ thdr crime, and nothing more. 

" But Mr. Frere’s exertions on behalf of the oommcu weal did 
iHOt confine themselves to the despatch of the Ist 
!Fusiliem to Multan. By degrees, as he felt his 
liand^ and as necessities arose in other parts of the 
Empire, he still further denuded his own provinoe.

propose now to turn to the Native States of India, and 
the conduct of their rulers. The subject is 
Mdb'^^nprofitable. Though the splendid genius of 
wfioqisess Wellesley had established British pxupon- 

dexftioe in Southern, in Western, in Central, and in Kortih- 

— — . 
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Western India, the polic^^ of his immediate successors, direoted 
from the India Office, had had the effect, in Central and Western 
India especially, of neutralising the great efforts he had mede 
to secure throughout India the British overlordship. From the 
very moment of bis departure to the time of the Pinddri war, a 
period of about twelve years, Eajptitdna had been systomatioally 
piUaged and plundered by Mardtha robbers. The scandal at 
Tftp f. grew too terrible to lie tolerated, and in 1818, Lord IlastingSi 
after a successful campaign against the Peshwd, against Holkar, 
and against the Pinddris, fotmd himself in a position to restore 
the Wellesley policy. Clutching at the o}>portunity, he ea* 
tablished the system which has ever since existed. The Native 
Princes of India became protected princes, debarred from 
making war against one another, bound to receive a British 
resident at their courts, and guarded against aggression from 
beyond the borders by the paramount power. The latter 
attained then the position dehigned for it by the Marqueff*^

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did not exceed three thoneand men, but what he oonld do ho 
did. Not only did he shelter British fantives fcom Hdnsi and 
Hisdr« but he sent parties into those districts to oo-oMrato 
auaixmt the rebels. The Government of India did not forget 
these services. They assured to him the right of 
adoption ; they added to his territory forty-one «pm>rtioiia« 
villages from the Sirst (His^r) district; they con- ^bikinfr. 
finned his right to a salute. This loyal chief lived till 
1872. 


Jaisalmir is the nearest BajptSt neighbour of Bik&nir. It ia 
bounded to the north by Bahdwalpur ; to the east by 
BikAnir and J<xihpur ; to the south by Jodhptir and 
the Thar and PArkhar districts of Sindh ; to the west likewise 
by Sindh. It has an area of 16,447 square miles, but a great 
Mrt of this is desiri. It rejoices in but one stream, the EaknL 
The chief of this principality is styled the MaharAwaL 

The ruler of Jaisalmir who concludeil the pacific arrangement 
with BikAnir referred to in the notice of tnat prin- 
ciMlity was Malmrawal Oaj Singh, a man of con- tomlSutew 
mderable ability and for'cc of character. Ilis jx*st 
administration made him extremely popular with JlalSSiSr 
his people. In the first Afghan war he assisted his 
ovenoru by supplying the British army with camels. The Indian 
Oovemmeut of the dav did not forget this service, for when 
Kapier conquered, and Lord Ellenliorough wisely annexed, 
Sindh, the latter transferred to the Kajput prince three im- 
portant forts which, in previous wars, the Amirs of Sindh had 
wrongfully wrested from Jaisalmir. This great ruler died in 
1^6, the year before the Mutiny, leaving his territrries to the 
disposal of his widow. She at once adopted a relative, l^njit 
Singh, and this prince was ruling throughout the troublous 
Aimes of 1857-9. His own territory remained quiet and loyaL 
She troops at his disposal never exceed a thousand j. 
men, and he kept these wisely at home. Through- hi»^ % 
out tile period referred to Jaisalmir was abso- 
lutdy witnout a history. It has as happily continued to 
liave none. 

The next state to be noticed is Krishngarh. Krishngarh is n 
email state with an area of 724 square miles, and a 
population (in 1857) of about 100,000. The chief ““NwA. 

also <^ed Ermhn wh, lies on the road from NasiribAd 
(0 Hamdi twenty«one muee north-east of i^e fonner, and two 
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hundred and twenty-two sonth-west of the latter. The chief 
adopts the title of Mah4r^j4h. 

Irom the period when this state came under British protec- 
tion, 1818 till 1840, this little teriitorv was the 
Ant«oed«nt scene of constant confusion, causi^d by the oppres- 
Mon and extortions of the Maharajah, Kalifin Singh. 
But, in 1859, this chief was 8UCco(‘dod by Pirthl 
Singh. Pfrthf Singh was ruler during the troublous times of 
the Mutiny. He was a mild, inoffensive man, whose sympa- 
thies were entirely with his overlord. The total 
1867 *^^**^ number of troops at his disposal did not exreed five 
hundred and fifty, and he kept these as murh as he 
could for the protection of himself and his capital. 

Next in order comes the state of KarauH, the earlier history 
of which has l>een told in the first volume.* Ka- 
* rauli lies between Jaipur and Dholpiir, It has an 
area of 1,208 square miles, and a population fin 1857) of 
about 130,000. To the south-east, the river C'buinbal separates 
it from the Gwaliar territory to the south and west it is 
bounded by that of Jaipur, and to the north and north-west 
by Dholpiir and Bhartpiir. In 1857, the Mah4r4j^h 
was still that Madan Pal wdiose acce.ssiun in 1853-4 
had only been recognised after a reftuence to the 
Home Government. That accession had been accompanie<l by 
Owiditiona withdrawal of the Britisli agency fumi Karanlf, 

lo him uud by the intimation to the nilor that if he should ^ 


^hi®Acce«- in the annual payment of the debt due to the 
paramount power, the British G»»veinment would 
take posseasion of one or more of his districts until the whole 
debt, amounting then to 94,312 rupees, should l>e liquidated. 

Madan Pal found not only that he was tinable to comply 
with this condition, but that the debt lajcaiue larger 
mAnalt with each succeeding 3 'ear. When the mutugr 
ill he was, then, in the condition of 
a man who, under the terms of his occi^^iion, 
ought to deeire the death of his overlord, for that death alone 
would apparently wipe out his obligation. But Madan PAl 
was a loyal and far-seeing roan. He preferred the little 
finger of the British to Ine loins of the revolted Stp&his. 
He exerted himself heart and soul therefore to further the

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interests represented in Bajpiit4n& by George St. Patrick 
Lawrence. So true and loyal was his conduct throughout 
those troublous times, that, when peace was restored, the British 
Government remitted the whole of his debt, then amounting 
to 117,000 rupx^es ; iKJStowed upon him a dress of honour ; and 
increa^ his salute. There could not have been a greater 
justification of the conduct of the Court of Directors in refusing 
to allow the Government of India to treat Karauli as a lapse 
than was ^iven by Mah4r4j4b Madan P4l vrithin four years of 
his recognition as chief of that state. 

The State of Alwar is bounded on the north by 6urg4on 
and the district of Ki^t Kdsin ; on the east by Ma- 
tlnud and iOiartpur , on the south and on the west 
by Jaipui . The principality forms a portion of Mewat or the 
country of the Mowatis. It has an area of 3,024 square miles, 
a population (in 1857) of Komcthiug over half a million, and 
has, as principal towns, Alwar, the capital, Rajgarh, and B4m» 
garh. Wlieu the j ear 1857 dawned, the cliief of Alwar was 
that Bio Bujah Benei bingh who had defied Lord 
Combennere at the timd of the second siege of 
Bhartpiir. and who had Wtw'ceu his submission 
after that siege and the Wginning of 1857 given repeated 
pioofe of the pv>ssession of a turbulent spirit, especially resentful 
of the mtraints im^Kised in the inteiests of the general peace 
of the country by the British «A'erlordbhip. 

Iknel bingli died just after the Mutiny had broken out, and 
was succeeded by his son. Bio Bajah Let»din Singh, 
then thirteen years old His accession w’as the signal 
for a struggle between the tw'o parties in the State, occupied by 
the Muhammadan faction, always strong in Alwar, 
and the Rajput Thakurs or batpns, representing 
chiefly the landed interest of the principality. For 
the moment, the Muhammadan faction gain^ the upper hand. 
The stmgglo for power wdthin the State apparently blinded 
the eyes of both parties to the occurrences beyond its borders. 
The struggle was long and desperate. But, in 1858, the 
Thikurs prevailed, and the Muhammadan ministers were ex« 
pelled and deported to Bau&*as. The paramount power then 
appointed a resident to advise the Bio Bijah, to assist the 
council of administration formed to conduct affairs during the 
chiefs minority. His principality was not affected W the* 
Untiny.

Tonky the one principality in Bajpdt4n& mled hy a Mnliain* 
madan sovereign, has an area of 2,609 square mileSy 
and a population (in 1867) of just over 3^,000. 
It oonsists of six detached districts, named after the principal 
town in each, the districts of Tonk, Bdmpdrah, Nimbhdrdy 
Sironj, Chaprd, and Perdwd. The capital, Tonk, lies on the 
river Bauds, two huudi*ed and* eighteen miles to the south-west 
4)f Dehli. 

In 1867, the Nawdb of Tonk was Wazfr Muhammad Rhdn, 
son of the famous freebooter Amir Khan, the founder 
^oSr*** of the princijMility. Ho was of middle age when the 
Mutiny of 1867 broke out, and he was wise. The 
principality carved out by his father in a period of disturbance 
4UDd plunder had been condrnied to his father's family by the 
British, and could be secured only by loyal service to them. 
Buch service Wazir Muhammad Khan rendered throughout 
1857-8 to the best of his ability. Ho could do but littile 
4 kctively, for his military establishment consisted of but ftom 
five to six hundred horse. But what little he could do, 
especially at the time of Tantid Topfs raids, was done heartily 
and earnestly. The rea<ler will find a short account of his action 
in the fifth volume.* Wazir Muhammad lived to June 1864. 

Dholpur is bounded to the north and north-east by the Aspra 
Dboi &r district : to the south-east by the Chambal, which 
separates it from the Gwdliar torritoiy ; to the west 
by Earauli and Bhartpiir. It has an area of 1,200 square 
nmes, and a population (in 1857) of about 210,000. Its chief 
towns are Dholpur, the capital, Bdri, and Rdjahkhdrd. The 
Binds of Dholpur have a hereditary enmity to the house of 
Bindhid. 

In 1857i the Band Bhagwant Singh, a Jat by castSi had 
reigned over twenty years. His mature age had 
given him opportunities of noticing the great ad* 
vantage of the protection of paramount power* 
That protection, and that alone, had saved him in 1841 horn 
the vengeance of Sindhid, whom he had grossly insulted. 
When, then, the Mutiny occurred, he cast in his lot with hii 
overlord. When the outbreak wok place at Owdlidr, in 
manner described in the third volume, f he sent his cmmmm 
4ind escorts to convey the fugitives to Agra. It is true lUAt

his ministor, D6o Hins, less prescient timn himself, helievinsr 
that the hour of doom bad sounded for the British, endeavourra 
to enrioh himself by taking advantage of the defenceless state 
of the country to plunder villages in the Agra district ; and 
that, having nefanously succeeded, he endeavoured then to 
supplant his master. But this development took place after 
the Mutiny had l)oen suppressed.* It resulted in the removal 
to^Bandras, as a State prisoner, of the intriguing minister. For 
faJs services in 1857-8, Kdnd Bhagwant Singh was made a 
knight of the Star of India in its highest grade. 

1 now come to the most ancient and most important of all 
the States of Rnjputdnd, the State of Udaipur or ^ 

Mewdr Udaipur is bounded to the north by Ajmir ; ^ * 

to the east by the States of Bundi, G^aliar, Tonk, and Part&b* 

S irh ; to the south by Baiiswdra, Dungarpiir, and the Mahi 
dntha ; to the north-west by Sirohi, Godwar, and Mhair- 
wird- Ajmir. It has an area of 12,670 square miles, and 
a popul ation numliering (in 1857) over a million, of whom 
al^ut 45,(K)0 were Bhils. The chief town, seventy nules 
west of Niraacb, is also*callod Udaipdr, The other chief 

{ laces are, Gogiindah, to the north-w-est of the capital, where 
[dn^ Singh defeated Kdnd Kikd in 1576; Chit<5r, l^tween 
the capiUil and Nimach, a renowned fortress, containing a 
large pillar of victory erected by Kdna Kumbd in 1440, but 
which had to succumb to lioth Allah-dd-din and Akbar. The 
Bdnd of Udaipur maintains a forct^ of 203 guns, 1,338 artil- 
leiymen, 6,240 cavalry, and 13,900 infantry. 

The prince who reigned in TJdaipdr vrhen the Mutiny broke 
out was Mahdrdud Sariip Singh. This prince had 
auooeetled his brother Mahdrdnd Sirdar Singh, an 
unpopular ruler, in 1842. Tho experieuoe he had ®******^ 
of ruling had convinced Saritp Singh that liis own welfare, the 
very, maintenance of his power, were bound irrevocably to the 
assertion of the supremacy of his British overlord. 

The Governor-General 8 agent at Udaipibr, Captain lionet 
Showers, was at Mount Abu, in the neighbour'- 
ing state of Sirohi, when the news of the outbreak 
of the 10th of May at Mirath reached that capital. 

The Bdnd fully apnreoiated the gravity of the crisis. But hie 
pc^itiou was a difficult one, for he could not tell how far he 
might be able to control the troops — ^Muhammadans and Bin- 
dni--who fonned his army. His anxiety inomumd wheaa Iber 
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days later be beard of tbe mutiny at NasirdMd on tbe 28th 
of May, and of the rising at Nimaoh on the 3rd of June.* 
Showers returned from Abu on the 29th of May. In this 
emergency, the Mahdrdna, anticipating the period when the 
progress of events would deprive his state of the protection it 
had always enjoyed since 1818, proposed, on the a^lvice of his 
officers, to concentrate his troops in Udaipur. But on the 
advice of Showers, he resolved to take a more distinct step in 
the way of espousal of the British cause, and to that end lie 
publicly placed his army at the disposal of the Agent. 

How, with these troops and the gallant Itao of Bedl4, 
Showeis succeeded in rescuing the fugitives from 
rwc«e«th« Nmiach has been told in a previtms vohnn<*.t Showers 
went on toNimach, whilst the Kao of Hedhi esctirted 
the fugitives to Udaipur. Tlicro they met a right 
royid welcome from the Kaua. who placed at their disposal 
one of the palaces on his beautiful lake. The sumo kindness 
and the same consideration charac'terised all the Ihuid's actions 
during that eventful period. ITo continued loyal and true to 
the end ; assisted the British by all the means at 
disposal ; never de8])air(d of their ultimate 8U»*- 
cess ; and rejoiced at their final victory. A vista 
of what Eajputiina might become if the protecting arm of the 
overlord were \>dthdrawn was vouchsafed to him and his 
countrymen during the raids of Tantiii Ti»pi, described in the^ 
fifth volume. Sarfip Singh liveil till 18fil. He was succeeded 
by his nephew, Sambhu Singh. 

The next State in the order I have given is Dungapfir. It 
lias an area of a thousand square miles, and a popu* 
^^^*“****^^*^’ lation ("in 1857) of aliout 125,000, of whom mom 
than 50,000 were Bhfis. It is l)ounded to the north by Udai* 
pfir; to the east by Udaipur, the river Mahi, and B4nsw4ri; 
to the south by the Mahi ; and to the west by the M4hika|^t4 
States. The rivers are the Mahi and the Sdm. The cluef 
towns are the capital, Dungapfir, and 6aliak6t The^ruler is 
styled the Maharawal. 

When, in 1818, the British Government assumed the proteo- 
tion of the States of RajputAnA, the ruling MabA* 
of rdwal was Jaswant Singh. But he was no* onty in- 
competent as a ruler, but was addicted to the lowest

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and most degrading vices. Consequently* in 1825* he 
deposed* and his adopted son, Dalpat Singh, grandsou of 
Sdwant Singh, chief of Fartdbgarh, was made regent. But 
in 1844, the succession to Ba^^bgarh devolved on Dalpat 
Singh. The question then arose whether Dungapilr and Part4b- 
garh should be united into one state ; whether a fresh adop* 
tion should be made for Dungj^ur; or whether Partabgarh 
shpuld escheat to the British Government It was finally 
decided, after considerable discussion, that Dalpat Singh should 
adopt as his successor in Dungapur Udai Singh, son of the 
Th4kur of Sabli, and that he ^ould continue to rule during 
bis minority. This arrangement worked, however, so unsatis- 
factorily that, in 1852, the British Oovemment in India trans- 
ferred the chief authority in Dungapur from Dalpat Singh to a 
native agent of their own selection until the adopted chief 
should attain his majority. Dungapur was under the manage- 
ment of this agent when the Mutiny broke out in 
1857. lie was true and faithful to his trust, and 
the territory, during the two eventful years, had no 
history. Mahurawal Ud&i Singh subsequently assumed the 
direction of affairs, 

B4nswar4 lies b) the south-east of Dungapur. It has an 
area of 1,5 square mik^s, and a population (in 
1857) of ldO,000. Its chief river is the 314hf ; and 
^ts principal town is Banswani. This town lies on the high 
rood from Man to Disii, being 123 miles to the north-west of 
the former, and 178 miles to the south-east of the latter. It is 
a fine town, with many gardens, a picturesque |>alace, and a 
beautiful tank. 

During the events of 1857-8 tlio Mahariwal was Lachman 
Singh, who was true and loyal to his overlord. Bans- 
w4r4 was traversed more than once in 1857, by 
troops coming from Bombay, and, towards the clo^ 
of 1858 T4nti4 Topi and his followers took a momentary 
refuge in the jungles of the principality. The British troops 
in pursuit of T4nti4 pursued him, and aided by the Bhils of 
the district, who “ followed his track as the vulture follows the 
wounded hare/’ • eventually expelled him. Throughout the 
raid of T4nti4 Topi, the sympathies of prince and people were 
strongly with the British.

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PariAbgarh lies to the south of Udaipur ; is bounded to tha 
east by Gwdlidr, Jdiird, and Ratlam ; to the south* 
west by BanswdtA. It has an area of 1,460 square 
miles, and a population (in 1857^ of about 65,000. Its capital 
is also called Partdbgarh.* 

In the reference to Dungapur I have shown how in 1844, 
PMiibgarh Singh, who had been adopted Mah4r4wal of 

hu aisono that principality, succeeded to the chiefship of Par* 
tibgarh, and how, in 1852, the Government of 
India relieved Dalpat Singh of his duties in Dungapur. His 
rule in the latter state was uneventful, being disturbed only 
towards the end of 1858 by the raid of Ttotiil Topi. The 
B4jah was true to his liege lord, and emerged from the crisis 
without a stain. 

. The next state is the important state of Jaipur. Jaipur 
has an area of 14,465 square miles, and had, ia 
1857, a populatitn of over two millions. It is 
bounded on the north by Bikanir and Ilisdr; to the east 
by Alwar and Bhartpiir; to the south by Karauli, Gwiliir, 
Bundf, Tonk, Mewar, and Ajmfr; "to the west by Eriahn* 
garh, Marwar, and Bikanir. Its chief mountains are parti 
of the Aravalli hills : its chief rivers are the Jamnah and 


its tributaries, the Sabi, and the Eaotli . its chief towns 
are Jaipur, Amber (the ancient capital), Basau, Bagrd, and 
Ohatstu South-east of Jaipur, near the confluence of 
Ban^s and the Chambal, is Fort BaiiUiibAia, mAjitioned 


in Indian history.

also restored order in the plundering villagers of Mewdt, but, 
when that bad been acoomplislied, Sfhjor Eden receiving a hint 
frmn their officers that it would nut be prudent to try them 
farther, wisely ordered them back to Jaipdr. Considering that 
the men who composed the Jaipikr army were of the same class 
as the Sip&hia in the British service, were exposed to the same 
influences, and were animated by a spirit quite as much disposed 
to nmtiny, k speaks volumes for the influence of their officers, 
all &ijpflts, and for the tone of native society in Jaipdr, that 
they hehav^ as well as they did. The Mah4r&jah, certainly, 
set them a noble example. He sheltered the family of the 
Politioal Agent in his own palace, and by his w^iso and careful 
conduct, assisted by the exhortations of the chief pandit, and 
by the loyal feeling of the members of his Court, succeeded in 
steering aaipiir samly through the perilous crisis. When the 
^evil days were passed the Government of India did not forget 
his tmiinent sorvioee. They showed their appreciation by trans- 
ferring to him, from the neighbouring district of Guig4ou, the 
paiganah of Edt'Kisim. The Mah&rijah lived for several years 
after the Mutiny was quelled. He opened out roads, constructed 
railways, and rave an impulse to education. During the scarcity 
ef 1868 he abolished txanmt duties on the frontiers of his 
dommionfl. Twice was he nominated a member of the Viceroy’s 
Council. 

Jedhpflr, or Marwir, is bounded to the north by Bikinfr and 
JaipflTj to the east by Jaipflr and Krishngarb ; to 
the south-east by the Ajndr district; to w south *'*®p®*‘* 
bv Sirohf and Pfidanp6r ; to the west by the Ban of Eaohb, and 
the Thar md P8rkh^ districts. It has an area of 37,000 square 
milen and bad, in 1857, a population of about a million, and a 
half.^ The chief river is the Loni and its triteitaxies : tile chief 
moufltaini are the Axavallis, but there are ieversl hig^ hills, 
the H&dolai and others: the chief towns^are JTodhpfe the 
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capital, P£U, and Mert&. The mler in 1657 was Mahdrijali

Is the fcurth volume* I have shown how insurrectioii*^if08e 
and spread in the Jodhpdr territories; how, also, 
cj^ofthe thanks to the energy and daring of G^eorge St* 
io Jodhpdr. Patrick Lawrence, it was stamped out. It seems 
only necessary to add .that the Mah&r&jah himself 
was thoroughly loyal, and that the disturbances were caused 
far more by the rebellion against his authority of one of his 
TOwerfol Thdkurs, than by any ill-feeling against the Blitish* * 
So little sympathy indeed had the rebel Thakur with the 
revolted Sipdlus that he hesitated long before he would avail 
himself of their proffered co-operation, nor did he do so until 
the Political Agent at Jodhpur had declined the responsibility^ 
of making the flight conocbsiuns which he demanded from hm 
liege lord. Sir George Lawrence, I have stated, acting with the 
fuU sympathy and concurrence of the Mah&rajah, restored order; 
and on the return of peace and tranquillity the good disposition 
of the latter was acknowledged. 

Bhartpdr is bounded to the north by Gurgion ; to the east 
by Mathura and Agra ; to the south and south-west 
’ by Dholpur, Eardulf, and Jaipur; to the west by 
Alwar. It has an area of 1974 square mites, and had, hfylSSf, 
a population of a little over half a million. The chief towtii 
are Bhartpur and Dig, both famous in Anglo-Indian his|ory«^

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the history of the large tract known as Raip^t4n4, during the 
eyentful period 1867-9. The reader will nave noticed, I am 
sui'e with pleasure, that, with scarcely an exception, 
Snmmaiyof the princes who ruled the eighteen states whiph 
formed that division of India, were loyal to the para- 
mount power. An experience of the protection of 
Great Britain lasting over thirty-nine years had given them 
proof that under no other supreme Govern Inont would their 
rights and privileges be so tnoroughly secured. It may 
added that the loyalty of the nobles and of the Rajput popula-*^ 
tion did not fall short of the loyalty of the princes. The fact 
that the Th4kur of Awah rose in rebellion against his liege 
lord, as shown in the last chapter of the fourth volume, and’ 
that he resisted the British troops, was a fact that stood 
alone. But even ho, though he accepted the services of the 
revolted Sipdhis, had no sympathy with their cause, and em- 
ployed them only to use them against his own master. That , 
the Sipahis in the service of the Rajpiitana princes should ? 
revolt was to be expected, for they were enlisted from the 
class which supplied the British Native Regiraents, and ivere 
animated by sentiments akin to those by which the latter were 
inspired. How little they were able to effect in the territory 
in which they were employed has been shown in the narrative* 
Thanks to the cordial understanding between George St. Patric]y 
Lawrence and the chiefs of Rajputana, every hostile movemem 
was baffled, every rising was nipped in the bud. Tho«»e chiefsr 
or their fathers had had a sad and bitter exj^rience of a period 
when no British i)rotection was accorde<i to Rajput^nd, 
memory of that terrible period was strong within them. Than 
— between 1805 and 1818 — disorder was rampant, no one woi 
secure of his house, his lands, his cattle, his life. Then— to use 
the phrase they were wont to employ—** the buffalo was to him 
who iiekl the blndgeon.^* The misery of those twelve or thirtiteti 
years, when the 3Iarathd and the Pindarf stalked rutbl^^y 
over their fields, still remain a legend, fraught with bitier 
memories, in the minds of the people of Rajputdnd. With the 
inauguration of British protection all this misery disappeared. 
The change was marvellous. The princes ana people were 
secured against an enemy from outside, and were forbidden to 
fight annmgst themselves. Whatever differences they had were 
referred to and settled by the paramount power. , To the 
principal States political agents were nominated, nndar ihe 
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control of the Governor-General's a^ent for the entire province, 
to guide, assist, and counsel the B4jah or B4na In his internal 
administration. Under the fostering influence of these gentle- 
men, specially selected as a rule for their qualifications, reforms 
were inaugurated, state-debts were paid off, inhuman sacrifices 
were abolished, the genet al condition of society was greatly 
improved. Under this now order prosperity grew apace. There 
was not a man in the country w'ho did not feel and lejoioe in 
the change. Security took the place of its opposite . order of 
disorder; contentment of misery. The Bajpiitaua of 1857 was, 
in all the circumstances which make a country hajipy, prosperous, 
and peaceful, as diffeient from the Bajpiitana of 1805-17, as the 
Ireland of l(hs9~90 differed fioin the Ireland of our own time. 
There was no part of India m which the Sipihis would be less 
likely to find sympathy than in Bajput4ua. The presence of 
the lawless bands of revolted contingents, and of Tantia Top£ 
and his following, gave a teirible foretaste of miseries which 
had been endured ; which, since 1818, indeed, had been absent, 
but which the fall of tho British power would most certainly 
re-introduce. The attitude of Bajputana in those years of trial, 
1857-9, was, then, a striking testimony to the success of the 
British nile, a oonvinciug pnxif that there at all events British 
overlordship was regarded alike by princes and people as a 
J^lessing. 

Nor was it less so in the vast tract comprising 83,600 square 
miles, and a population of nearly eight millions, 
known as the Central Indian Agency. Of the 
conduct of the two. most powerful princes in this tobedrmwn 
part of India I have already spoken in this chapter, 
and I will now only refer to them to repeat my 
testimony. ISindhid and liolkar were, and remained, loyal, 
though the troops of both princes slipped from their hands. 
Dhar rebelled, but its Bajah was a minor. The Bajahs of 
l)ewas were lo^\ al ; so, likewise, was the Nawab of Jaurii. The 
Berviceli of this prince to his British overlord weie indeed of a 
marked chaiactcr. It was mainly owing to him 
that the British Government was indebted for 
valuable information in more than one important ^ 
conjuncture. It was, moreover, the N4w&b of J4ur4 who 
informed the Govemor-General's agent of the day, the 
late Sir Henry Durand, of the understanding between the 
tixmps of HoUmr and the revolters outside Ind&r ; and, when 
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Sir Henry took the field, the Naw4b of JduiA was the 
only dibftaixi who boldly and promptly joined him in camp. 
Hift name was Gbdusi Muhammad. He was thirty-four yean 
of age, and he lived till April 29, 1865, honoured and 
ceqiected. 

The other Muhammadan state in Central India, 6hop4l, 
was conspicuously loyal. Of this state I may be 
Bhopii. allowed to say a few words. It was govemea hy 
a lady of remarkable ability ^nd strength of will, Sikanditf 
Begam. This lady, after some opposition on the part of rivals 
and others, had assumed the reins of power in February 1847, 
as regent for her daughter. lu that office she had a large field 
for the display of her talents, and she more than justified the 
expectations which had been formed of her. In six 3^ears she 
paid off the entire public debt of the State ; she abolished the 
system of farming the revenue, and made direct arrangements 
with the heads of villages ; she put a stop to monomUes of 
trades and handicrafts ; she brought the mint under her own 
management, and she re-organised the.poliee. When the mutiny 
of 1857 broke out, she was still at the helm. Most loyally and 
truly did she behave. As early as Apiil she communicated to 
the British Agent the contents of a lithographed proclamation 
which had been sent to her, urging the overthrow and distraction 
of the English. In June she expelled from Bhopal a native 
who was raising troops for purposes which he did nut oare to 
avow. In July she afforded shelter to the BritiNh officers who 
had been driven fiom Tndur by the mutinous troops of Holkar. 
She had enormous difficulties to contend with. Her mother, 
who had become a bigot, and her uncles, who were weak-minded 
and priest-ridden, wxTe c<»nttantly urging u|)on her to declare a 
religious war against the infidel. The contingent raised in her 
own capital, and officered by Britisli officers, mutinied. Other 
men, not wanting in ]X)sition and influence, murmured that Ae 
was losing a gieat oppoitunity. But Sikandar IV'gam never 
wavered. She caused the British officers to Ikj escortodf safely 
to Hoshangabad; then, with infinite tact, and a display of 
unshakable firmness, allayed the exeiteinent in her capital; 
put down the mutinous ountiugent with a strong hand, and 
restored order throughout the Bhop41 territory. Then, when 
the tide turned, she was as prompt and vigorous in another 
way with her assistance. To the British camp she despatched 
snpplies, soldiers, carriages, all that could be useful. Ifo oni 
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in the same situation could have done more than did tKla 
noble lady.* 

Nor, casting tbe eye over the north-eastern division of the 
Central India Agency, can I lay my fin^r on ai^blot. Of 
Bewah and its loyal Rajah, guided by the chivalrous Willoughby 
Osborne, I have told the tale in the fifth volume.t In tlm 
same volume I have described the true servioe of the B4jah of 
Urchhah4 In the third I have shown how the K4ni of Chhatar- 

{ lir assisted the fugitives from N4og4on.§ Datid, when the 
[utiny broke out, was in a state of civil war, the ^gent-R4ni 
attempted to oust the adopted son of the Bijah who died 
in 1857. In the small state of Samptar there were no 
disturbances. 

It will thus be seen that the native state of Central India had 
felt equally with those of Rajputand the beneficent over-rule of 
the British. Not one single prince of mature age rose in revolt. 
One state alone, and that a very small one, acted upon by in* 
fiuenees which would not have risen into life had the prince 
been other than a child, did revolt. The othei-s, one and all, 
showed by tbeir loyal concurrence with the paramount power, 
even in the darkest days of the Mutiny, that they preferred the 
supervising hand of England to the revived rule of the Miighul, 
or a new experiment under any other native prince. 

^ Of tlhiuisi and of some of the minor prinoelets in the 
and Narbada territories, it is unnecessary to say more than has 
been said already. The K4ni of Jhaiisi bad, in my opinion, 
suffered great wrongs, and she resented them in the manner 
which was natural to her. In the fifth volume j| I 
have given reasons why the minor chiefs of Bundel- 
khand felt justly aggrieved. Some of its chiefs nobly forgave 
the grievance ; others attempted to work a remedy with the 
sword. It was, as I have pointed out, the working of the de- 
ttsted Thomasonian principle that drove those chiefs into 
revolt.

It is sattgfacioiy to record that the splendid eenrioes of the B^gim of 
Bbopdl met with splendid recognition. The British Qo\emmeut recognised 
her as ruler in her own right, with succession to her daughter and to the 
daughter's doAcendants according to the Muhammadan law ; made over to her 
the district of Bairsia, forfeited by Dlidr, having an area of 456 square milai; 
presented her with four guns ; and invested her with the highest grade of the

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But, in western India, — the southern Marath& territoiy 
excepted, — the same feeling prevailed which had 
inSi!™ influenced the action of the chiefs of Hajputdnd and 
central India. At Barodah, the Gaekwar, Ehand4 
Rdo, was true and loyal. In the words of Lord Canning, ** ho 
identifled his cau^e with that of the British Government,** At 
Kolhapur, in 1857, the state was under British management. 
It is true that the native regiments at that station mutinied, as, 
likewise, did those at Belgdon and Dharwar. II ow these 
mutinies art*se, and how tliey wore suppressed, has been told in 
the fifth volume.* In the same volume is related tlio storj’ of 
the abortive rising of the chief of Xarguiid, and of the causes 
which led to it. But in Sawant-\\aii not only wfis tliere no 
disaffection, but even the two chiefs who had been dejirived of 
power, Khem Siiwant and Anna Sahib, showed a firm attach- 
ment to the interests of the paramount power. In Kaehh, too, 
Rao Daisal displayed the same loyalty. 

If we travel into southeni India wo shall find th<* display of 
the same feeling. Here, as in tlie other parts referred 
to, the exceptions only prove the rule. Of Ilaidard- 
bad I have written in the fifth \oliime.f Maisur, 
once so formidable, ably guided by Sir Mark Cubbon, displayed 
a fidelity to the ovei lord lieyond praise. Travankur was equally 
loyal. So likewise was the able Rajah of Kochin, Kiljah R4^^ 
Vurma. Nowhere, except at Shoiapiir, and for a moment at 
Haidarabad and Aurangabad, was there a s^unphiui of disaffec- 
tion in the southern Presidency. Even the excejdions I have 
referred to, and which have been descril>ed in the fifth voluiue,J 
were mere passing outbursts, to lie succeeded by a fervent dis- 
plOT of loyalty. 

I think, then, it will he generally conceded that the attitude 
of the principal protected chiefs throughout India, during the 
most terrible crisis to which English rule has over l>een siiU^ 
jected, was of a character to justify generally the antecedent 
administration of the foreign overlord. The action flf the 
native chiefs was, in fact, a barometer full of encouragement 
and yet not wanting in warning for the future. It was gratify- 
ing to see that the indicator gave evidence of, in the great 
majority of cases, just and beneficent dealing. In fact, in those

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parts of India in wliioh the British rule had been beneficent, 
tor instance, in Ilajpiit4n&, in central India, in western India 
(except the southern Mar&thi territoiy), in southern India, 
incluaing Haidardbdd and Maisiir, the native chiefs were loyal, 
often as anxious and energetic on behalf of their overlord as 
though that cause had been their own. In other places where 
the natives had not appreciated the rule of their masters, in 


places for instance where these had displayed a hard and un- 
sympathising resolution to graft western ideas on an eastern 
people — in, for example, the North-West Provinces of India, in 
the Sagar and Narbada territories, in Jhansi, in western Bihar, 
in the southern Maratha territories, in Oudh, the native chieft 


and people, acting in concert, evinced a hatred to the British 
rule which led them to risk all they possessed in the world to 
shake off their yoke. It is consolatory to know that the good 
impressions produced by British rule largely predominated over 
the dislike engendered by British mistakes, and that the foreign 
race which held supreme power in India could point to an 
amount of sympathy, of energetic action, of co-operation such as 
no native ruler of the past, with the jiossible exception of the 
illustrious Akbar, could have called forth. 
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THE INDIAN NAVY. 

In another part of this history * I have recorded the gallantry 
of a young midshipman of the Indian navy, Arthur Mayo— a 
gallantly which was rewarded by the bestowal of the Victoria 
Cross. This display of courage and conduct was 
emulated by very many of the profession to which 
Mayo belonged, and I feel that it is only due to the 
members of a service which no longer exists, but 
whose bright and brilliant deeds form an important part of 
the story of English adventure and English rule in India, to 
•devote a short chapter to the more prominent of those services. 

The gallant service of Lieutenant Low^is, Mr. Mayo, and their 
comrades at Dhakah, has been already related. It 
Lewis and has been truly remarked t that “ if the Indian naval 
detachment had been repulsed in their attack on thii 
mutineers’ position, and had been obliged to retreat, 
a general mas&acre would probably have ensued, for in their rear 
lay the city of Dh4kah with a large fanatical Muhammadan pwu* 
lation in a very excited state.” The gallantry of the sauors 
was thus mainly instrumental in saving eastern Bengal from 
pillage and slaughter. 

The same officers, accompanied by others, took a very leading 
part in an expedition against the Abor hillmen in Feb- 
ruary 1859. This operation, though occurring befd^ 
SSSoirS^ the Mutiny had been finally crushed in central India 
tbeai«elir«s and in Oudh, cannot prraerly be brought witJ^'n the 
range of its events. I refer to it here only to 
mention that the ctfficers who were prominent at 
the Dh4kah affair in 1857 were again well to the front on 
this occasion, and, with Lieutenant Davies, Indian navy.

In the Jagdispdr jungles, Lieutenant Carew, Indian navy^ ren- 
dered excellent service. I have related * how, on the • 
■23rd of April, 1858, Captain Le Grand of the 35th 
Foot had been defeated in those jangles by Eiinwar 
Singh with the loss of two ^ns ; how this disaster had thrown 
the district once more into disorder ; how the safety of Arab was 
threatened, and bow a panic had reigned at ChaprA I have 
recorded, also, how for the time the arrangements made assnred 
the safety of theho stations, and that a few days later Sir EL 
Lugard and Colonel Corfield had beaten the rebels continuously. 
In these contests Lieutenant Carew, serving under 
Gorfield, took a prominent part. Carew, after 
making several most earnest requests, had been field in the 
allowed to serve in that part of the country in com- 
mand of a battery which he had formed himself. 

His battery was supplied Tvith two O-poimders and two 5]^>moh 
mortars, and was manq^d by a hundred and ten s^ors. 
Serving under him w^ore two midshipmen, Brownlow and 
Cotgrave. In Corfield’s action w4th the rebels on the 11th of 
May at Hetanipur, Carew’s battery took a very prominent part 
They “ worked their guns admirably.” | And yet that very 
^ay they had marcheil fourteen miles, and before they had time 
to take a meal had to march against the rebels under a sun 
which struck dead seven men of the 6th Kegiment march- 
ing with them. Though the Indian navy sailors were more 
acclimatised than their brethren of the royal army, yet even 
they lost three of their comrades that very day from the effect 
of exposure. The same cause compelled, a little latter, Carew 
to resign his coinuiand to Mr. Midshipman Cotgrave. 

Lieutenant, afterwards Commander, Batt did splendid service 
iff the same district. Batt had distinguished himself 
by his activity in the Ganges between AUalidMd ^“J?**"* 
and KJnhpur, in July and August 1857, by ehellii^ 
the rebels out of theur position in the fort of KAli Eankf. Sub- 
sequently he eommaiidoil at Baksar where he repaired the fort, 
made gun* carriages, and trained his men. Later 
on, in the autumn of 1858, he assisted in the 
measures taken to drive the followers of Eiinwar •onktik 
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Singh bom the jungles of Jagdispur, being always to tho 
front. On one of the many occasions in which ho was in. 
action^ an officer serving under him, Acting-Master George 
Chicken, gained the Victoria Cross. The force to 
which Chicken was attached was engaged with and 
had dri\en back the rebels near Pini on the 4th of 
September, 1858. In the pursuit Chicken suddenly 
came alone upon a group of twenty preparing to rally and open 
fire on their scattered pursuers. He at once charged them. 
SuiTounded on all sides, ('hieken fought most desperately andf 
killed five of the rebels. He would, however, have succumbed 
had not four native troopers arrived in the nick of time to hia 
rescue. He escaped with a severe wound. 

In the western Bihar division. Lieutenant Duval, Midshipmen 
Wray and Scamj>, and later, Lieutenant Barron, 
Dnvai.Wrfty, rendered good service after the ihutiuy of the 
Sipahis at Danapur had introduced disorder there. 
In the repression of the mutinies in Ohutia Xiigpur,^ 
Captain Burbank, of the Bengal JVIaiine, and Lieutenant 
Windus. Indian navy, and the beameii under them, 
were most efficient and useful. The latter leccived 
the special thanks of the Govoiuiueiit, and it is ch^ar 
that he was a man who w’as equally at home when 
at work in the field and when engaged in organising arrange^ 
ments for that >\ork. There was nothing htj could not turn Iw 
hand to. Captain Burbank’s seri iceh \vith 3Ir. Yule in pursuit 
of the Dhdkah rebels have l>een already rec'orded.f 

On the western coast the ser\’ices of the Indian navy in the 
1 di suppression of the Mutiny were invaluable. **Ili 
aftvyontSe the months of July and xVugust,” writes Mr. Low, 
“ though in the height of tlie s(»iith-wost monsoon, 
the Bvrenice, Lieutenant Cfaitty, and the Victoria^ 
Lieutenant Sweeny, were engaged carr^'ing troops fr<Mn 
Bombay to Karachi, and landing them on that

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The services of Giiffith Jenkins have been previously referred 
to in connection with the despatch by Lord Elphinstone to the 
Cape and to the Mauritius for reinforcements, but it is due to 
that gallant sailor to add that ho possessed all the qualifications 
necessary to ensure the success of a delicate negotiation, and 
that Sir Ge<»rgo Grey and Governor Higginsoii alike expressed 
tJieir sense of the admirable manner in which he dischaiged his 
duties. Captain Jenkins had the gratification of 
receiving from the highest quarter an official 
acknowledgment of his services. “ I have been 
commanded,” wrote Sir C. Wood to him from the India OflSce, 
“ to conve\ to you the gracious approbation of Her Majesty of 
your conduct during that critical j^erioih” 

With regret I confine myself to this short notice of tho 
services of the officeis of the Indian navy. Those 
officers knew Well, wdion in Bengal they gave their 
fullest energies to a ser\ ice which w'as not proi>erly 
their own, tliat they wore serving under the cold 
shade of officialism ; that though the brows of their brethren in 
the ai my might be vio'\<'ned with laurels, their modest deeds 
would remain comparatively unnotic<*d. Knowing this, they 
yet vied with the bravest in daring, with the most zealous in 
energy and devotion, and when the Mutiny cane to an end 
they had the satisfai’tion of knowing that they had deserved 
of tiieir country. They had litile more. Besides the war 
medah ''Inch tlie detaohmenti< engaged with the rebeds received 
in torimon wuth Uni army, and tw'o Victoria C'rossos gaine«l by 
personal valour, not a decoration was bestowed upon any one of 
them. Shortly after tlie Mutiny, the noble service with which 
they had lieen connected was aliolibhed, the survivors were 
pensioned, and nothing remaine<l but the consolation of heroes 
— the convndioii of duty |»erfurmed, of honour unsullied, of 
gyeat services leudered to their countr}" ! 

With one episode, slight though it may be as com|>ared with 
others#! ecorded in this histoiy, ^et reflecting, in tlie onefio#! 
story of one oftict‘i,the conduct of mauy placed in «pt»>de, 
circumstances not altogether dissimilar, this chapter will fitly 
conclude.

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When the Mutiny broke out at Mfrath on the 10th of May^. 
1857, two companies of the 63rd Native Infantxy, then at. 
Einhpdr, were on detached command dutjr at Urdi, on the^ 
right bank of the Jamnah, about eighty miles from Einhpiir* 
The ofiBcers commanding these companies were 
AiaMder Captain Alexander and Lieutenant Tomkinson. 

The native regiments stationed at Kanhptir sur- 
passed all the other regiments of the native army 
in the cruelties and barbarities the}' perpetrated ; but the men 
of the detachment at XJraf, free from the contamination produced 
apparently by the close vicinity to the wronged province of 
Oudh, displayed a spirit far more amenable to reason. Every- 
thing remained quiet at Ural till the end of May. On the 
3rd of June, however, the deputy Commissioner of that station 
received orders to send to Gw'alidr the money he had in 
the treasure-chest. The Sipahis, on hearing^of this order, 
evinced a great inclination to dispute it. However, they did 
not do so, and on the 4th Tomkinson started for 
iSSS**** Gw&liar with the tieasure and a detachment of 
QwiiSr*^ his men. Leaving him for a inonif'iit, I may 

mention that on the ^»th of June the regiments at 
E4nhptir mutinied. When this Iiew^ re iched the men stationed 
at Ural, they provided Captain and Mr^. Alexander with a. 
camel, and recommended them to make the best of their way to> 
Agra, which they eventually succeeded in doing. ^ 

Meanwhile Tomkinson and his men arrived safidy with the 
treasure, on the 12th of Juno, in the vicinity of Gwaliar. At 
that time the troops at Gwaliar were very shaky ; it waa 
known that Tomkinson’s i*egiment had mutinied at 
party Kaiihpur; fear and distress were in every man’s 
mind. Major C. Maepherson, then the political agent 
to at G wal iar, on hearing of Tomkinson’s approach, sent 
OwSidr ^ party to relieve him of the treasure, but ^t 

the same time forbade him to enter Gwaliar, and 
directed him to proceed to Agra. Tomkinson would hav^ 
•ndAerate had it been possible, but meanwhile Mr,, 

bftrred to* Colvin had been communicated with at Agra, and 
o iSiif Colvin, as distrustful as Maepherson, had tele- 

graphed that no native troops were to proceed 

thither. 

Left to himself, Tomkinson stayed with his men tmtil the 
fetate of the country forced them into action. They made no 
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attem^ on hia life ; on the contrary, th^ expreased on parting

Left alone, it wonld seem that the villagers, intent on plnnderp 
deprived him of his horse and his gun, and it would hi* life !• nw 
have gone hard with him but for the kindness of a Mr^es bj * 
native. Hungry and destitute, having nothing Mu h a mm ada n , 
but the clothes on his back, he was seen by a Muhammadan 
villager wandering in the fields in apparent distress. The 
poor man took him to his home in the village of Amkin^ 
and concealed him there till the month of October. A man of 


substance in the village supplied him with clothes and paid for 
his food. Tomkinson apparently chafed under this life, and 
longed for active work ; but the country around him was in revolt. 
He persuaded *hi8 ho^ on one occasion to take a letter into 
Kinnpilr, but the news that met the poor man on the way so 
frightened him that he destroyed the letter. At length, towards 
the end of October, an opportunity of rendering service to his 
country seemed to offer. ' Information reached the village that 
a body of rebels, with a large quantity of ammunition, was 
about to pass in its vicinity. If he could only explode the 
ammunition, Tomkinson thought, he would perform an act 
which would paralyse their movements. He resolved to attempt 
^ explode it. Accordingly, on the 23rd of October, he crept 
out, reached the rebel camp, and made the effort. He was, 
however, discovered and killed. 

I hope that a stoiy which paints the devotion to duly of an 
Englishman, and the kindness and fidelity of a Muhammadan, 
may be considered as an episode not unworthy to take a place 
in the History of the Indian Mutiny.
